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The object of the present Handbook, like that of the 
Editor's other woika of the same description , is to render 
the trttTeUet as independent as possible of the Bervices of 
guides, valeCe-dO'place , and others of the same ckss, to 
sapplf him with a few remarks on the progress of civili- 
eation and art among the people with whom he is about 
lo become acquainted , and to enable him to realiee to the 
fullest eitent the enjoyment and instruction of which Italy 
is BO fruitful a sonice. 

The Handbook is. moreover, intended to place the tra- 
veller in a position to viBit the places and objects most 
deserving of notice with the greatest possible economy of 
time, money, and, it may be added, temper; for in no 
country is the traveller's patience more severely pnt to 
the test than in some parts of Italy. The Editor will 
endeavour to accompany the enlightened traveller through 
the streets of the Italian towns, to all the principal edifices 
aud works of art; and to guide his steps amidst the ex- 
quisite scenery in which Italy so richly abounds. 

With a few trifling eseeptions , the entire book is fram- 
ed from the Editor's personal experience, acquired at the 
places. described. As, however, infallibility cannot be at- 
tained, the Editor will highly appreciate any band fido in- 
formation with vrhich travellers may favour him. That al- 
ready received, which iu many iustauces has been most 
serviceable, he gratefully acknowledges. 

The Maps and Plans, the result of great care and

tlie diaagreealjle necessity of unfoldnng a, large sheet of 
paper at every conBuitation. The inexperienced b 
mended, when steering their course with the aid of a plan, to 
mark with a coloured pencil, before starting, the point fot 
which they are bound. This will enable them to avoid 
many a circuiCouB route. For the benefit of thoae who de- 
sire to become more intimately acqnainted with the cotmtry 
than the limits of the present 'work admit of, the admirable 
Siippleinentarff SheHs of O. Mayr'i Aflm of the Alps (for 
Central and Southern Italy) may be mentioned. They are 
most easily procured in Germany fpriee, mounted, 1 dollars 
each). For Naples the map of the Seal Officio Topogrujho 
(Nitplea, 1835) will be found useful. 

Altitudes are given in English feet [I Engl. ft. = 
O.JLI48 m6tro = 0,971 Paris, it.). 

Distances are given in English miles. The Italian 
'miglia' varies in different districts. Approximately it may 
be stated that 1 Engl. M. = "/, Ital. migt. = IVii Roman 
migl. 

Railway. Diligence, and •Steamboat Time- 
tables. The most trustworthy are contained in the 
' O'uiila- Orario ufficiale Si tutle le Btrade ferrate itllalia 
contensnte anche le indicazioni dei Ptroacaji (stesmbonts), 
Corrieri, Diligmize', etc., with map, published at Milan 
(price 40 c.). 

Hotels, In no country does the treatment which the 
traveller experiences at hotels vary so much as in Italy, 
and attempts at extortion are probably nowhere so outra- 
geous. The asterisks are therefore to be received as in- 
dicating those hotels which the Editor believes to bg com- 
paratively respectable, clean, and reasonable. The average 
charges stated in the Handbook will at least enable the 
traveller to form a fair estimate of the demitnds which can 
be justly made. 
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Fram tlia earliest sges dovn to the present time Italy bat 
eicr exercised a powerful iuflnence on the dejiizena of more nor- 
theiu i&nds, and a journey thither has often been the fondiy 
cherished wish of many an aspiring traieiler. At the present day 
this wiab may be gratilled with comparati^'e facility. Northern 
Italy ia now connerted by s direct 'iron rente' with the sonthern 
pordon gf the peninsula, as far as Naples and Brindlsi, and the 
apptOBcMag compietian of a ^eat netnarl of railways will soon 
enable the trarellei to penetrate into the Interior of provinces 
hitberto untrodden by Qte ordiniTy Kmrist. Prior to 1860 the 
penineola possessed but few railways . and these of InsigniScani 
extent, and exeluslrely of local Importance. Kapldity of locomo- 
tion ia not, however, the sole advantage which has been attained 
since that period. A single monetary system has aiiperaeded the 
iiumerouB and perplei-ing varieties of coinage formerly in use ; the 
annoyances inseparable from passports and custom-houses , with 
which the traveDer was assailed at every frontier, and even tn 
many an insigniflcant town, have been greatly miHgated; and 
energetic measures have been adopted in order to put an end tn 
the extortions of vetturini, facchlni, and other members of this 
irritating class. While those tn search of adventure and excite- 
ment vrlll miss many of the characteristic elements of former 
Italian travel, tbose who desire the more lational enjoyments de- 
rived from scenerj'. art. or science will not fail to rejoice In the 
altered state of the country. 

I. Travelling Expenaet. Monetary Byatam. 
• The cost of a t'lur In Italy depends of course on the travel- 
lei's resources and habits, nenerally it may be stated that the 
expetieea need not exceed those incurred in the more frequented 
partB of the continent. The average expenditure of a single tra- 
veller may be estimated at 2o franca per diem , or about half 
ttiit sum when a prolonged stay is made at one (lace. Twie%&x% 
acquainted with the Isiisaage and habits ot ftie csunlvj ■ww.'s iMs.- 



ceed iu teducing ttieii expenses to stUl narrower limits. PerEmu 
travelling as memberf of a party may effect a considerable E>Tlng. 
Wbere ladies are of tbe party the eKpanses are ainays unavoiitab^ 
greater^ not merely becaase the better hotels, and the mora tan- 
fortable modes of locomotion are seleeted, but because the ItalftlM 
regard the traveller in this case as wealthier , and tbeiefoie k 
more fitting object for extortion. 

In the Katfdom of llaiy the French monetary Eyatem is now 
universal. The ftano {lira or franco] oontalns 100 lenlesimL 
1 fr. 25 c. ::= 1 s. = 10 (ilbergroscben ^ 3S German kreuier ^ ' 
60 Austrian krenzer. The silver coins in common circiilation 
are Italian pieces of 1 and 2 fr., and Italian or French 5 fr. pieces; 
gold coins of the Italian or French currency of 10 and 20 fr. are 
the comucnest (those of 5 and 40 fr. tare). 

Since tbe iatrodurtion of a paper currency during the Jwar 
of 18(i6, at a compulsory rate of exchange, gold and silver almost 
entirely disajipeared from ordinary circulation. This at first ga.ve 
rise to great coofusian, aa not ouly the principal banks, but the 
different provinces and towDa issued notes of their own, which could 
not be realised beyond the limits of their respective districts. 
This state of matters has, however, now been remedied to a 
great extent, but as the relative values of banknotes and the 
valuable metals still differ, the traveller should endeavoui to 
familiarise himself with tbe present rales of exchange. The ac^ 
of the llanta Naiionale, for 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 25, 50, lOOfranca^, 
and upwards are current throughout the whole of Italy. Th9 
pri[jcipal banks also issue notes of '/i fr. , which cannot however 
be readily realised except within the district of their issue. TllQ( 
at Kame and in the environs the papal notes and those of tbe 
Banca del Papolo, at Naples and throughout S. Italy those of the 
Baiica di Napoli, and In Sicily those of the Banca dl tiicilia are 
confined to local chrculatiou. Gold and silver are worth 5 — 6 pet 
cent more than paper; those therefore who make a payment in 
gold ore entitled to decline receiving banknotes in exchange, un- 
less the difference in value be taken into accoont. The traveller 
who changes gold for banknotes at a money-changer's should take 
care to stipulate for notes of convenient value and of the bank 
of the district he intends visiting, Tbe purses employed in most 
other countries are of course unsuitable for carrying large bundles 
of notes; one of those adapted for the purpose may be purchased 
in Italy for 1'/^ — 2 &. , in addition to which a strong pouch for 
copper will be found serviecable. 

In some parts of Italy tbe former currency Is stiU employed 

in keeping accounts, and the coins tbeiuHelces are occasionill;

frequenled districts. Circalar Noita, »hlch may be obtained at 
the principal Knglish banks, will bo found convenient fui the 
transport of large sums, 

II. Feiiod luid flan of Tour, 

The Mason selected, and Che dttrution ot the tour must of 
course depend on the liaveller himself. Sutllce it to remark 
that tiie colder months are those usually prefeiTed. Tha ma- 
jority of travellers boand for the South cro^s the Alps in Sep- 
tember and October, and arrive in Rome about the beginning 
of November. Rome is the favourite wlntur-rbaidenve of aCrangera 
until the Carnival, but at the commanccment of Lent the city la 
deserted by many for the gayer scenes of Naples. At EaBtec it 
is again inundated by a va^st concourse of visitors , who flock 
thither iu order to witness the sumptuous ecclesiastical pagean- 
try of the 'Holy Week', and depart as soon as their curio- 
sity baa been gratHed. Some then proeeed to Naples, Florence, 
or other pans of Italy; the majority, however, prepare to quit 
Ibe country before the commencement of stimmer. In thia vast 
and ever-varying inl1u:i of cravellerB the English element is always 
greatly predominant. 

No month in the year can be pronounced absolutely unfavour- 
able for travelling In Italy, but the seasons reccmmended are thu 
late antumn months (Sept. IQth to Nov. l^Ch), and April and 
May. The rainy winter mouths should, if possible, be avoided 
for the commencement of a toor, and may be most profitably 
spent in one of the larger cities, of which Rome offers by far (he 
most numerous and varied attractions. Ju[ie, July, and Angust are 
bardly less unfavourable for a tour. The scenery Indeed is then 
io perfeotiuii , and the long days are hailed with satisfacCiou by 
the active traveller; but the fierce rays of au Italian sun seDom 
(kil to exercise a prejudicial InSuenue upon ihe physical and 
menta energies. This result is not occasioned so much by the inten- 
sity , as by the protracted duration of Che hcal , Che sky beilig, 
frequently cloudless, and not a diop of tain laWm?, Icrt ■ia-fttA 
monlis in sneceseion. The first showOTfi ol iutomd , *\o.eB. 1i&. 
about the end of August, again commence \.o Teltei.\i 'Cae, -^miA.^ 
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The Plan of a Com io luly mnat be framed In ■j;coTduic« 
with (he objen wbich the tisTellec hia in Tien, Eloreoce. Rome, 
and Naples are the principal centres of attraction; the less tx»i 
quenced districts of the Inteiloi, hovever. ue also replete «ilk 
iaexbaDBlible soiirceE of Interest. In order to obtain a more T 
snperflcial acquaintance with Italy, the traveller must not de*ata 
his attention to the larger towns exclusively. The fBither ba 
diverges from the beaten track, the better opportunities he Till. 
have of gaining an insight into the characteristics of tbis fueh 
uating cuantry. 

HI. Lanernage. 

The time and labour vhich the traveller has beetoTred on tba 
study of the Italian langna^ at home will be amply repaid aj 
proceeds on his Journey. It is oy no means impossible to ti 
through Italy without an acquatiitauce with Italian or Freuoh, 
but in this case the Craveller cannot convenienlly deviate fiMI 
tbe ordinary track, and is moreover invariably made to pay 'oUa 
IngUie', by holel-keepers and others, i. e. considerably more I' 
(be ordinary charges. A knonledge of French is of very great a& 
vantage, for the Italians are extremely partial to that langnaga, 
and avail themselves of every opportunity of employing it. Fob 
those, however, who desire to confine their expenditure williiB! 
reasonable limits, a slight acquaintance with the language -j- of th|t 
country is Indispensable. 

Nowhere more than in Italy is the traveller who is IgnoraM" 
of the langoage so much debarred from the thorough enjoymeilft 
of travelling, and from the opportunity of forming an independent 
opinion of the country, its customs, history, literature, and art. 

IV. Paaiporti and Caitom-honiei. 
On entering the kingdom of Italy , the traveller's passport it 
raiety demanded ; but It is nowise uot to be provided with 
of these documents , as It may occasionally prove osefnl. 
gistered letters, for example, will not be handed over to stmngeriH 
unless they exhibit a passport as a guarantee of their identity^ 
In the remote districts, too, where the public safety demaoda *

(onnly cirll and obliging. 

The eiuulnatiou or luggage at the Italian Custom-lion see 
ts UBiiaUy eitremely lenient. Tobacco anil cigars are the articles 
eapecUlly sought I'nr. Each traveller 1b , however, allowed a hun- 
dred oigarB free of duty. Luggage should tiever bb aeiit to Italy 
by goods' iraiti, if it can be a'voided, and thdn only through the 
mediam of a trustworthy goods' agent, to whom the keys must 
be forwarded. As a general rule it Is advisable, and less eipeiisivB 
for the traveliel never to part from his luggage, and superintend 
the ciiEtom-bon^e examination in person. — The 'dazio consumo', 
or muaieipal tax levied on comestibles in most of the Italian towns, 
is of eonrse seldom paid by ordinary travellers. An assurance by 
them that their luggage contains nothing liable to duty generally 
safBcei to prevent detention. 

V. Pnblio SnfBty, fioBgari. 

Italy is Gtill fteqitemly regarded at Che land of Fra lliavolo'e 
and Riualda Rinaldinl's — an lutpiessiou fostered by [ales of 
tTHTeDers, BeDsatiouai letters to newspapers, etc. The fact, how- 
ever, ts, that travelling in Northern and Central Italy is hanily 
attended witb greater hazard than in any of the more northern 
European countiits. At the same time the traveller may be re- 
miaded of the danger or seeking quarters for the night in in- 
ferior or remoW inns in large towns. Rome and Naples are deserv- 
edly notorious in this re.spect. Even in the moat secure districts 
temporary associations of freebooters are occasionally farmed with 
■ view to some predatory enterprise, but the attacks of such bands 
uc directed against wealthy inhabiiantB of the oountry, who are 
known to be travelling with large Sums of monry, and seldom if 
ever against strangers, with whose resources and plans such ma- 
rauders cannot easily be acquainted. Strangeis, however, expe- 
ciaily whea accompanied by ladies, should not neglect the ordinary 
precaution of requeatiiig infoimatlou respecting the safety o* tba 
roada (torn the authoritieE. genedarmee ('carabinieri' , generally re- 
spectable and trustwoithyj, ele. 

The BTigaataggio, strictly so called , is a local evil , which 
the traveller may always without difQculty avoid. Owing to the 
revolution of 1860 i( had increased in the Neapolitan provinces to 
111 alanniug extent. The Italian Oovernment has done its utmost 
lu suppress this nation^ scourge , and its efforts have In a great 
nieasure been crowned with success; bat tbe evil still reseniblei 
a oaDQagratian which has been Imperfectly eitliiguished , uvi 
ftom time to time bursts forth anew. The detomi.Wta'feMv ol "Ctte 
liihabitaoK of ibe aontbeni provinces ia stttl d6i[i\0TrtiVj 5»».^, mA 
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tbe biigsiidage tbert^^Fia 'not onJy fostered by popnli 
and a prsutided sympathy fur the Baurbous, but i« actiuU; Bai- 
led on SB a apecujatlon by landed pmprietocs, Tbuw 'gentry 
frequently equip and harbour gangs of banditti , with wb«ni Hiey 
share the spoil; or they at ieast aid and abet them, on coiuBtioii 
that lUeir owl property is respected. The bvH is moreoter favoured 
by the luuuutainouB diaiacter of the country, into the ramota le- 
cesses of which troops uannot eaaily penetrate. Tbe nKiBt iiotoiioDs 
districts are now the Basilicata and Calabrift. SicUy hse also of late 
yeuE been much infested by brigands, especially the pn^iaueB of 
Faleimo and Girgeiiti ; but even in the most dangerous localities 
those who adopt tbe ordinary preeaations may trarel with tolerable 
safety. Weapons cannot legally be carried without a licence. For the 
ordinary traveller they are a mere burden, and in case of a ren- 
contre with brigands only serve greatly to increase the danger, 
intonanced and encouraged aooording to tbe for- 
1 of Italian politics , still continue to be one of those 
natiunat nuisancea to which the traveller must habituate bimeelf. 
Begging ill Italy la nthm a trade than a genuine demand for 
sympaliy. The best mode of liberation ia to beatow a Email don- 
ation, a supply of the smallest coin of the realm being kept ready 
for the purpose, or else to decline giving with — 'non c' * 
niente', or a gesture of disapproval. A beggar, nho in return for 
a donation of 2 c. thanked the donor with the uaual benediolioni, 
was on another occasion preaentad with OO c. , an act of liboc 
ility, which , instead of being gratefnily accepted . only callel 
forth the remark in a half-offended tone: 'ma signers A mDlU 

VI. IntereonrH with NtitiTBi. 

Travelling in Italy differs essentially in some respects frOB 
that in Funce, G<.'rmany, Switieriaiid, etc.. ohieBy owing to tb« 
pernicious practice of bargaining which ia almost universally pre- 
valent. The system of fixed prices ia, however, being gradually 
introduced. 

The traveller is regarded by landlords, waiters, drivera, pon 
ters, and athen of the same class, as their natural and legitimats 
prey. Deception and impoaition are regaided as very venial of- 
fences by Italians of the lower class, who oiew a successful attempt 
ai a proofs of superior eagacity. The traveller, therel<)re, who 
submits complacently to extortion is regarded with leas respoM 
than he who stoutly resists the barefaced attempt upon his vredo- 
lily. Among the Swiss Hountaina the Judicious traveller knows 
veil when to make the tender of his cigar- case or aplrit-^aebfi 

' '; country such amiable manifeatatioiis are only atlcnlated 
ikHD a further spirit of cupidity and discontent. ' 

^. Oa tbe principal routes, and especially in Naplei 
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<tf Mi merceDnry ftttBiiiity his aUiIiied to such an iines&mplcd 
pitoh, that the doubt oat unfreq^uenlly pmients itself to the tra- 
veller'a mitid whethiir suet a thing u hnuesCy is known in Italy. 
A moxe intimate acqnaintuni^e with the people and their habits 
wiil however, eatttfy him that hla miagivings apply to the above 
dissen only, and not in the immunity generally. 

In Italy the highly perniulous custoiD of demanding conside- 
rably sine thau will tilti7ns,(el¥ be accepted ia univeiul; but a 
luiowledge of the cuitom. as it is based entirely upon Che pieaumed 
lenoiuiee ol' one of the contraGling parties, tsiids greatly to mi* 
tigate the evil. Wliere tariffs and Uxed charges exist, they should 
be narefully conaulted. In other cases, in which nn average piiee 
J£ estAbliehed by custom, the traveller should moke a precise 
bargain with I'especC (o the service to be rendered, and never rely 
411 the equity of the other party. 

Those individuals who appeal to the generosity of the stranger, 
or to their owu honesty, or who, as rsrely hsppens, are oftended 
bj the travellei'i manifestation of distrust, may well be ausweied 
In tie words of the proverb: 'paili ehlari, amieitla Uiaga'. In 
the following fiages the prices, even of insignlHuanC objects, are 
Btikted with all possible accuracy; and although liable t» oonsl«iIt 
fluctuatfous , they will at least often prove a safegnard against 
giMS extoTtions. The Editor ventures to offer the honidy hint, 
that the equanimity of the traieller's own temper will greatly 
uaist him if Involved iu a dilute or bargain , and no attention 
whatever should be paid to vehement geatliiulations or an offensive 
demeaiiour. The slighter his knowledge of the Italian language is. 
the more careful should he be not to involve himself in a war ot 
words, in which he must neoessarily be at great disadvantage. 

It need hardly be observed that the representations of drivers, 
galdw, etc., with whom even the inhabitants of the place often 
appear to act in concert, are unworthy of the slightest reliance. 
Thus In Naples the charge for a single drive is 60 c, and yet the 
driver would find no difdculty io summoning 20 individuals ready 
to corroborate his assertion that the proper fare is 5 fr. In such 
<i«ei the traveller may generally implicitly lely on the di«a tn the 
Btndbook. Where farther Information Is required, it should be 
MDght from fell Off-travellers, gensdarmes, respectably dressed per- 
sona present , occasionally from landlords, but seldom or never 
IroBi waiters. 

(Jautlon is everywhere deairable in Italy; but, if exaggerated, it 
m*y be construed aa the result of fear or weakness on the part 
ef the traveller , whose best safeguard is often his own self- 
«Oilfldeni:«; and it must be admitted, that, the preliminaries once 
adjusted, the trustworthiness exhibited by members of llie fraCer- 
oily in question ie often greater than at first uiticl^VoJh. 

An abandsat eapply of copper coins alLOuli »,\«s^k ^» v^^ '^^^ 
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irateller'^ commaDd in a i^untTy wbere ilonationa triSlng, 
very &eqneut are evarywhara eipeoted. Diivera, guiiies, p<iiUsi», 
donkey-sttendsnle etc. iniatiably eipect, and often demaxid as " '' ' 
right, in addition to Ike biie agraed on, a gratuicy (iuona rr 
mancia, dabert, bottiglia, caiP, /umolaj, varying Kcoiding to oifi- 1 
cumatancaa from 2 — 3 aous to a frano or more. The travelleT nM4 1 
feal no embaTraaEmeiit in licultiiig hii doiiations to the suullett 
posBlbie sums. Libntallty is ofteu a frnitful aourte of fotare an- 
noyance and importunity. Hall'-a-fiaQc bestowed where tw» 
HODS noald have sufQced may be fiaaghc with disagreeable isaulti 
to tlie injudicious traveller^ the fact speedily becomeg knoirn, and ' 
otbet applicaiils make theic appearance, whose demands it becomea 
Qtterly impogsibla to satisfy. It may be laid down as a rule, that 
the exercise of a certain degree of parsimony, however repogoant 
(0 the feelings of the traveller, will tend essentially to pTomote 
hia comfort and enjoyment. 

The demeanour of the stranger towards the natives maat be 
somewhat modifled in accordance with the various parti of the 
couiilrj through which he travels. The Italiaiis Of the nordi re- 
semble the inhabitants of the soutb of France, and those of Italian 
Switzerland. The character of the Tnecans is more elfeminal^r 
theii language and mannerii more reflned. The bearing of the Bo- 
mvx U grave and proud. With all of these, however, the attang* _ 
will find no dilflculty in asBodating; and acts of civility oi kind^ 
■less will not be misplaced, even when conferred on parEODS «C 
the lower ranks. With the class of Neapolitans with whom tll^ 
traveller gejieially comes iu contact the caao is entirely dlfTeient, , 
and one is tempted to believe that they designedly coiisp' 
embitter one's enjoyment ol their delightful country. It is 
hoped, however, that a belter era is dawning under the present 
regime, and that the 'policy' of honesty will at length begin I 
penetrato the Italian mitid. 

VII. Loeomotion. 

Bailwayi. The principal lines with tbeir respective rami> 
flcations are tour in number: Ferrovie dell' Alta Italia, Komans, 
Meridionali, and Calabro-Sicule, each of which belongs to a diflei- 
ent company. The greatest speed attained by the trains 
tremely moderate. 'Si cambla convoglio' means 'change caniageil. 

The traveller is recommended to ascertain the weight c ~ 
luggages if possible, before going to the station, in order to guaid 
against the possibility of impasitloD. No luggage is allowed treo, 
except what is taken by the passenger into his carriage , whicb 
mnst not exceed 20 kilogrammes (about 44 lbs. Engl.) in weight. 
Travellers will therefore £nd 11 deairible to limit their 'impede 
meata' so as to be able to avail themselves of Ihiq permlsBion. 
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FoTleis who convey luggage to and fcoin the carriages are suf- 
flciently iB'warded with a few sous, where there is no fixed tariff. 

In the larger towns tickets may be obtained at tlie ageiil's 
office before going K the station. In onenqiienRe of a law pissed 
on Oi;t. lal, 1866, a Ui of S <;. most be paid on each railway- 
ticket. It iB a wise precaution to be provided with the eiael tare 
before taking ticketa. 

Tbe most trustwoitby information respecting bonra of depar- 
ture, fares, etc. i« afforded by the 'Indicalore Uffieiatt delU aWadt 
ferralt', etc. (eee PrefacB), with which the traveller should not 
fail to provide himself. The local lime-tableB of the Tustan, Ra- 
man, and Neapolitan tines will also be found usefal, and may be 
procured at the railway-stations for a lew sous. 

Tb rough- tlukets and excursion'tickets at runaiderahly reduced 
rates are issued at many of the principal towns in Germany and 
SwitxeilaDd. They are generally available for 30 days, and earh 
ptusenger ia allowed 55 lbs. of luggage free. Excursion-tickets 
to the principal towns In Italy and back, available sometimes lor 
C<0 days, are issued iji Italy at a teduetion of 45 par cent. Fartbf r 
partienlara will be found in tbe ttme-lables, or at the 'agenzia', 
or office of the railway. Tickets from Italy to Switierlaiid. Ger- 
many, etc. must be partly paid for in gold. Travellers about to 
cxMi the frontier in either direction are strongly recommended to 
■uparinlend the nustotn-housa eiamiiiaticn of luggage in person. 

SteuaboaU. A voyage on the Mediterranean or Adriatic is 
•ItnoBt inseparably connected with a tour in Italy and Sicily, irre- 
spectively of the fact that the latter can be reached by water only. 
If (be vessel plies near the coast, the voyage is often extremely 
entertaining; and if the open sea 1:^ traversed, the magnificent 
Italian aunsets, which light up the deep blue water with their 
crimaott ray.4. present a scene not easily forgotten. Rough neatlier 
is not very often to be apprehended in summer. 

Tickets should be purchased by the traveller in person at the 
office of the I'ompany. The ticket is furnished with the purchasers 
name and destination, the name of tbe vessel, and the hour of 
departure. Fares, duration of voyage etc. are stated in each in- 
stance in the following pages, Fstnily-Cickets for the first or second 
class, [or not fewer (ban three persons, are issued by all the 
companies at a reduction of 20 per cent on the fare, but not on 
the cost of food. A child of 2—10 years pays half-fare, but in 
this case must share the berth of its attendant. Two children are 
entitled to a berth for tbemielTes, The tickets of the Mesaageries 
Haritimes are available for four months, and the voyage may be 
broken at Che passenger's discretion. It may here again be 
remarked that the rival French companies Fraiasinet and Val^ry 
reduce their fares from 20 to 30 per cent according to raoMO.- 
slances. At the same time it should be bome in Bi\ni ftkW. 'Owaa 
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vesselB iisiiiily stop to discharge thpir cargoes during the day, and 
proceed on their voyage at night. 

The saloons and berths of the ^ril cinia are comfortahlj 
and elegantly fitted up , tho<ie of the recrmd toleribly. P»s- 
Bengers of the second claaii haie free afccas, like those of th* 
flrst, 10 every part of the deck. ' 

Lugj/'jge, First-class passengers are allowed 100 kHogr. 
(=3 2 cvt.}, second claai 60 kilogr. [c^ i'ib lbs.), bnt article* 
not Intended for the passenger':; private use ate prohihited. 

Food of good quality and ample qaontity is incladed in (h(r 
ftrst and Hecond-class fare* (encept in the vessels of the Florio Co,). 
The difference between that provided for first and for serand-dlaat 
passengers is inconsiderable. DfJeHMr i In fotirrMU is Ber<«cL 
a1 10, cottafstlng of S — i oonr»es, ttrierihle table witie, and 
coffee. Dtnner is a sioijar repast between b and 6 o'clock. At 
7 p. m. tea is aarred in the flrsf , hot not in the second-clasa. 
Passengers who are too 111 to partake of these repasts are furnished^ 
nith lemonade, etc. gratuitously. Befreafameiila may of courge b& 
procured at other hours on payment. 

Fein. The steward enpecta 1 fr. for a voyage of 12— 34 brs.,: 
more if the passenger has made unusual demand? upon his time 

linbareialon. Passengers should be on board an hour boibrft 
the advertised time of starting. The charges for Conveyatioe tit 
the BteamboBl (usually 1 ft. (or each pers. with lHg|«ge) aro 
Used by tariff at all the sea-ports, and will be found in the Hand* 
book, Pasgengsrs should therefore avoid all dieeussions on thfr 
subject with the boatmen, and simply direct iJiem to row 'al 'Va-J- 
ttcsno', 'alia Bella Venetla', or whatever the name of the -veiael', i 
may be. En route, the boatman generaJly makes a demand eitr*-' 
vagantly in excess of the tariff': 'Signore, sono cinque lire I' — to- , 
which the passenger may simply repiy, 'avaiiti' I On arriving at' 
tbe vessel, payment should not be given to the boatman until tb» 
traveller with all his luggage is deposited on deck. The wild' 
gesticulations of the boataiaH , who has perhaps calculated upon-' 
the credulity of his passenger, but receivee no more than his due". 
(which is ample remuneration) , may be enjoyed with malignant 
serenity from the deck , as on that 'terra sacra disputes am 
strictly pmhibiled, > 

On board the passeirger gives np his ticket, receives the 
number of his berth, superintends the staving away of his lag-' 
gage, and flnally repairs to the deck to observe the progress of 
the vessel as it quits the harbonr, of which a line view Is gene- 
rally obtained, 

DUigNkeei. Corrkri are the swifter convev">''«* wliich CMtt' 
eie malls, and accommodate two Oi tbree vMsen^eia onVj A '^&4|', 
fares.

in other parts of the eontinant. They are in the hands of private 
speculators, and where teveral run in compGlition the more expen- 
sha are to be preferreif. Whon ladles aro of tlie party the cotip* 
I'/ard dearer) shnultl If possible be aecnred. The drivers and 
ostlers generally expect a trifling fee (a few euldl] at the end of 
each stage. 

TettnxisL The cororounication between many ijjwna h main- 
tained by VtOvrmi, who convey trsTellets neither very comfcTtably 
nor rapidly, bnt at moderate cost. Inside places i^ost somewhat 
more thui those in the cabriolet. The driver receties a triBing 
fee, Che ostler 1 soldo; for the Temnral or replacement of lug- 
gage 2 taMi. The ordinary inurisi will rarely have OMaeion to 
avsil hJDiself of a mode of conveyance rapidly becoming obsatete. 
The vettlirini are generally respectable and truitwonhy, and show 
DO leH xeal for the oamfbrt and safety of their employers tbHl 
in the care of their cattle. Wtt>i three horses and a vehlde to 
accommodate sit passengers 35—40 M. are daily areoDiplished. At 
midday a halt of several hours is made. The vetturini also en- 
gage to provide the traveller with hot^l accommodation, which, 
when (bus contracted for , is coifsideraUy less r^ostly than when 
the traveller caters for liimsolf. In this case It Is advisable to 
draw iip a csrofiilly worded contract, to which the vetliirino af- 
files his signature or mark. This should also be wade to inrjttde 
the gratuity (ttitto compreso^; and, if satisfaction is given, an 
additimal fee may be bestowed at the termination of the Journey. 
He entire vehicle, or the interior only, may be engaged. It sbonld 
be distinctly arranged before starting, where the night is to be 
pacsed, where breakfast and dinner taken. The agreement con- 
Olvded, the velturiuo gives the traveller a small sum as earnest- 
money (capanal, by which both parties are bound. 

A siiigle trsvelier may also bargain with a vettutino for one seat, 
the charge for which varies. The back-eests arc 'i primi pusti", 
which Me generally secured by the Bret comers, who are first 
conaulled with regard to the arrange meiit of the journey. For a 
single traveller a written contract is hardly necessary. A prerioas 
understanding should, however, be made with legard to the gra- 
tuity; and a separate room (stanu separata) si the Inns shouhl be 
BtlpDlated fur , otherwise the traveller will run the risk of being 
compelled to share the apartment of his travelling companions. 

Besides the above-mentioned conveyances , carriages may be 
hired Bverywhere (with one horse about 65 c. per KngI, M.).

if possible be selected , and the sirooco carefnlly sgoided. Tlui 
height of summer is totally adverse to tours of this kind. 

A horac fcavallo) or danltty [sommaro, Neapol. ciuoio; SUQ. vat- , 
tora, applied to both aoinialB), between which the difference of 
expense is intoneideiable, often affords a pleasant and inexpsD^e 
made of locomotion, especially in mountainous dibtricts, where the 
attendant (jiedone) aba acta as a servant for the time being. \ 
previous bargain should be made, tiitto oompreso, a gratuity being 
added if the traveller is aatislled. 

VIII. HoteU. 

The idea of i:lean1Ineis in Italy is in artear of the age ; the 
brilliancy of thq southern climate perhaps in the opinion of thi 
natives neutralises dirt. The traveller will not, however, Buffer 
much annoyance in this respect in hotels and lodgings of th« 
best class. Those who quit the beaten track, on the other hand, 
mast be prepared for privations. In the villages the pig (ant- 
male nero) appears as a domestic animal, and privileged in- 
mate of the houses, to which the poultry also have free aocess. 
Iron bedsteads sbonld if possible be selected, as sfforiling laH 
accommadatiou to the active class so hostile to repose. Inaeet- 
powder fpoisert di Ptraia, or Eeating's) or camphor somewbat rer 
pels their advances. The satuare, or gnats, are a source of great 
annoyance, and often auftoring, during (be aoCumji months. Win- 
dows should always be carefully closed before a light is introduced 
into the room. Light mnelin curtains (zaniieri3 round the beds, 
masks for the face, and gloves are employed to ward off the attacks 
of these pertinacious intruders. 

In all the more frequented places good hotels of the first class 
are always to be found , the landlords of which arc often Swiss 
or Germans, Kooms S'/a — 5 ft., boogie 75 c, — 1 fr., attendance 
1 fr,, table d'hfite 4 fr,, and so on. Families, for whose reception 
the hotels are often specially Btted up, should make an agreement 
with the landlord with regard to pension (8— iO fr. each). The 
charges have risen in some respects since the introducMoB 
of the compulsory rate of exchange in 1366. Strangers are 
BjpBcted to dine at the table d'h&t.B , otiienB'w* ft\e -^ivcb tf 
room la rainod . or the inmate is given to \nlaal4\.»v^i lias 
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'wanted'. Fieiith spoken tdiEcynhBre, Cuisine a mixtute nf Preiii:h 
and iMlUn. 

The secoDd-ckai inns ae tbonagitly Italian, larely very dean 
or comfortable ; charges about one-hslf the above; no table d'hGte, 
bat a trattoria will generally be found connected with the house, 
where refresbmentB i U oatle may be procurod at any hnur. These 
establlshmenta will often be found cooieoieiit and econoDiical by 
the loyageur en gaigon, but are of course rarely visited by ladles. 

In hotels ill the Italian style, espeoially iii the smaUer towns, 
it ie adyisBble to Institnte eiiqoirlea aa to charges beforehand. If 
exorbitant demands be made, they amy be generally ledueed nitballt 
difficulty to reasonable limits. An extortionate bill may even be 
leduMd although no previoua agreement haa been made, hnt this 
is never effected without long and vehement diaousaions. 

The best hotels have dxed charges. Attendance, eiclnsive of 
bODt« and com mission naire , is charged in the bill. This is not 
the case in the smaller innit, where 1 fr, per diem ia usually 
divided between the waiter and the facehino, or less for a pro- 
longed fttay. Copper coins are never deapised by snch recipients. 

SSUls 6ami> are much frequented by those whose stay ei- 
tendE to 10 — 14 days and upwards, and the inmates etijoy greater 
quiet and independence than at a hotel. The charges are moreover 
considerably more moderate. Attendance about '/; fr. per diem. 

Lodging! of various degrees of comfort and accommodation 
may also be procured for a prolonged residence. Here, likewiae. 
A distinct agreement reapecting the rent should he made before- 
hand. Where a whole suite of apaitmeuta is hired, a written 
contract should be druwn up with the aid of some one acquainted 
with the language and customs of Che place (e, g. a bankerj. 
For Blugle travellers a verbal agreement with cegard to attendance, 
linen, stoiea and carpets in winter, a receptacle for coal, etc. 
will generally suffice, 

A few bints may be here added for the benedt of the les» 
experienced : 

If a prolonged stay Is made at a hotel the bill should be de- 
manded every three or four days, by wbjch means errors, whether 
aorfdental or designed, are more easily detected. When thet tra- 
veller contemplates departing at an early hour in the morning, 
the bill should he obtained on the previous evening, but not paid 
until the moment fo» starling has neatly arrived. It is a favourite 
practice to withhold the bill till the last moment, when the hurry 
and confusion render overciiarges less liable to discovery. 

The mental arichmette of waiters is apt to be exceedingly 
faulty, though rarely in favour of the WavaWei. k «rtM.\*n

The principal Parisian nawapapera are to be found at all the 
larger ';afp9, English rarely. 

Taleti de Place (letvilori di piot,%a) may be hired at 6 fi. per 
lUem, the employer previously distinctly apeclfyiug the serricea 
to be rendered. They are generally trustworthy and raapectable, 
bnt implicit reliance should not be placed on their statements 
rejpecline the places most worthy of a visit, which the traveller 
should asueitsin from the guide-book oi other sourne. Their aec- 
Ticea may always be dispensed with, unless time is very limited. 
TravelleiB are cautioned against employing the ttniali, or commis- 
flonaiiea of an inferior claaa. who pester the stranger with offers 
of every descTip'lMi. Contracts with vettnrini, and similar ne- 
goeialjons shonlil never be concluded through such a medium, or 
indeed any other. Interventions of thia description Invariably tend 
to increase prices, and are often productive of still more aerions 
contretempa. This temsik applies especially to villagea and amall 
towns, whether on or om of the regular (rack.

These 
Individuals, by tacit agreement, receive at least 10 per cent or the 
purchase- money, which nf cui^rse tomes out or' the pocket of tbe 
purehaaei. 

Cij/ara in Italy l^SicIlv excepted) are a monopol) of Govetn- 
mant, and bad; those noder 3—1 soldi scarcely ^mokable. The 
Sicilian cigars are cheaper , but not better. The same remark 
applies to tbe Maltese cigars.

Tratellers from the north must in some dBgreo alter their 
mode o( liviiig whilst in Italy, without however implicitly adapting 
the Italian style. Strangers genarally become nnusmlly anscep- 
lible to c«id in Italy, and therefore should not omit to be well 
supplied with warm clothing lor the winter. Carpets and stovei, 
to the comtintE of which the Italians generally appear Indifferent, 
are indispensable in winter.

English and Oernian medical men aie to be met witli in the 
larger cities. The Italian therapeutic art does uot enjoy a veij 
high reputation In the rest of Europe. German and English che- 
mists, where iTailable, are recommended in preference to the 
Italian. It may, however, be a wise discretion, in tbe case ol 
maladies arising from local causes, to employ native skill. For- 
eigners frequently sufTer from diarrhma in Italy, which is gener- 
ally oucaslonod by the unwonted boat. Ice and rlue are two of 
the commonest remedies. The homieopithlc tincture of camphor 
may also be mentioned. In such cases, however, thorough repose 
ij the chief desideratum.

an independBDt touree »tire altku overlooked. Now, hOHevei, i 
ue are acquainted with more iiomerous Oieek originals, and hai« 
acqulriid u deeper ln»lgbt inio the development of Uellenk art, 
an Indiscriminate cODlualoQ of the Qreek aiid Komui Mylea Is na 
longer lo be apptehended. Wo are now well a«are that 
liLghest perfectioa ol' ancient architectare is vieible in the B 
lenie temple alone. The Doiic order, lu which majeatic gravity 
is uxpieased by massive prupurtions and symmetcical decoratioiif 
and the Ionic stiuctnie, with its li^ht«i and more graceful cha- 
rautei, exhibit a creative spirit en;irely different from that nunl- 
fuslnd In the sumptuous Roman ediflces. Again , the most 
luable coUettion of ancient Boulpturea in Italy is Incapable <A 
atToTdlng so admirable an insight into the development of Oreelt 
ai-t as the scuIptUTes of the Varthanon and other fragments of 
Ureeh temple -arrhiteoture preserved in the British Muauum. Bui, 
although instruction is altorded more abundantly by other than 
Italian sources, ancient art la perhaps thoroughly admired in Italy 
alone , where "orks of art Encounter the eye with more appro- 
ptlate a^juncta, and where climate, scenery, and people materially 
(contribute to intenalfy their impiesEtvenesa. Aa long as a visit t« 
Greece and Asia Minor Is within the reach of comparatively as 
few travellers, a aojourn In Italy may be lei'^nim ended as heft 
calculated to alTord ins ruction respecting the grouth of ancient ait. 
An additional facility, moreover, is sforded by the circumstance, 
that in accor dance with an admirable custom of classic antiquity 
the once perferled type of a plastic Ugore was not again arbitrarily 
abandoned, but rigidly adhered to, and continually reproduced. Thui 
In numerous cases, where the mora undent (ireek original bfti 
been lost, it was preserved in subsequent copies; and even 
(ha works of the Koman imperial age Hellenic creative talent li 
still rclle>^ted. 

The non - Bcientiilc Iravellor will hardly be disposed to 
vote much of hia attention to the works of the earliest dawn of 
art, to the sO'Called (jyclopean walls, constnicted of polyBontt 
blocks of stone (aa those of I'yrgI, Gosa, Satninia, but more codk 
monly met with In Lower Italy), or to th||«rtisttc progress of the 
mysterious Ettuacan nation (manifested in ttieir tombs , ciueruj 
arna, implements of metal, and mural paintinggj; but the eya 
will not fail to rest with Interest upon their magniflcant goldea 
urnaments, their beautiful designs engraved on metal (biotiKV' 
mirrors: the flneal engraved deaign handed down by antiqalty Is 
on the Flcorontan dsta In the Museo Kircheriaiio at Home), and 
their numerous painted va.ses. The latter not only dlsdose t*

The artistic dependence of ancient Italy on Greece was not 
oou&iied U thie single, and vomparatively Eubordinate braoeh of 
art, bnl gradually eitended to every other department, including 
those of architecture and sculpture. Thia enpremacy nf OTeek in- 
tellect in Italy ivaa eetabliahad in a Ctraruld manner. In the flnt 
pUee UreelL colonists introduced their audent native style Into 
their new homes. This ia pra-ved by the eilslenra of several 
l>aiic temples in Sicily, auub as those of Seliniiiito (but net all 
dating from the same period), and the cutned temples at Syra- 
CQW, Uirgeiitl, and Segesta. Oil the mainland the so-called Temple 
o( Neptuue at Piealum, as well as the ruins at Metapontom , are 
striking examples of the I'liUy developed elegance and grandeur 
of the Doric order. But, in Che second place, the art of the 
Greeks did not attain its universal lupreniacy in Italy till a later 
period, when Ilellas, politically ruined, had learned to obey the 
dictates of lier mighty conqueror, and ihe Koffians began to i.om- 
bine Che refliiementa of more advanced culture with their political 
MiFerinrlty. The ancient scenes of artistic activity In lireece 
(Athens Inr example) became re-anlnjated at the cost of Kocna; 
liteek works of art and Greek artists were introduced ; and oslen- 
tationapridein the magniflcenceofthebooty acquired by victory mer- 
ged, by an easy transition, into a taste for soch oljeots. To sorrouod 
IhemSGlves with artistic decoratloD thus gradually became the nniver- 
aal custom of the Romans, and the foundation of public nionumeiits 
c»iiie to be regarded as an indispensable duty of government. 

Although Uie Roman works of art of the imperial epoch are 
ieSeient in originality cnropared with the Greek , yet their au- 
thoro never degenerate into mere copyists, or entirely reiiouiLce 
independent elTort. This remark applies eapecially to their rlrcAi- 
Icfllure, Independentiy of the Greeks, the ancient Italian na- 
tlone , and with them the Romans, bad acquired a knowledge of 
stone'enttlng , and discovered the method of coiiatructing archen 
and vanltiiig. With this h'chnleally and acientillcnlly important 
art they aimed at combining (ireek forms, the column siipporCiiig 
Cha entablature. Moreover Che sphere of architecture became eX' 
tended. One of the chief requirements was now to construct 
edilteea with spacious Interiors, and several eCories In Ue\^'aX. '^q 
pteeise model was affo/ded by Greek arcMlacture, awi "j*. "^^ 
rarreiit Iheek forma appeared too beauHt«\ to \ib ¥i^\fts **2, 
regsrili^l.

Finally it is 
woithy of note that srchllectiiie resisted degradation longer than 
nnf other »rt, and does not betray palpable signs of declension 
Uiltll the comnien cement of the 4th century, after having con- 
sidarably earlier attained its culminating point under the Fiavi). 
The history of the Art of .Scutplure among the Ramans, 
which moreover never evidenced their national gteatuesB in the 
aanie degree as architecture, is of btiefor daration.

The ruins nf 
Hercnlanenm anil Pnmpeil prove mora forcibly than any record, 
how universally art was applied in the ancient world, and how 
even the humblest implements were enuoUed by artistic forms:

As they were not rescued from 
oblivloD till the 18lh century, they exercised no Influence on the 
art of the middle ages or the Renaissance , while on the other 
hand we no longer possesa the decorative paintings of the Roman 
Thenni, which wrought so powerfnlly on the artistic Imaginaticn 
as lately as the 16th century. 

In the 4th century the heathen world , which had long been 
in a tnttering condition, at length became Chrfstiaulsod , and a 
new period of art commenced. This is sonietiniea ernmeoualy re- 
garded aa the result of a forcible rupture fmm the aninent Roman 
art, and a sudden and spontaneous invention o w Bn

The term Baillira-Stylt li sfteu employed to deiugnita';^ 
early Uhriatian acihiteotiire down to the lOth rentnry.

Theao are the essential tharacterlstlus of the Byxantine 
style, which cuhnlnales in the magnificent church of fl. Sophia, 
and prevails thronghont oriental rhrlstendam , hat in the West, 
including Italy, only occnrs aporadicslly. With the exception of the 
churches of S. Titale at Ravenna, and St. Mark at Tenfcs, Oa 
edifices of Lower Italy alotio exhibit a freqnont application Of Oil 
style. When baptislerieB and mortnary chapela are styled Byun- 
tine on account of their niicnlar foini, this is no more justfflaUe 
than the popular nlassifiiatlnn of the whale among fishes. Bitenul 
paints of resemblance must not be confounded with fandamentil 
relationship. 

The indnence of the Byzantine imagination on the growth ot 
other branches of Italian art appears to hate been no greater. A 
brisk traffic in works of art was carried on by Venice. Amalfl, ettf. 
between the Levant and Italy; the position of CnnErtantiniiple re* 
sembled that of the modern Lyons; silli wares, tapestry, Jeitel- 
lery were most bi^ly valued when imported from the EMten< 
metrapoiis. Byzantine artists were always welcome Tisitors W 
Italy, Italian connoisseuTs ordered works lo bo exacnted At Oob" 
stantinople, especially those in metal, and the snperiority of &;>• 
lantlne workmanship was universaUy nnknowledged. AU ' Qifa; 
however, does not justify the opinion that Italian art wu entir^^ 
subordinate to Byiantlne. In the loain , notwithstanding varloM 
eiilernal influences, it underwent an independent snd unblaasell 
development, and never entirely abandoned its ancient prlndplM?

From this period (14th century) there- 
fore the Italiaua date thu origin o( their modern art, Contem- ' 
poraneoua writers wha obxerved the change of views, the revolution 
ill sense of form, and the superiority of tbe tnure rucelit work* 
in life and eipresBian, warmly eitolled their authors, and proulaim- 
ed how greatly they surpassed tlieir ancestors. But succeeding 
generations began to lose sight of this connei^tion between ancient 
and modern art. A mere anecdote was deemed suHlcient to ton* 
nert Giotto <ll Bondone (127G-~1336J, the father of modem Ita- 
lian art, with Giovanni Gimabne , the most celebrated tepreseo- 
tatlve of the earlier style (Oimabue is said to have watched Giotto, 
when as a sliepberd-bay he relieved tlie monotony of his ofHca 
by tracing the ontlines of his sheep in the sand, and to hava 
received him as a pupil In coniequeucH). Hut it was forgottel 
that a rovolutioii in artistic ideas and forms had taken place at 
Home and Siena still earlier than at Florence, that both Cimabua 
and his pupil Giotto possessed numerous prereaaional bretbreOi 
and that tbe composition of moiaica, as well as mural and panel- ' 
palntlug, was etUl succesefully practised. Subsequent investigation 
has tectiHed these errors , pointed out the Koman and ToscsJl 
mosaics as works of (he transition -perioil, and restored the SieneSA 
master Duccio, who was remarkable for his sense of the beanti-- 
ful and the expressiveness of his figures, to his merited rank. 
At tba same time, however, Giotto is fully entitliid to rank in 
the highest class. The amateur, who before entering Italy hu 
become acquainted with Qiotto from inslgniflcant panel-pictures 
only, often arbitrarily attributed to this master, and even in Italy 
Itself encounters little else than obliquely drawn uyes, clumsy 
features, and cumbrous masses of drapery as cbaracteri sties of his 
style , will regard Giotto's reputation as ill-fun tided. He will be 
at a loss to comprehend why Giotto is regarded as tbe Inangnra^ 
tor of a new era of art, and why the name of the old FlorentilM 
master Is only swonil in popularity to that of Uaphael hlmseir. 
Tbe fact is, Giotto's eelebrity is not due to any single pt^eot 
work III art. His indefatigable eneiKy Ui dlffesent E^hBtes of art^ 
tie eatbusiaam wbirli lie aiousua ill a\\ >\iiei-1.\Qna , M%& Xke «>». 
relopment (at y/h\e\\ he paved tlie wsy, vnw'^ \« VaVen \»\« «M^ 
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fiiclera,tion, iii order that lila place in history may be undersluoil. 
Even when, in consouBnue niLL Ibe j^'"^^'^ fientimenta of liia age, 
he embodied allegoiiual iionv«ptionit, aa povucty, chastity, nbedience, 
ur diiipUyB to ue & ship as to emblem of the Churuh of Christ, 
he ahowa a maaterlj' auquaintance with the ait of converting what 
is perhaps iu itaelT an ungrateful idea Into a speaking, life-like 
scene. Qlotlo is ui adept in nairation , in impartLug a faithful 
[OBlily to hin compaaltlons. The individual figures in Ms pictuTBS 
may Call to satisly tho expectations, and even eailiei masUm, 
aucb as UuGcio, may have xacpaastid him iu execution, but iii- 
lalligibillty of movement and dramatic eftect were tliat oatnralised 
in art by (iiotto. This Is paiLly attributable to the lumiuoua c{i- 
louHng ctmployud by Oiotto tu piacu uf the dark and heavy tones 
of piei'eding masters, enabling bim to impart the proper expres- 
ajuu 10 his artistic and novel uoiiceptlone. On thete gtuunda there- 
frae QiotlO, eo veraatile and so active iu the most eiteiideil spheres, 
was acuouiited (he purest type of his century, and auMi'edlng 
gftoeutions vonstiluted a regular achool of art in his name. As 
ia the case of all the earlier Italian painters, so in that of Giotto 
and bis succesaora, an oplniou at their true merlta can be formed 
I'rom their mural paintinga aloue. The intimate connection of tile 
ptctnru with the architecture, of which it touatituted the living 
oriiament, csmpelled artists to aludy the rules of aymmetry and 
hanuoniouB composition, developed their sense of style, and, as 
eittosive spares were placed at their disposal, admitted of broad 
and unshackled dolilieallan. Almost every church )ii Floience 
boasted of specimens of art in the style of Oiotto, aliuoat every 
town In Ceutial Italy during the 14th century practised eume 
branch at art aklll to Giotto's. I'be most valuable worka, however, 
are preserved in the Churches of S. Croce and H. Maria Novella 
at FlaiEiiee (in the latter the Cappella degli Ijpagauoll la espe- 
cially Important). Beyond the precincts of the IVscan capital the 
finest work of Giotto is to be louod In the Cappella dell' Arena 
at Padua, where in 131)3 he execirted a representation of srcnen 
from the life u( the Virgin. The Campo Santo of Fiaa aJTords 
tpecimens of the handiwork of his pupils. In the works uu the 
walls of this unique national museum the spectator cannot fall 
to be struck by their llriely-coiiceived , poetical character (o, g. 
the Triumph of Death), their aublimity (Last Judgment, Trials 
of Job), or their rinbnesa in dramatic effect (Uiatury of Ht. Kai- 
nenia, and of (he Martyrs Ephesus and Potitus).

be*ltby, kesnly alive to the calm enjoyments of life, and possess- 
ing cleaily deOoed ideas and decided taetee, the srtittB of the 
EenaisBsnce lieccs&aiily regarded natnce and ber aitistic embodi* 
ituait with different views from their predecessors. A fresh aiid 
Juyous love of nature aeeiuB to pervade the entire epoeh. In 
aociiidatico with the di^ertiOod tondencios of inToBtigstiou, artistic 
Imsginatiol) also strives to appioach hei at Urst by a tajeful 
study of her various phenomena. Anatomy, geometry, perspectlie, 
and the study of drapery and colour aio zealously pursued and 
practkally appbod. Exienial truth, fidelity to nature, bjuI a correct 
renderittg of real life in its miniibist details are among tbo uu- 
cesauy qualities in a perfect work. The realism of the represeu- 
UtlOD is, bowerer, only the basis for the eipression of life-like 
rharaclei and enjoyment of the present. The earlier artlitts pf 
the Renaiesanue exhibit no partiality for pathetic scenea, or events 
which awaken painful emotions and turbulent passioiisi tbeii pro- 
I'creuco obiinuBly incUnos to cheerful aud Joyous sut^ects. In the 
works of the IDlh century strict faitblubeas, in an otijective 
sense, mnst not be looked for. Whethn tbe topio be derived 
I'ruai the Old or the Sev Testament, from liistory or fable, it is 
always tcansfcnrod to the immodiatD present, and adorned with 
the colours of actual lifo. Thus Florentines of tbe genuine national 
type are represented as surrounding tlie patriarchs, visiting Elisa' 
beth alter the birth of her son, or witnessing the miraclos of 
Christ. This Ixansferencu of remote events to the present bears 
a striking nisomblauco to tbe naive aud not iinpleasing tone of 
the chronielet. Tbe development of Italian art, however, by m> 
itkeana ternjiualos with ntere tldelUy to nature, a quality likewise 
displayed by the cod tempo ran eou a art of the north. A super- 
Sci«l gUnoe at tho nurks of tho Italian lienaixsaiico enables one 
lu lerognise the higber |!oal of imagioatiou. The carefully selected 
groups ot dignifleij men, beautiful women, and pleasing children, 
oousioually without tiktcciu) neuesaity placed in the foreground, 
prove that attiactiveDcss was pre - emLneally desired. This is 
also evidencod by the early- awakened enthusiasm for the nude, 
by the i^kill in disposition of drapery, and tbo care devoted to

ThK 
enthusiasm for external beauty aud juat and hannoniaus propon^ 
tians Is the essorLtisl charactcristin of the art of the RenaissauotfJ 
A' veneration for the sntiquii is thus also accounted (or. At IrH- 
an ambitiouB longing for fame caused the Italians of the 15tai 
and Idth centurioa to look bank to classical antiquity as the e 
of ilhistrioBS men, and ardently to dealru its return. SubaeqneHti 
however, they regarded it simply as an excellent and appropril 
resource, when the study of actual life did not sofUce, and i 
admirable assiatanr.e in perfecting their sense of form and syl 
metry. They by no meant! viewed the art of the ancients u 
perfect whole , or aa the product of a definite hlatoricaJ epoc 
whIcJi developed Itself nnder peculiar conditions; but their atte 
Clou was arrested by tbe Individaal worhs of ant quity and fli 
special beanlios. Thus ancient ideas were re-admitted iuto t 
sphere of ReiiaiBBance art. A return to the religious spMl.flM 
the Romans and Urtcks mnet of course not hd inferred (Mm. tin 
veneration tbr the ancient gods during the humanlstlo pMleM 
bptief in Che Olympian gods was extinct; but precisely btualllB 
no dtvotional feeling was intermingled , becaus*^ the ftarlus CQttW 
only receive life from nreative imagination, did thi^y exSNdlw H, 
I>uwi'rl'it1 lui influence on Che Italian mastura.

NotnitheCanding the apparent 
vsnt of organisation, however, great beauty of form, emanating 
fWm the moat eiuborant imagiuatlon , will be obaerved in ait 
these ^Irnctures, frODi the worliB of Bronellesclii (1377—1446) 
ts those of Andtea PaUadio of Yfcenia (151g— lii&O}, the last 
great archltcut uf the Renaissance. The style of the 15th century 
may without iliffluully bu diBtiiignished from that of the 16th. 
Tlie Florentine p^ces [Pftti, Itlccardi, Strozzi) are still bit^et) <m 
the type of the mediieval castle. A taste for beauty of detail, 
faevai witii the realistic tanriency of paintlnR, pmdDces in the 
arcbitectare of the 10th century ait extensive application of graceful 
and attractive ornameuts, which entirely cuver the surfaces, uitl 
throw the true organUatiuu of the edifice into the backgroand. 
For a time the true aim of Konaissance art appears to have been 
departed from , anxious care is devoted to detail instead of to 
general effect; the te-application of culumns did not at Arst ad- 
mit of spacious Etrnctores, the dume rose but timidly above the 
level of the roof. But this attention to minutix, tbia disregard 
Qt effect on the part of these architects, was only, as it were, a 
watrainiiig of tbeir power, ici order the more completely to master, 
the more grandly to develop the art. The early Renaissance Is 
succeeded hy Bramaiite'a epoch (1444 — 1&14), with which tlie 
golden age of symmetrical ronsttoction commenued. With a wise 
economy the mere decorative portions were circumscribed, whilst 
greater significance and ujore marked expression were imparted 
to the true constituents uf the atructnre, the real exponents of 
the archftectaral design. The works of the Rramantine era (High 
KenaisianceJ are less graceful and attractive than those of their 
predecessors, but superior in their well defined, lofty simplicity 
and finished character. Had the Church of Gt. Peter been com- 
pleted in the form originally designed by Bramsnte, we should 
be in a position to pronounFe a more derided opinion respecting 
the ideal of the church-architecture of the Renaissance. The cir- 
ramstance that precisely the mightiest work of this style has been 
sutqected to the most varied alterations (for vastness of dimen- 
sions was the principal aim of the bold plana of the architects) 
teaehos us lo refrain from the indlecrimlnate blame which so 
comniDnly falls to the lot of Renaissance churches. It mnst at 
least ba admitted that the favourite form, that of a Greek cross 
(with equal arms) with rounded extremities, crowned b^ idorae.

lariallon. The nature of the ground afforded little scope for the 
naprice of the arphiteot, whlUt the cnnaerratire spirit of tbe In- 
liabitante gtve rise to a definite consuetude in style. The nicer 
iliBtliir lions of style are therefore tbe more obaenable, and that 
which emanated from a. pure sense of form the more appreniable. 
TlM>9e who by caiefnl compsiiBon have dlsuovered the greit 
snperiorlly of the Bibltotheca (In the Plazzetta) of Sanaorlno over 
the new Procuraile of SosdloziI, although the two ediflws exantly 
correspond hi man; respects, have made great progress towards 
ui WCTirata insfRht Into the ariibitecture of the Reuaissaiu'*. Mu''h, 
raoreover, would be lost by the traveller who BM-lnBlvely devoted 
hit attention to Die maater-works which bave been extolled from 
time loimemorlal , or aolely to the great monumental strnctorea. 
Ab BTen the insigliiflcant vasea (ma.iollcss, manufactured at Pesaro, 
tirbino, Oulibio, and Castel-Uuvnnte) bear testimony to tbe taste 
of the ilalUns, their partiality for niassieal models, and their en' 
tliOalasm for purity of form, so also in Inferior works, some of 
wMnh fall within the province at a mere handicraft, the peculiar 
lieaillles of the Reniissanfe style are detected, and in remote 
mmerB of Italian towns charming specimens of a prolific areblter- 
tural Imagiiiation are discovered. Nor must the vnat domain of dern- 
radte si'nlpture be disregorded, as such works, whether in metal, 
•tone or stucco, inlaid or rarved wood, often verge on the sphere 
ft BTohitecture. 

On tbe whole ft may he asserted tliat the architecture of the 
Renaissance , which in obedience to the reqnirementB of modem 
life manitebta its greatest escelleiice in sumptuous secular atriic- 
tares, cannot fall to gratify the taate of the moat anperBuial obser- 
ver. With the snulpture of the anme epoch, however, tbe case is 
. dlRerent. The Italian architecture of the Ifilli and li^th centuries

WHS the Rrat art in Italy wliich was liunclied into the stream of npi' 
Reoaisaance, in Ita deveiopment it was ever a step in iilvaiiM ^ 
the other arts, and iu the popular oplnloii post^essed the «dvtiiiti|tt| 
of most clearly embodying the l^Drrent ideas of the age , and tf 
affaiditig the most brilliant evidence of the re-awakened love at 
art. It is probably to be ascribod to the intimate connectloD bar- 
tneen tb« ptastii: art of the KenaiBsancD and the peculiar Daliont} 
t^iiKnrs, (hat the former lost much of ita value after the decHoe*^ 
the latter, and was less appreciated than pir.torial and arcLiteotunt 
works, in which adventitious historical origin Is obvioualy of last 
importance than Ronetal clTcct. In traring the progrosa of (Iw 
seulpturo of the llenaissaniie , the enquirer at once eDcoanters 
seriona deviations from Ka atncf prouepts, and aiimeroas infrlnge- 
monts of imthedeal nilos. The execution of reliefs constitutes 
by far the widest sphere ot actioD of the Italian sculpture of Uie 
15tb nentury. Those, however, contrary to the precepts of ii>- 
memorial usage, are executed In i pictorial stylo. <9bibertl, (te I 
nxaniple, in hia celebrated (eaateiu) door of the Bapttaterr .of 
Florence, is not aalisfled with grouping the Hgureg as In i p4inti 
ing , and placing them in a rich landecapo copied from natuHK 
Ife treats the background In accordance with the rules of pofr 
spective ; the figures at a distance are smaller and lesa ralaed 
than those in the foreground, lie oversteps the UmllE of tttt 
plastic art, and above ail violates the laws of the relief-atyl^ 
atfording lo which the flgurea are always represented in an i&eA 
space, and the nsual system of a mere deslRn In [tofllo seUoM 
departed from. So also the painted reliefs in terracotta byJ>>ie> 
delta Robbia do not quite coincide with the ciirrsnt views of |i»> 
rity of plastie form. Sut if it be borne In mind that the acolpt 
tors of the Renaissance did not derive their ideas from a fm^ 
vinusly defined system, or adbero !□ abstract mles, the freah anI 
life-like vigour of their works (especially those of the 15th cen« 
tnry) will nut he disputed, and pr^udico will be dispelled bythe 
great attractions of the reliefs themselves. The sculptoie of Un 
Renaissance adheres as strictly as the othet sits to the fnndt' 
menial principle of representation ; Bcrupiiloua care is bestowed on 
Ihe faithful and attractive rendering of the Individ nal objects; the 
taste is gratilled by expressive heads, graceful female flgnres, *d4 
JoyouB cbildrenj the sculptors have a keen appreciation, of the 
beauty of the node , and the importance of a catni and dlgalfled 
of drapery. Fidelity of representation, however, becomes for 
. a source of poetty in a higher degree than for their 
iporaries in art. Actuated by a sense of the value of pei

WeFka in marble alao occur, bat th<!se generally ttcnuL on the 
|iH)viticc of deconttion, and seldom display the bold and uiirettercd 
Aspirations wbicb are apparent in the works in bronze^ It is re- 
nnrkabla tbat the rcformatarf chtianter of the earlier SDulptntu 
irt the Renaissanoe is roiiHned to form done, whilst in tha aeleL' 
Hon of aubjovta tradition Is iovariably follawBd. Host of tliese 
woTba liavD bocn cxocuted fnc ecdeaisEticBl puiposoa. The 
bast museum of Italian seulptore of tlie l&th century is coiit<titii- 
led bj the external niches of Or San MiiLele in Florence, ithere, 
heaidea DonatDlla the principal nuster, Ghibertl, VoTocchto, anil 
others have imuioitallsuil theii names. Tboso with other statues 
on eburch-fsfades (the best Epenimens of the second gencratiaii 
of aoalptors of this period are perhaps the works of Riistici and 
SuiBOvino In the Baptiatory ol' Fjorenuc), reliefa of pnlplta, organ- 
pftT^etB, aJtu-eiiricliments, church-doors, etc. form the principal 
«|dieTB of plastic activity. The most admirable specimena of ttio 
I e&riler Jlenaiaaance actilpture are to bo found in Central Italy. 
Ueiidet FloroMO, the towns of Lucca (where Civitali wrought], 
Pistoja, Siena, and Prato should be explored. At tCome (S. Maria 
del Popolo] and Vrnice (anbool of the I.ninbatdl, Bcegni, aud of 
Leopardo] the Bionumeiital tombs especially merit careful exami- 
iiAtioB. We may perhaps frequenlly lake exception to their in- 
ItaUil and somewhat moiiotonoua style, which during en entiru 
oentury ramained almost imslCered, but we cannot fail Ui derive 
genuine pleasure from the Inexhaustible Ireshnosa of imagioation 
BO riohly displayed within those narrow liinita. 

As a Dinsenm cannot convey on adequate idea of the sculp- 
tnre of the 15th century, so a visit to a picture g&llory will not 
afford ui ai-cucale insight into the painting of that period. Sculp- 
tures ue rrequcotly removed IVoiu their original position, as has beeu 
the case with the Florentine chnrchos, which uf Ute have beeu 
deprived of many of their treasures, while moral paintluga arc of 
EoarsB generally inseparable from the architecture. Of the frescoes 
at the Ifith centvry of which a record baa been preserved, perhaps 
oDe-half have been destroyed or ohlitraated, but those still extant 
■M the moat Instrective and attractive examples of the art of this 
petiad.

Trenscetidant talent was requisite, in order 
harmaiLioualy to l^ombi^s what could hitberb) be viewed separately 
uiilf. The Ifitb centory, notwithstanding all Its attractiveness, 
■howa that the climax of art was not yet attained. The forms 
employed, graoettil and pleasing thougb they be, are not yet lofty 
and pnre eiinugb to be regarded as embodying the noblest 
uMiMptions. The dgures still present a local colouring, hav- 
ing beeti selei.'ted by the artista rather bemuse eensoally at- 
traettve, tlian because cbnrai'teilstic and expressive of their ideas. 
A portrait style still predominates, tbe actual representation does 
not appear always wisely balanced with the lutenial Bignilieaiice 
dF the event, and tbe diunatic element is insufHciently empha- 
sised. Hie most abundant scupo was therefore now afforded for 
the laboarH of tbe great triumvirate, Leonardo da Vinci, Miubaul 
Angdo RuonacottI, and lUphael ."janti, by whom an ontlrely new 
era Was Inaugurateil. 

Leonardo's (I4ij'i — 1!Jl^) reoiarkable ctiaraoter can only be

Tho aecnraoy of this assertion will perhaps be regarded byttt * 
amateur as dubious when ho turns from Leonardo to Miehad' 
Angela (UT4— 1563). On the one band he hears Michael Angdt 
extolled as the most nelebrate<l artist of the Renaisnnce, whflll- 
on the other it is said that ho exercised a pteJudJelal Inftoenl 
un Italian art, and was the precursor of the decline of scdlptnir 
luid painting. Nor is an inspection of this lllustrioua «mliik 
works calculated to dispel the doubt. Unnatural and nUtail 
features often appear in jnxtaposition with the perfect, the ptt^ 
iduudly significative, and faithfully conceived. As in the MHtf 
Leonardo, biographical etudiea alone aitord an explanation aftfasi* 
anomalies , and lead to a just appreciation of Michael tmgMt 
artistlu greatness. Uis principles da not di^er from thoee et-hll 
contemporaries. Edncated aa a scnlplor, he exhibits partiytty It 
the nude, and treats the drapery in many respects dWatimflf 
A»fD bJB professional brethren. But, like them, his aim it U4af

Nsluralty (ircilisiiDseil 
til niolaiu'huly, cuiiccsliiiR a gentle and almost offemiiinte teiiipcra- 
uient beneath a mask of Austerity, UiLhael Augeln was Raiillrniud 
in lil^ poculUrities by advorse politirral and eccicsiaaticil ciicnm- 
stuices , and wrapped faimself op witliiu the dopthg of his own 
ahsoibing thoiigbts. His ^lulpturs eapaclally bears teadmoiiy to 
the profound Beiitinneiit of tlie attist, to whicli however he ssott- 
flCQS iymiaelty and pcerigioii of forai. Ills Sgiires are thus con- 
verted into ananwlous types, in wbich a grand uonceptfon, but 
iiu distinct or tangible ChoQghta , and ioast of all the tradttlunal 
ideas are apparent. It is difHcnIt now to oontpreheiid what hidden 
sentimeiitit the master embodied in his slatnea and pivturoe, which 
nrien preeont nothing but a masslvo and dimiEy form,, and appear 
to degenerate into meaninglasa manneriBiii. The deiioplive ol'- 
Tcrt produced by Micbaol Angelo's stylo is baet excinpHtlod liy 
some of his later works. His Moses in S. Piutiu in Tincoh Is of 
impnaslble proportions; euch a man can never have existed; tho 
hiigo arms nad the gigantle torso ara utterly diapTopottlniiate; the 
robe which falls ovar the celebrated knee could not be foldud as 
it is represented. Nefertholess the work is grandly impTRsslvc ; 
H> also are the maDunients of the Hadicis tn S. Lorunzo at Flo- 
lencQ, in spite of Che forced attitude and arbitrary moulding of 
Miuo of tho flEuros. Mlcliael Angolo only saoriftccs the accural^ 
of constituents in order to enhance the aggregate effect, ill tlie 
contemptation of which we forget to examine the details. Had so 
^roaC and talented a master not presided over the whole , the 
dinger of an inBafed style would have been incurred, the forms 
ielecled would have been exaggerated, and a piofeselonal coldness 
qipaient. Michael Angelo's numerous pupils, deaiious of faithfully 
li^wing the example of (ho master's Last Judgment in the Six- 
tine, tacceeded only in representiag complicated groups of unua- 
tuiallv foreshortened nude Vgures , whilst Baccio llandincUi, 
tliioking even lo snrpaas Michael AnEoto, produced in his group 
at fiereuteg and Caciis (in the Piazia detia SiBiioiia at Florence) 
a mere caricature of his model. 

Amateurs will best be enabled to render justice (a Michael 
Angelo by first devoting thoir attention to his earlier *ork», 
aomng which in the province of sculpture the group of Pietk (in 
St. Peter's) oecnpies the highest rank. The statues of Bacchus 
and David [at Florence) likewise do not transgress the customary 
precepts of the art of the Itenaisaance. Paintings of Miiihael 
Aniieln's earlier period ere rare; the llnest, whether eonc^ived 
liming his youthful development, or his maturer years, !» onajv«A- 
lioiiabiy the leiling-paintfne in the aix.tine.

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Minbael Aiigein produced a perfect type of Its kind; be under- 
stood bow to inspire with dramstio lite the nbstnot Ides of tbC 
Mt of creation , which he conoeived as motion in the prophets 
and sihyle. Notwitletandlng tbs i|}parent monotony of tbe 
fnadsmental intention (foteEhadowing of the Redemption}, a great 
variety of peychnlogical inridents UtE displayed and emhodied in 
distinct charantera. Finally, in the so-called anfCators of Christ, 
the foTni3 lepreEented are the genuine emanations of Michael 
Angelo'i genius , pervaded by his profound and mystically ob- 
Bonre Benlimenta , and yet by no means destitute of gracefulness 
and beauty, 

'Wliether the palm be due to Michael Angelo or to Raphael 
(t4H3— 1520) among the artists of Italy is a question whioh for- 
merly gave rise to Tehemunt discussion among artists and smsteurB. 
Tha admirer ot Michael Angelo need, however , by no means be 
excluded from enjoying the works of Raphael. We now know 
that it is far more advantageous to form an acquaintance with 
eacii master In his peculiar province , than anilouBly to weigh 
their respective merits; and the more minntely we eiamine their 
woTkl, the more firmly we are persnaded that neither in any way 
obstraded the progress of the other, and tbat a so-called higher 
romblnatiou at the two styles was impossible. Michael Angelo's , 
Hniquo position among his contemporaries wai nuch, that no ore, 
Raphael not excepted, was entirely exempt from his influence; 
bnt the true result of preceding development was turned to ac- 
count, not by him, but by Raphael, whme ensceptible and diaivi' 
minating character enabled him at once to combine different ten> 
dendea within hiniBelf, and W avoid the faults of his predeces- i 
Bors. Raphael's pictures are replete with indications of profouHd 
personal sentiment, bnt his Imagination was so constituted thai ' 
lie did nut distort the Ideas which ha had to embody , in oidei' i 
to accommodate them to his own views, but rather strove to iirm^ 1 
ttfy himself witb them, and to render them with the utmost pos- j 
sibte fidelity, In the ease of Raphael, therefore, a knowle^e of < 
his works and the enjoyment of them are almost inseparable, md 
it Is difficult to point out any single sphere with which be was 
espei^ally familiar, lie presents to us with equal enthnriMlD 
piclorea of the Madonna, and the myth of Cupid and Psyche; In 
great cyclic compositions he Is as brilliant as in (he limited spbera 
of portrait-painting; at one time he appears to attach paTamoiint 
importance to strictness of style, architectural arrangement, sym- 
metry of groups, etc., at another one Is induced to believe that 
he regarded rolmir as bis most elTeotlve atixitiary. His excellenee

Leauudo's eianiple bad here given a groat Impetus to art, and 
hia norkK had yielded ui Insight into a iie» world of ideas and 
fonn«. Without entirely quitting local groond, the aiUsta of FlO' 
lence became Tamiliat with the loftier spheres of I magi nation, and 
proce{lded far beyond the original goal of life-like lldellly of in- 
piesentstion- It la hudly neuessary to direut the attention to Fra 
Bartolommoo (1M7— IfjlT) ami Aiidroi del tiatto tl48&— IDSG); 
tliose wlig visit the Pitt! Gallery only may (otui an ailequate idea 
of the styles of these mastara [tlio altar-piece in the cathedral of 
Lucca by Fra Bartolommuo, howeyer, should not ho overlooked); 
bat other Florelitiue painters of the 16th ceuCuiy deserve more 
notice than nsiuJIy fslla to their share. It is commonly believed 
that all tlie gema of the Galleria degli U£fizl are collected in the 
Tiibuna, and the other pictures are therefore passed over with 
a hasty gUiicc; yet ou euteriug the second Tuscan room the 
visitor encounters several highly lluished works, sueh as the 
.Miracles of St. Zenebius by the younger Ghirlandajo; nor is the 
etijoyuient uid liisttuctluu sffoidcd by tbo portraits of artists, 
most of theiQ by their own hands, to be despised. There is 
nolhint; unintell^ible in the fact that Baphoel did not at once 
riae above all his CQUlemporaites in art diiriug the first period of 
his devclapmeut. The entbusiRstic admirer of Raphael will be 
(till more unwilling to admit tliat even In his Boman period 
(Id08-'1520) his then niatiired qualities, especially his charming 
gracefuliieaa o( representation, were most STicMssfoIly cultivated by 
anoUier master. This was Uaizi or Sodonia, who has been moat 
uoJairly treated by the biographers of Italian artists. His froscoos 
in the Fameaina and Lis numeroua mural paintingii at Siena, 
where lie spent the greiilor part of liis life, are worthy rivals of 
Raphael's works Uf the same dGhi'rlpdun. and oveo surpass theni 
ill ttw cohiuring. Dut, Mliii^it iSi>iloma, like all other rivals of the 
QWler ot Orbino, vie nitli iiiui in a single braucli of art uiily, 
the latter eicoU eigually in all. Rapluiel's versatility, therefore, 
cDUslitutes his principal merit. 

Several of Raphael's most celobruWd casel-plcturoj are distri- 
buted throughout dilTereut parts ol^ the world, bot Italy still 
pocsesaes a valuable colicition , together witli the three works 
irbiuh correspond to the tc real nations of the throe distinct gaiuyja 
ot the mastet's development (WupUaU o( MmVi iS. lAWwi, ^ 'Cwa 
dIosb ot tlia l.'nibtlau perioii ; Entoinbintul uS tV™.*., W *.« '^■"^- . 
Berebese, attbeeioge 0/ th« Florcntina peritwl-, Txatts&BaxaXvja, v 
ibe Vatican, a( (fie oJose of tbe Kom»i> peiiod, \e'i\. «.»«)\n^'^e\a^; 
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Raphiel), as well ss a great nutn bur uf portrait 9, amuiig nhich the 
aa-o^Ued PoraBrina In tht! Itarberini Gallery derivca a stIU higher 
intareat from its aubjent. The amateur, moreover, should on no' 
account omit to see the St. Cecilia in Bologna, and the Madonna delli' 
Seggiola in tbe Pittl Uallery. The latter is a character istic spedmen' 
of Raphael's Madonnas, which are by no means calculated to aw^eo' 
feelings of dovoliou. The fandamentil eedesiastital idea generally 
yields to feellnga of a leaa elevated character; and maternal hap- 
piness, the blisE of unsullied family-life, or the perfection of 
female beauty are the predominating features. In Italy onty, or. 
rather in itome (the mural painting In S. Severe at Perugia, is • 
aolitsry specimen of his earlier period), Raphael's merits as a 
fresco -painter can be appreciated. Like all the great ItalUn' | 
painters, his Bnest pioduetiojis have been In this province of art. , 
The highest rank must he assigned to his vOThs in the plplf ! 
chambers of state in the Vatican. In order to understand them,'' , 
the spectator sliould on the one hand bear In mind that (roaw^ 
painting Is tievor entirely divested of a decorative character, airif 
en tlie other keep in view the peculiar position of papacy at the, 
commencement of the 16th century. In the Palace of the Tatican* 
the same courtly tone, the same taste for pleasure and enjoyment 
as in the residence.s of other Italian princes are exhibited; 
Gular views here met with a willing reception , and hvuianlltiC ' 
tendencies especially appear not to have been repugnant ti ' ' 
dignity of the Kornaii court. All the» qualities are moi 
less apparent in Itaphael's frescoes; the courtly tone is repeatedly 
assumed, even the refined compliioBut paid to the patroi 
artist Is not disdained, the ceremonial representation not exolade^ 1, 
and personal allnsions are not less frequent than politieal. We' 
must drially remember that Raphael Was always compelled tlf^ I 
euiploy with discrimination the space at his command, and Vt 
distribute his decorative paintings appropriately on walls and oelt-^ ' 
ings, and that the limits imposed on him could not faO fte' 
qiiently to hamper his movements, and oblige him lo alter btt- 
plaiis. His theological and philosophical erodition, exhibited w 
the Dlsputa and the School of Athens, his address ill eomblidii|y 
the most disconnected subjei^ts, such as the expulsion of HelilP'i 
doruG from the Temple, and the retreat of the French tVom Italy/ 
and his unvarying sucness in the treatment nf all the mmpltcatai' 
series of subjects in the Stanze*are sources of just astonishment. 
Raphael ia, moreover, worthy of the highest admiration on aocourf' i 
of his discrimination in selecting what was capable of artlitfd 
embodiment from a heterogeneous mass of ideas, and on ancount^ i 
of the energy with which he asserts the privllegea of ItnaginatiDflr'

Kaphael traiisrera the soeiie to the heroic 
ige, paults B picture replete witli magiiillceiit Hgures and liTelilie 
groups , wbluh bave Btiumltted every subaoquejit artist to Iml- 
tatlon, and depicts tbe uunfusion, and proparatioiiB /or fiight and 
rescue, aMumpanSed by the correspunding emotions. The palntbig 
iloes not perhaps contain irliat the donor desired , but on the 
utlicr hand is transmuted iiilo a creation inspired hy ijuaginatimi, 
and Ruegeated hy th<: moat TUraatUe sense of Ibmi. Raphael 
>'Xeeuted blB task In a eimiUr manner in tlie case of the ride- 
brated I'resooes in the tlrat Stanza, viz. tlie Disputa and the 
School of Athens. Although he was not predsely deaired to 
illnstrate a chapter in the history of enr.lesla^tical dogmas (deve- 
lopment of the doctrine of transubstantiation) , or to produce a 
sbetch ill colours of the hiatory of ancient philosophy, yet the 
task of represeiiting a mere series or celebrated phltosophera; arid 
propoundefB of vhumb doctrine could posseae but little attraction. 
Dy Interspersing Idetl types amid historical characters , by repre- 
seuting the assembled coiigregatlon of believers in the Disputi as 
having behehl a vision , which ncceaaartly called forth in each 
Individual evidences at profound emotion, aitd by emphasising in 
Ike Sohool or Athens the happiness of knowledge and the piea- 
■ure of being initiated in the higher spheres of science, Itaphael 
hai brilliantly aaaarted the rights of I'ruitive imagination. 

After these observations the amaleur scarcely requiree another 
hint respecting an impartial examination or Kaphael's works. 11' 
he dlrocts his attention solely to the snbjerta of the repriiienta- 
tloii, and inquinis after the name and import of each tignre , if 
he feeU bound to adtnlte the versatility of the artist, vrho derives 
the different fonns from remote provinces of learning and abounds 
in emdito allnslona, he loves the capability of appreciating tlie 
■pecfol artistic value of Itaphael'a works. He will then perceive 
HO material distinction between them and the great symbnlical 
pictures nf the middle ages^ nay, he will even be tempted Ut 
give lliB iatter (e. g. the innral paiiitingi in the Cap. degli 
SpagiiuoH, in 8, Maris Novella) the preference. These unquestion- 
ably eonipriae a wider rangt: uf Ideas , aim with greater bnldneHs 
at the embodiment of the supersensnal, and may boast of having 
enltlvated the didactic element in the most cnmpiehensive manner. 
It Is a matter uf do>il>t to what extent Raphael's soiuiiUHLt. Wi\vs«- 
ledgu was based on his inlercnurse with MmtAsmvnMveQnii wi^MS- 
laTH las fV'h.

logicil impress , so that the bearers of hialorieiil appellatioiit^ 
the same time appear ta the spectator as actual human oha(| 
ters, and in which he skillully prciduood an eqiiilibiiuin <»r mof 
ment and repose in bis groups, and not only devoted atteajy 
to beauty of outline , but elTei^ted a happy reroncillation of b 
fuuud iutollectual ooiitrafts. It uiiist not, liowever, be imagSil 
by those who andertake snch au inveBtlgatloii, that thair tMlt.^ 
ltd iDlerest will speedily be oihaueuid. Nunierous questlonsil 
present themaelvea to tlie enquirer: by what motives Kaptt 
was autuatud in the entirely iliiferent colouring of the Dispute,! 
the School of Athens; how far thu aruliittictucat baukp;i»ii(id^ 
the httter contributes to the general effei:t; why tbo predoniiBI^ 
of porlrait-represenlation is in one part liniitLMl, at snotlierQilH 
prudence] extoniled; what con side cations gave rise to the tbi^ 
alteratloDK in the rompositioua which we discover by oompa^ 
with the nuDierouH sketches, elF.. Unfortunately the conditioM 
Ihe paintings in the Staute ia little circulated to produce plesa 
In their examination ; and ne cannot now without diffliuilty i 
preoiate in the Logglti the ancient magulllceuco of thli una 
decorative painting, or in the sadly dIsQgured tapestry recojS 
the culminating point of Kaptaaers art. A clue to tho detail* 
(he composition of the latter ia indeed afforded solely by tbftS 
toons, now pioservod In the Kensington Museum; butthedtwu 
at the base, and the marginal arabesques, parCisUy preierve£ 
the original tapestry, contribute materially to convey ta idnf 
the festive impiussiou which these lepresen tat ions, aclginaU|r.ii| 
tiuod lor the Sixtino L'hapel, were intended U pwdtice, ^ 

Jtaphaol's Irescocs in the cheerful t'aruesina present so 
patently irre<ioncllable contrast to his wnka tu the Vatleaii.

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No suthor of ancient or nicidern times cam Imaat rif a mure iliHrni-

eubieat i» somewhat freely treated. In Bapliael's hands tho 
my^ aujuires a aew form. Well aware that his task was tlio 
deroiation of a festhe hall, Kaphaal has Biudiously avoided evary- 
thiug at a Eombre character. Psyche's sufferings aro placed la tho 
backgronnd; her triumph alone occupiea the aTtist'a attention. 
The oonSnad limits of the hall appear transformed Into Btiiaulaiits 
lit the artist's sense of (oroi. He embodies Che myth in sji 
abridged Conn, suggesta many scenes in a auperftciil manner, yet 
without omitting any assential point, ami thus without constraint 
contrlies to render the historical compatible with the deTorative, 
Harmony in conception and design, symmetrical prcoiiiion, anil 
capacity of eonoantratlon in adhering strictly to the subject, 
without admiitnre of personal caprice, — all genuine attributes 
of Baphael, — are aa distinctly obsotvable in the frescoes of the 
Fftrne^ia as in those of the Vatican. The ceiljug-paiiittiigs iu 
tliB principal hall are far inferior in eiecution to the so-called 
Uiilal«> in the adjoining apartment; but the contemplation of 
both works affords enjoyment of the highest order, a repetition 
o( which is longed for by etery apBctatOr. 

The trarellor caDuot duly prepare himself north of the Alps 
for a just apprecIatioB of the works of Leonardo,, Michael Augelo, 
and. Baphsul; however familiar he may Imagine himself to be With 
them, he will be (otdbly sirock by the new light in which thay 
appear on their native soil. The ease is different with Correggio 
and Titian, who are frequently eitollud in the same breath as 
hnoHs of art, and elevated to equal rank vrith these three gieat 
masters. An approximate idea of Oorreggio's merits may easily ba 
formed in the galleries of the north, bnt some peculiarities will 
be detected for the Srat time in Italy. Ho will be discovered 
to tend to a naturalistic bias ; it will be observed that not only 
hia treatment of space (perspective uupola- painting] Is devoid of 
delieaoy, but that the individual characters possess nothing beyond 
their natural charm. CorregniD cannot be regarded aa a perfect 
and oumprehe naive character, embracing as it were an entire worid, 
bat merely as an attractive colourist, who highly matared one 
branch of his artistic edacation , but totally neglected the other. 
Gbtrgione and Titian, the groat masters of the Venetian school, 
CMinot. on the other hand, be duly appreciated na artists of the 
KeO^iuiance except in Italy. These are not mere colourists, they 
■le not indebted exclusively to local impulses tor their peeuliac 
art? the JoyDua and festive scenes whicli they are luvviBKViei \'a. 
d^iotitie are a true emanation of the cuUute o( vVeBwow'

Ssveial qualities, however, still exM' 
of nbicb Italian artists are never entirely divested; they i 
certain address in the arrangement of fignrea , they uphold thelA 
ropuutian as ingenious decorators, and understand tba ut of- 
oenasionally imparting aa ideal inipie^ to theii piotures; 
down to a late periml in the It^lli ceiitaTy they excel in e 
(if colour, and by devoting attention to the province of genre ao%, 
landsoape-paintiiig they may boast of hav!n|; extended the spbeitf 
of tbeii native art. At the same time they cannot conceal tl4'l 
fact that they have lost all faith in the ancient ideals, that tli^,' 
are incapable of new and eainoBt t&aks. They breathe a dosBn ' 
acadenilr, atmosphere, they no longer labotil' like their predeeBS^ 
aora in an Independent and healthy spliers, and their piodoctlaitL 
arc therefore devoid of absorbins and permanent intereat. 

This slight outline of the decline of Italian art brings ns U 
the close of our brief and imperfect historical sketch, wlili^h, bs 
it agaiu obaOTved , is deaigued merely to guide the eye of iha 
iinlightciied traveller, and to aid the uninitiated in independent 
iliscrimiiiation and 
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faiDi. Censure of Ibe ITth century and Ihc barotk alyk «BS 
huled as a aigii of the revival uf better artistic taate. At the 
present day the btu of the preoeding periud baa agaio beiome 
t subject of investigalion. and Hsmini's architecture is nnv lesa 
frequently 9ti|;matiBed as 'harock'. The Italian art of the ITth 
century has already beconie a corBtitnent of uiodern art, ajid the 
eatiDnation in which it is held is therefore often dependent on 
the faehion of the day. The safest course to be pursued hsie 
also is that of historical iuvestijjation. The principal monunienti 
Of the orabiteeture of the ITth century are the i^huichea of the 
Jesuits, wbicb unquestionably prodiire a iDOSt itnposiJig eflect; but 
the blstotlcal enquirer will oat easily be dazzled by their mere- 
trlciDUB magniliceiice. He will perceive the absence of organic 
tDims. and the impropriety of combining totally difTerent styles, 
and he will steel himself against (he gorgeona, but loonotorioiia 
attiaetions of the paintinga and other wnrlia of the same period. 
The bright Renaissance is extinct, simple pleasure in the [latural 
autl human obliterated. A gradual change lu the vlens of tbe 
Italian public, and the altered poaition of the church did not fail 
to influence the tendencies of art, which in the 17th century 
again devoted itself mare iaioiediaCely to the service of the church. 
Devotional pictures now became more frequent, but at the same 
time a seasual, naturalistic element gained ground. At one time 
it veils itself In beauty of form , at another it is manifested in 
the representation of voluptuous and passionate emotions; classic 
dignity and noble symmetry are never attained.- AUori'a Judltb 
should be compared with the beauties of Titian, and the frescoes 
of Caraci-i iti the Palazzo Farneae with Raphael's ceiling-paintings 
in the Farueaina, in order that the difference between the 16th 
arid ITth centuries may be distinctly eomprehended ; and the en- 
qni.er will be still farther aided by consulting coeval Italian poe* 
try, and observing the develapment of the lyric drama or opera. 
The latter especially furnishes a suitable key to the mythological 
representations of the School of the Caraccl. Gems of art, how- 
ever, were not unfrequently produced during the 17th century, 
and many of the frescoes of this period are admirable ftbe Aurora 
of CruJdo Reni in tbe Pal. Kospigliosl , Life of St. Cecilia in 
S. Lnigi, Life of St. Nllus in Grottaferrata . paintinga on the 
oupola and vaulting of S. Andrea hy Domenlcblno, etc^ Beau- 
tiful oil-paintings by varioua mastera are also preserved in the 
Italian galleries.

Since 1850 it has been extended 
to four times its formei size, notwithstanding whicli there is stUl 
s demand (or iocreased accommodation. In 1653 the Bassjn dt la 
Jfilieltt was added to the Ancien Port, and is now the starting- 
point of moat of the steamboats. The Baasin du Latarcl, iTAr^ne, 
and NapoUon were (leit constructed.

6; entrance by the 
gate; fee 50c.)t the Offlte of the Inlendanee Sanitaiie [qn»r«n- 
tine autharities). The large saloon rontaina several good pictoieai 
Hotact Vemet, The cholera on board the frigate Melpomene; 
David, 9l, Soch praying to the Tirgin in behalf of persons sicK- 
of tlie plague, painted at Rome in 1760; Fugti, The plague at 
Milan, a relief iu marble; GlraTii , Bishop Belstince diurlng tba 
plague in i720 (see belowj; Tonntura, The frigate Juitine relom 
log from the East with the plague on board ; Quirin. The cheva 
liei Roae superiatendiDg the interment of those who have died of 
the plague. 

A few paces faithet N. is situated the Caihtd/rnl , 
edifice , coiLStructed of alternate layers of black and white atoneV 
in a mjied Bysantlne and Romanesque style, recently erected oft" 
tlie site of the ancient nhurch of St. IJialre. the rei>M)V4l ^. 
wbioh had become neceEsary, 

On the N. aide of the Ancien Port is the chnrcli of SI. Victory 
dating from 1200, with a crypt of the 11th cent. The toirer* 
were erected in 1350 by Pope Crban V, , who was onee abbot, 
of the monastery, — To the E., opposite the centre of the Ancieij, 
Port, is situated the new Residence Imperialt (PI. E., 5J, whiob 
however was never oecnpled by the late Emperor. In the vicinitf 
are the sea-baths and the Hotel des Catalans. 

La CanTttbiirt, a broad street, intersects the town from W. 
to £. , from the extremity of the Ancien Port to the oeotie oT 
the town where the groond rises. In this street, a few pacMt 
from the harbonr. stands the Bourie. with a portal of Corinthi>tt. ' 
cDluiDna , and adorned with the statues of (r.J Enthymeneg sndf 
|1,} Pytheas. two natives of Massllla who distinguished tbemselTe^ 
as navigators in the 4th (?) cent. B. C. To the latter we aiB- 
indebted for the earliest data with respert to the length of Ih^ 
days in the different northern latitudes and the ebb and flow i^ 
the tide. The opposite iYnoc Royalt is used as a flsh-maiket. 

A short distance further, on the 1., the Cours de Beltune*^ 
is reached , a shady promenade generally thronged with foot^ 
paasengers , at the S. extremity of whiob stands th 
Bishop Beifinnce, 'pour petfitver U aouvenir de sa ehariU et dt, 
ion deuouemcnt durant la fott qai diaola MatMille en 1720', 
This intrepid prelate, during the appaUing plague which coriied, 
oft 40,000 persons, alone maintained his post and faitbfollri. 
jierforaied the solemn duties o£ bU eallint- From this point tb*i 
ffue d'Aix ascBoda Co the Arc dt Triomplie, aretWA oriB-^uifi.'i !(*., 
iviaaietaoriite the Spaniah campaign oi Xte Bm^b q^ h.nt!»£«a 
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fl923J, no* decor»ted with sculptures by Saniey and flat'id 
d'Aagen of tliB,b»ttleB of Marengo, Ansterliti. Flenraa, snd 
Heliopolia , and beartng the insfription : 'A Louu NapaUon Mur- 
teilU reeimnaiilanW. Tbe rsilway-Etation is situated to tbe N, 
of thts point; tbe cemetery adjoins It. 

We now return to the CimiabUre. Opposite to the Place 
Belsunee opens the Cours St. ifluls , contlnaed by the Rue lU

The proBpect is still more extensive from the gallery of 
the tower (154 steps) , which contains a bell weighing 10 tou^ 
and is about to be crowned nith a gilded figure of the Virgin, 
Tlie church is reached in '/j hr. troiu the old harbour, by se- 
veral different paths, and finally by ecepa , a somewhat fatigu-- 
fiig ascent.

Ae late as tbe 16th cent. Leghorn vas a mere village (in 1551 
the populatlaii amouuted to 719]. For its present impoitance it 
li indebted to the MedicU, vho attracted blthei tlie oppieited 
and disaffected ftom every country , Roman Catholics ftom Eog- 
Unil , JewE and Moora from Spain and Portugal , and merchants 
Itom Marseilles who sought to escape Trom tbe tivil war. Mon- 
tesquieu therefore termed Leghorn the 'master-piece of the Me- 
dicia dynasty'. Population 99.500; seafaring and other tempo- 
raiy residants, 3000. 

Leghctn , a well-built, entirety modern town, colitaliie i 
objente to anest the traveller'a attention, and may be suf&cientlr 
explored in a few hours. The harbouT, where extensive improTe- 
ments are now <n progress, presents a busy scene. The inner 
harboiu (Parto Vtcchio or Mtdixco) caDDOt accommodate vessels of 
great draoght of water; a second (Porto fiuovof was therefore cou- 
elructed during tbe present cent, to the S. of tbe former, and 
protected by a semi-circular molo. On the barboai stands the 
Stolae of the Orand-Duke Ferdbumd I. by GloTianni deil' Optra, 
with font TurWah slaves in bronie by Pitlro Tacca. 

The CoTsa Vittaria EmanueU (formerly Via Ferdinanda) ia the 
principal street. ProceedinR from the harbour, it leads to :' 
extensive Fiona d'Armi with the cathedral, the Palaiio Con 
nale (or town-hall), and a small royal palace. From this point it 
then leads to the Fiatna Carlo Alberta , formerly Piataa dti dtit 
Frincipl, with the uolossal Statues of the Grand-Dakes Ferdinand III. 
and Leopold II., with reliefs and inscriptions.

Tbe dlatdct now begins to eihlblt the dlstingnlsbing charu^- 
terlsticE of the Maremmet a world of ita own, Fonsisting of forest 
&nd swunp, uncnitiyated , and In eumnisr poisoned by malarft. 
Dnring the Etruatan period the Maremme were richly cultivated 
and poaseBsed aeveial considerable towns ^ PojiuloTifa , Vttulonla, 
SuMllae, Cosa. On the derllne of agiicaltuTe in Italy and the 
conveiiion of the farmt into pasture-land , the desolation of the 
Etiuacan coast - district made rapid ptogroas; for in this flat dis- 
trict, where the water easily becomes atagnatic, high cultivation 
is alone capable of keeping the poiaoncus exhalationE in cheob. 
Even Pliny describes this district as unhealthy. In the middle a.%ei 
the desolation was still more tiomplete ; during the present cen- 
tury, LoweveT, under the wise adtalnietration of the grand-dnkel 
ot Tuscany, much was done to eoQiiteracl the evil by the drainage 
and flUIng up of swauips and the establish me nt of new farms; buf 
the evil <a still very great.

Voltetia was one a! the 11 ancient confedetate cities 
Etrnria, and was so strongly fortiSed that during the civil wan 
withstood a siege by Sulla's troops for two years. It subseqnentil 
became a Roman municipium, but gradually fell to decay and wu 
totally destroyed in the 10th cent. It was re-erected under tht 
Othos, bat does not now extend to one-third of its ancient i 
tude. In the middle ages It was a free town, nntil it b 
subject to Florence.

The entrance -arcbiny and the capitkJa of the co- 
lamne, decorated with snimsts and birds, as well as t]ie fins arch 
of the high-altar, are by BaliimaU da Settignano (16th cent,), 
the octagonal font by Andrea ii Santo^iino (1502), and the cibfr- 
rinm by Mine da Ficsolt (1471]. 

■S. Lino, a church and monaetery. founded in 1480 by J 
faelt Maffel, canlains the tomb of that scholar with a recumbont 
statue by 8iU>io da Fitiole. 

The churches of S. fViuuioro, with the Gothic chapel of tha 
CcmfraUmlth della Croce di Qiorna of liib , 8. AgoeUno, and 
S. MicheU (of [285) also contain frescoes and pictured worthy sf. 
Inspection, 

The Citadel consists of two portions, the CaiieTO or S< 
Veechia, erected on the ancient tuwii-walls in 1343 by Wolthnf | 
de Bdenne, Dnke of Athens, and the Barca Huona, built by the 
Florentines att«r the capture tit the town. At the same time therl 
constructed the prison SI Maatin for the incarceration of poUtlod| 
offenders, into which the mathematician Lorcnio Loreiuint wm 
thrown as a. suspected individual Id 1682 by the Grand-diA*-, 
Cosnjo tn, and where he was oonOned for II years. The cltadd 
has heeii conceited into a house of correction and may be vtaltad 
with permission of the Sotto Prefetto. 

The Caaa Guamacci, opposite the church of S. Hichele, •ritb 
its three towers, the oldest dating from the 13th cfllil. , it 
interesting edifice. 

The Caaa Ducei bears the Roman epitaph of a hoy of 5 years, 
probably a member of the family of the poet Ftriius, who 
bom A. D, 34 at Volaterrne. 

In the Cata Ricciarelli , DanleU da VoUerra, the celebrated 
papU of Michael Aogelo, was born in 1509 (he died at Paris la 
I56T). The hODse still belongs to the family of RleelareUi , who 
possess the artist's *Elias. 

Tiie alabaiter-works of Volterra are celebrated, and afford oiy- 
cnpatioti to nearly two -thirds of the population. The ordinary 
deaoriptlons are fonnd In the Tieinity, the more valuable in " 
mines of La Castellina, S. of Leghorn, A visit to the work-sl 
is interesting, and suitable objects for presents or reminisoencei

Elba has acquired a modern relebrity i 
the retreat of Napoleon, after hU abdication, fioia May 5th, 1B14^ 
to Feb. 26th. 1815, after whiob he again embarked on bia laal 
and desperate venture. A fen days later (March Ist) he landed a< 
St. Raphael near Fr^jus. The small palace occupied by the emperor 
U still shown at Pono Ferrajo, on the height above the harbour,' 
between the forta Stella and Falcone nhlfh were erected by Costno^ 
I., and command a view of the bay in front, and of the sea in thi^ 
direction of Piombino in the rear. It Is now the residence of thsi 
governatore, and contains reminiscences of its former imperial' 
occupant. The cathedral, theatre, arsenal, etc. of which the isUnt 
boasts contain nothing whith requires comment. After the fall ali 
Napoleon in 1815 Elba was restored to Tuscany, in the fortunea 
of which it has since than participated. Length of the island 
about Id M., breadth 6'/3 M., area 152 sq. M. ; it containa two 
fertile valleys , but lofty and precipitons mountains predominate. 
Monte Capamie. the highest point, near the -rillage of Marclana, 
is upwards of 3000 ft. in height. The coast towards the main- 
land of Italy is less abrupt, and produces wine and fruit of la-. 
markably fine quality, especially in the environs of Capoti-oeri, 
where an excellent quality of Aleallno is grown. Host of the vil- 
lages, e, g, the piuluresque stronghold of Porto Langone, founded. 
by the Spaniards, are situated on the coast. Rio, where the Iron* 
mines are worked, lies more inland. The yield of ore is stUi; 
abundant, and in ancient times formed a source of wealth to the 
Etmsi^ans, The strata containing the ore lie on the surface, and 
are recognised at a distance by the reddish - black appearance of 
the hiUs,

Sien«, with 23,000 iabab., possesses > uniieraity founded in 
1203, an cjcbbisbop, several libraiies and Bctentiflc >ocieties, a 
tluiviiig trade and maiiufaclories , and is one ol' the busiest and 
most agreeable towns in TusGa.ny. The climate is healthy , the 
atmosphere in summei being tetopeied by the lofty situation ; 
the lanenage and manners of the inhabitants pleasiug and pte- 
possessing. The pionnnciation of Italian is here piuer and less 
guttural than in Florence. The tovn is situated on nndnlating 
gronnd ; the streets are for the most part nirrov and crooked, 
but contain a considerable nomber of palaces and handsome chur- 
ches, io the architecture of which fas is larel; the case in ItalyJ 
the Gothic style predominates. 

The handsome 'I'iataa ViUoHri Emanutle. formerly named del 
Catnpo from some verses of Dante (Purgat. 11, 134j, forms the 
oentral point of the town. Its form is that of an elongated semi- 
circle, in some degree resembling an ancient theatre. Here the 
popular assemblies and festivals of the ancient lepublic took place. 
Horse-races are still annually held here (II Paiio) on Aug. IQth. 

On the diameter ol' the semicircle of the piazza stands the / 
•foiosw Pabbiico (PI. 17], or Town-Hall, erected in 1293— J309 
from designs by the Sienese architects AgQslino and Agnolo. In 
front of it is a small chapel of the Virgin (Caf. di PiiataJ with 
damaged frescoes by Sodoma, built after the cessation of the great 
plague of 1348 which is said to have carried off 80,000 persons. 
The fresooes in the interior of the palace merit inspection (custo- 
dian i/i— 1 fr.}. The beautiful chapel is adorned with frescoes 
from the life of the Tlrgln by Taddto di BarliAoi the 'altar-piece 
a Holy Family by Sodoma.

About 3</2 M. farther, 3/4 H. to the 1. of the road, are sitDatOJ' 
the ruins of Ftrento, the Etriiacau FtTtntinian, birthplace of the 
Emperor Otho. Id the lltb vent, it «ss destroyed by the inr 
habitanta of Yltcrha on socount of its heretlul tendencies, for tlie 
FerentinoB represented the Saviour on the cross irlth open eyei, 
instead of closed, as was thought more orthodoi. Soch at least 
is the accoiiDl of the rhionlclers. Among the eitenslve medlB- 
Tol, Roman, and Etruscan remains, a Thtalrt of a pecnliai 
prlmltiTe constrnction , with subsequent addllions, deserves spe- 
cial notice. 

A1)out 3 M. farther is situated Buticame, a warm sulphureous 
spring, mcDtioned by Dante (Inferno, 14, 70), still used for baths. 

Tltarbo (Tre Re, 11 up ro (ending, and.4niie(o, both in the PteunJ, . 
situated in the plain on the N. side of the Ciminlsji Foieat, 
1700 ft. above the sea-level, was the eentral point of the eitait- 
sive eession made by the Countess Matilda of Tascia to the pgptl 
see, the so-called patrimony of St. Peter, frequently menttODBi 
as a residence of the popes, and as tlie scene of the papa] electiou 
which took place here In the 13th cent. The tonn, surrounded 
by ancient Lombard walls and towers, an eplscopsl residence with 
14,000 Inhab., is termed by old Italian authors the 'cltyofhtnl- 
some fountains and beautiful women'. The objects of interest 
may, however, be seen in the course of a brief visit. 

The Cathtdral of S. twftito, occnpylng the site of a tempte 
of Hercnles, contains the tombs of the topes John XXI., AlesU' 
der IV., and Clement IV., a few pictures of little value, etc. At 
the high-iltar of this church. In 11279, Count Ouido de Hontloit, 
the partisan of Chirles of Anjou. assassinated Henry, son of OouBl 
Richard of Cornwall, King of the Oetmaiis and brother of Henry HI., 
in order thereby to avenge the death of his father who had [allea 
at the battle of Evesham in 1'265 when fighting against the latter. 
Dante mentions this deed and places the assassin in the seventh 
region of hell flnferno 12, 120J. In front of the church la th 
spot trbere in July, 1155, Pope lUStWii \\. (>'w.\ui\u Bted^ 
speare, an Engiialsa^n) oompallBd llio Emjctoi ■^fA««&. \. ,j 
A" rassal. to hold his stirrap.

1231 De Bilon, a Frenrhmaa , as Martin IV. On IhH latter 
occasion Charles eicited a tumult and luused the coor to be re- 
moved In order io compel the cardinals to pioveed with ihe election. 
Here, too, ts ihe aporcmunt In which, on May f6th, 137T, 
John XXI., a Portuguese (elected here in 127B1, waa killed by 
the falling in of the celling. 

The church and monastery of S. Roia contain the remains 
(i blaofcened mummy) of that saint, who was born here in the 
13tli cent. She nrged the penple to rise against the Emp, Fre- 
derick II., vas expelled by the GhlhellinI, and after the death of 
the emperor tetiiriied In triumph to Vlterbo.

in ftont of 8. Angrto in Sparta, a Roman •aarcophagns bears 
an inscription to the memory of the beautiful Gatiana (1 138), in 
behsU of whom , like Helen of old . a war was once kindled be- 
tween Rome and Vlterbo, in whlih the latter was victorious. 

In the court of the 'Palatio Pubhlino are Ave large Etruscan 
sarcophagi with llgiires and inscriptions. The hall of the Acfa- 
dtrala dtgii Ardtnii possesses frescoes by Baldatairre Croct, popil 
of Annlbale Caraccl. In the Muteitm Etruscan and Roman anti- 
quities and paintings i also the 'decree of Deslderius, king of the 
I.«nibards', and the Tabula Cibellaria, forgeries of the Infamous 
Atrnttu of VitLTbo, a Dominican of the monastery outside the 
Porta Romana, who died at Rome <n ibCfl. 

The most remarkable fountains iro : Fotitnna Qrandt, began in 
12D6i one In the market-[>lace; that in the Piaiu della Kocca, 
of 1&56, aaciibed to Vlgnolai and one In the court of the Pa- 
Uxzo Pubbllco.

From tlie rear of the cathedral the Via Vcnchia dearends to

The foundations date from the Elriiacan period, 
the upper portion from that aubseqacnt to the conflaKration. From 
tbia point the diiuction of the walls of the ancient city, which 
occupied the height where the old part of the present town stands,

In lueieot 
timea Harr.iie Oudus Duntatua endeavoured to Rounteiact the evil 
by the conatr action of ■ channel (II. C. 271), which, althongh 
altered, ia ia this day in use. The rising of Uie bed of tbe river, 
however, rtndered new nLaaaiires nercssary from time to time. 
Two other rhimnelB were aub-'aqoently exoaTated, the Cava Badma 
or Unsotimia in 1417, and the C'ata I'aoUiM by Paul in. in I&4IJ ; 
Ihi^se, however, proving unserviceable, Clement VIII. reopened the 
original 'emiasarins' of Dentatug in 1598. lu 17tiT a ]i6w cutting 
N*aa reqalred, and another has at the present day bemme neTCsury. 
The regulation of the Telino-rali has long l\)nned the subject of 
vehement discusalons between Kieli and Temi, aa the unreiitrained 
descent of the water in niny seasatia threatens the valley of 
Temi with inundation. The height of the upper fall (1274 ft. 
above the eoa-level) is TjO ft., that of the central or principal fall 
Is Etated at ti~600 ft., that uf the lower, down to its junction 
with the Nera, 2S0 ft. ; total height H— BOO ft, ; aiT.ording to other 
moasnremcnts , however, only 5—600 ft. In all. In lolulne o( 
water and beauty of adjuncts these falls cannot easily be sur- 
pa"8eil. The footpath continnea iu tbe valley o( the Nera. Re- 
tracing their steps, visitors enter the (Ir^ path to the 1., eross- 
ing the Neta by a natural bridge, beneatti which the water haa 
huUaweil Its own rMiinel. Where the path divides , the gradnal 
aspent to the I. U to be selected. The snrronndlng rocta (in 
which there Is a quaxry) have been formed by the Incmatations 
of the Vollno.

The roid vontintiea to fallow the magalficent Talley of tbe 
Nera, with ita aingularly beantiful plautatiDns of evergreen oaks, 
passes through two lunueU, and then by a rhiin-liridge [not far 
from the inflait of the Neia) crosses the Tiber, which was for- 
merly the boandary here between the Kingilotn of Italy and the 
Stalea of the Churcb. 

Stat, ttfte, the ancient Harta, loftily situated on the hank of 
the Tiber, contains nothing of interest beyond its picturesque 
situation. This will be the junction of the line now described 
with that from Florence by Siena and Oriieto. 

The line descends the valley of the Tiber on the r, bank, 
•ffording pleasing glimpses of tmth hanks. To tie i. the lofty 
and indented ridge of Soracle (p. (>7) becomes visible. On the I,, 
OD the other side of the rivei , lie S. Vito and Otricoli [see 
aboie). To the r. slat. Oalat; farther on, high on the I, bank, 
Magliano. The nevt stat, Borjj'ietlo is cammanded by a ruined 
coatle on the height to the r. The Tiber is crossed here by the 
handsome Ponte Pelict (see shove) which tonnerly served as a 
link of communication between Rome and Che N, E. provinces. 
fioia Borghelto via Civitit CasteUana by the old high-road to Rome 

Beyond Borghetto Civith CialeUana becomes visible for a short 
lime. The line crosses tc the 1. bank of the Tiber. Stat. Stl- 
misiiano and the following stiC. Monlorso are situated in the 
mountainous district of the Sabina, which projiices abundant sup- 
pllea of oil. The eooiitry is here extremely attractive, but cannot 
conveniently be visited by the traveller without letters of intro- 
duction, on account of the paucity and poverty of the Inns [toler' 
able at Poggio fShUto only). To the r. the Soracte is seen. 

Nes-t Stat. PaUQ di Cotreie. The name is a corruptioQ of 
Ctats, the ancient Sabine towji. birthplace of Nuraa Pompilius, 
the ruins of which are in the vicinity.

Subra, a station on the aneient road; in the plain, ou the bank 
Of the rivBr, the defeat of Maientius took place, A.D. 312. Ths 
road hence , remaining in the vicinity uf the Tiber, is eitremelj 
picturesque. On the opposite bank lies Caatei Oiubilea, the an^ 
cient Fidtnut.

C'borchea: * CaLhtdral of S. Foriunaio, the four refunibent 
lions in front of which formerly Eupportad the pillars of tha 
poitico. In the interior the chapel of S. Qirolaiiio (the 2nd to 
the I.) contains a monument of the Bainslduc^i family; neulj 
opposite (4th to the r.j is a chapel adorned with 16 frescoes by 
Domtniehlno, once admirable, now disligured by reuoracion. In 
the chapel of the eacrisiy a Madonna with two saints, by Lodovieo 
Caracci.

Tbe road to Foligno, the ancient Via Flamhiia, leads on the 
N. bank of the Melavrui, the fertile valley of vbich Is well 
cultivated, to KoBBombrone, IT M. distant. About 1 M. from the 
latter, near the church of £. Martina at Piano, was once situated 
the Bamiu coluiiy of Fonim Sempronii, of which but eiranty renialna 
now exiai. After ite destmction by the Goths and Lombaida, it 
was Biiperae<led by 

TMiombroDe iPottaj , long under the dominion of the Mala- 
lesti Ismlly, until under Sixtus IV. it accrued to the States of 
the Church. It is now a prosperO'^B little town with 4500 inhab. 
and ailk-factDries , charmingly eituated in the valley, which here 
cooUactE. and commanded by a caatle on the height above. An- 
cient laicripliODs on the cathedral, in the S«minacy etc. may be 
inspected. From Fossombrotie to Urbino eee p. 74; the road di- 
tej;:eE to the i. at Calmoita, 2 M. from Fo^sombrone. The Via 
Flaminis here crosses the Afetourui, which deecenda from the 
valley near 8. Angtla in Vada from the N., and follows the ). 
baoli of the Cmdigllano^ which at this point empties itself into 
the MetautnB. The valley loon contractc to the r. rises the hill of 
Pietralala, Occasionally named MonU d'AsdrubaU. Here according 
to tht popular tradition , the memorable Battle of the Metannie 
wai fonght. In which, B. C. '207, Basdrubal. whilst marching to 
the aid of his brother Hannibal with DO, 000 men, was signally 
defeated and slain by the consuls Llvlus Salinator and Claudii;s 
Nero. This was the great event which decided the 2nd Pnnio War 
in favour of Rome, The valley now becomes still mora couBnetl. 
,\t the narroweat portion, where the rocky walla approach ao near 
each other as to leave apace for the river only, U the celebrated 
"Tvilo Pmi (Fuilo from fotulus •= paasige. the ancient petfn in- 
itniia), a tunnel 19 ft. broad, 16 ft. high and 40 yds. in length.

Gagll (Poslo , in the Piazza, charges according to bargain], 
a small town with about 3000 inhab. , ocoupiea the site of Ihe 
ancieuC borough of Cates or Oille. S. Drjmtnko contaiua one of 
tbe greatest vorlu of Gloramti Santi, Raphael's ftther, a MadoDna 
with saints, al freaco. The angel on the r. of the Madonna it 
said to be a portrait of the young Raphael, There is also a Piett 
iiith St. Jerome and Bonaventn^a, by the same master. 5. Fran- 
resec and S. Angtlo Minore also poasess good pictures. 

From Cagli to CinlinTio 6 M. ; in the church delta Colltgiota 
a Holy Family by Perugino. 

Hence to La Sctieggia 3 M. The road aacendE considerably; 
cnlmiuatlng point upwards of 2400 ft. Sohieggia is an insignia 
HtnDt pUce, deriving its sole importance from the roads which 
bere converge. On Monte Ptimrtx, in the vicinity, stand the 
ruins of tbe relebrated temple of Jupiter Apenninui, wboaft 
worship was pecaliar lo tbe Umbrlans. Several bronzes and in» 
scriptiona have been discovered in tbe environs. The stranga* 
looking Ponit a Botte (i cylinder above an arch], which haiw 
crosses a ravine, was conatiucted in 1805. Pictnresque otky 
plantations in the neighljourhood. 

At La Scbieggia the road divides : tbe andeiit Via Fl4mlni« 
descends to Follgno , another to Qnbblo and Perugia, Descsnt 
from Scbieggia lo Onbbio A M. ; from Onbbio a route of 13 H, 
back to the Via Flaminia (2 M. above Oualdo TadinD, p. 81), 
so that the digression by Gubbio 'or those proceeding to FolIgnO' 
does not amount to mote than 6—7 M. Another rosd leads [8 H.) 
from Schieggii to Faitato (p. 81). A single traveller without 
luggage may obtain a seat in tbe post-conveyance from Scbieggia 
to Gubbio. 

Onbbio (Lceanda dl Sfernkhia) is situated at the base ef 
Monit Calvo. in a valley surrounded by meaiitaina. Tbe town 
(flOOO inhab.) presents an entirely medlfflval aspect, and th*' 
proximity of the Apennines imparts to it a more severe chaiactM 
than that of most Italian towns. 

The andent Iguvium . mentioned by Cicero and Cssar, ex- 
tended farther towards the plain. It was destroyed by the Ootht^ 
was in 1155 besieged by the Emp. Frederick I,, beeame an la^

S. Maria iVoceUa, vith a Madonna by Ottaviann NeUl and 
freiGoee by Oeniile da Fabriano, I'he other chorches (S, Pietro, 
8. Francaco, 8. Oomtnico) also contain valuable pictures. 

The collections of the Marchese Rimgiasri-BrancaUDni in his 
p«lace in the upper part of the town, comprising pictures, anti- 
quities, etc., merit a -visit. 

Outside the town are numerous rniiis. among which a theatre, 
excavated a few years ago, appears to date from the repuHican 
period. Amidst its ruins the 'Eugubi/m TubUi, now preserved 
in the Palazzo Municipale, were found in 1440. They are of 
bronie and bear iufcrlptione, 4 in I'mbrian, 2 in Latin, and 1 in 
Latin and i'mbrian , which hate long baffled the inTestigaliou of 
the learned. Their language as well as contents baie given liae 
to the most conQieting doubts, which according to the works of 
Maffei, Lanti, Ltptiui, Aufrecht, and Klrchho/f have not yet been 
solved. The characters ace read from t. to 1. 

The celebrated DuDiature-painter OdtrUi, termed by Dante in 
bit Purgatorio (11,80) 'I'onor d'Agobbio', was a native of Gubbio 
(d. about 1300). 

The road to Perugia (23 M,) first traverses the plain of Gubbio 
■jid then a bleak, uninteresting, hilly district, until il reaches 
the valley of the Tiber at Buseo. It then crosses the Tiber near 
FtltinD. and ascends lo Pemgiti, which i enters by the Porta del 
Sole. Perugia, and from I'erugia to Foligno, see p. 49. 

The direct route from Schieggia lo FoUgno follows tl^e grassy 
valley of the Chiaseio aa far as the small town of SigiUo. Sta- 
Uclite-cavern in the vicinity. 3 M. farther is Fosstito, a station 
on the Rome and Ancona line. Hence to Foligno see p. 81 ; from 
Foligno to Home p. u9.

ladeis generally made their firit halt; on an island the watch- 
tower and deserted monastery of S. Niccolb !

On the old quay the marble "'Mumfhal Arek. erected A. D.

Ir 
is perhaps the Anest auclent work of this description which is 
pr^erred to us. Traces of the bronze decorations with which It 
^«a.s once embellished are still distingoisbed. 

The new quay, conslracled by Pope Clement XII., also boasts 
cC~ 1 triumphal arch, from designs by VanviteUi, but far Inferior 
to the aboTe-mentioned. The harbour is defended by several forts. 
The " Cathedral of B. Ciriaco, dedicated to the first bishop of 
^-«*«on», stands on a lofty site, once occupied by the Temple of 
V^enuB mentioned by Catullus (36, 13) and Jovenal (IV, 40). 
sn.^ contains the magnificent columns which once appertained to 
the ancient temple.

In summer the hett' 
and malaria banish great numhErra of the inhaliitants , whilst W 
winter thousands of visitors IVom all countries Bock to the c^ty^ 
The ArlMt' Association [German), to which imii-profesaional me* 
are also admitted (In the building adjoining the Fontani TrovlJ' 
entrance, Via dolla Slamparia 4; BnbEpripHon 8 fr. per montt^ 
or 32 fr. per annum), is a favmiritc rallying-polnt for artlltKT 
With the exception of the theatres, Rome affords little opptWv 
tontty for modern gaietloa, a deficiency for which, however, ttf' 
monuments of antiquity and treasures of art, an>^ient and moi^ 
dern, abundantly compensate.

The public pounds are cloaed by a gale, 
before reaching which the visitor will observe to the 1. the white 
Villa Medio! with its two corner-turrets , now the seat of the 
Acaddmie Fran^aise; in front of It la a fountain, shaded by ovui- 
gr«on-oaka , whaiiue a celtbratod view of St. Peter's is obtained, 
espcRially striking towards evening or by moonlight. 

The Tilla Sediu(FI. 1, 18), erecled In 1540 by .4nnibale Lifpi . 
for Cardinal Iticci da Montepulciano, next (about 1600) came into I 
posiesslon of Cardinal Alessaudro de' Medici, and subsequently Into I 
that of the grand-dukes of Tuscany. In iwi the French transfer- 
red thither the seat of their academy of art, founded by Louis srv. 
Entrance to the garden, to which visitors are readily admitted, 
by the gate to the r., or by the staircase to the r. in the hoase. On 
the tastefully decorated garden side ij& the villa ancient reliot^ 
have been built into the walls. The r. wing contains a collection 
of casts (ojon dally, except Sondays, S — 12, and in the after- 
noon till near sunael), comprising many from statues etc. not 
preserved at Kome, e. g. from the Parthenon of Athens, museum 
ef the LoDvtc. etc. , which sre valuable in the history of art. 
Adjoining the wing is a terrace, by the liront-wall of which stand 
easts of the Niobides ; entrance by the side-door , opposite the 
miueDm of casta , which if closed wfU be opened by the porter 
(5 a.]. Skirting the balustrade, and traversing the oak'gruve in 
a straight direction, the visitor ascends 60 steps to the 'Btlvedtre, 
wkftDCe a charming "panorama is enjoyed.

I, 
17, 18); In the Murt an anflnished PieU by Miehatl Angela. 
On the I. , beyond the third tT&nsverse street, stands the uhnich 
of S. Gi(Koma in Augusta, or degli InatraUU, with facade by C. 
Maderan. It belongs to the adjoining eucgical hospital , vhich 
extends as fat as the Via Ripetta and accommodates 340 patients 
(founded 1338, eJJlarged lUM). Nearly opposite, on the I., ia the 
small Augustine uhnich of Qesii t Maria, with fafade by Itinsldi. 
In the Tla de' Ponteflci , the third transverse street from this 
point to the r., ia tituated the Mausolenm of Augustus [p. 144). 
The Pioua B. Carlo is next reached. Here to the r. la B. Carlo 
si Cono, the national churuh of the Lombards, and the resort 
of the fashionable world , vith a tasteless fai^de. It was con- 
structed in the 17th cent, by ]^nghi and Pitirn da fbrlona. The 
coiling-paintings of Che interior are by Uiacinlo Bnmdl. At the 
high-altar is one of the Quest works of Carlo Mitralta: the Virgin 
reoomniendlng S. Garb Bonomeo to Chrlet (the heart of the saint 
is preserved under the altar). 

On the opposite side, the Cnfi and Albtrgo di Roma, Im- 
mediately beyond, the Via ite' Condotli diverges to the I. to the 
Piazia dl Spagna (p. Ill); its prolongation to the r. , tEie Via 
della Fontanetta, leads to the Palazia Horghese (p. 145) and the 
bridge of S. Angelo {p. 211). On the r. is the spacious Palaao 
fiuqjpU (Pi. I, 19), built in 1586 by Anianati. 

To the 1. the Via Borgognona and Via Fratlina diverge to the 
P. di fipagna. Opposite the latter street Is the Pinvta di 8. Jm- 
reiao in Lucitia (Fl. I, 16] with (1.) S. Loreiuo in Lnoina, an 
ancient Imt froquently restorod church. The campanllo, with new 
roof, is now the sole remnant of the original structure. The 
ctinrch, with the adjoining monastery, has sinne 1606 belonged 
to the Minorites, who have given it its present form.

Adjacent to the Piazza Colonna (to the r. , bejnnd ths 
post-offlce) is the Pjaiio di Monte Ctlorio, on the r. side of 
which stands the spacious Houte of Deputlei (PI, I, IB, H), 
iormurly the Police- Of lice. Tbe design of tbe building by Ber- 
nini was afterwards modiiled by C:. Foutana. On tbe first , 
floor, in a nicbe in front of the staircase, is a group repreaeub- 
ing Apollo and Marsyas, of the IQth cent. On the opposite aide .

At the extremity of the Corao, on the r., with portal towudi 
the PlMia dl Veneris, 1b the Pal. Bonaparte, formerly Binueclni, 
erected by de' Rossi, where Madame Ltetltla, mother of Napoleon, 
died, Feb. 2nd 1806. The Corso terminates with the Piatia dl 
Vtnesia, which derives Its appellation from the *P>Jb>id di 
Veneiift (PI. II. 16), one of the moat imposing of modern Riime. 
It was built by Uiuiiano da Majuno for the Borgias In 1J5£|, 
presented in 1560 by Plus IV. to the Republic of Venice, with 
which it subsequeuUy came into the ponaesaiou of Austria, and 
is new the residence of the Anstrian ambassador. The extensile 
ronrt with arcades Is, with the cxreption of a small portion, 
uncompleted; so also a second court to the 1. of tlie other. 

Opposite the side-entrance of the above Is the PaL TorlDnik, 
lormerly BologntUl, erected about 1650 by C. Foatana, ocnupylng 
the block as far as the Piazza SS, Apostoli, and the property of the 
banker Prince Torlonla, Duke of Kracclano. It la lavishly decorated, 
and contains among other words of art Canova'a Raving Hercnlei, 
but is not accessible to the public. Permessi for the Villa Al- 
banl may be procured on the ground-floor, to the I. 

Prom tlie Piazza Veneila tho vlaitor proceeds in a Btrai£ht 
direction through the narrow Ripresa dei Barberi, ao named be- 
rause tho 'Barbary' horses formerly employed in tho ranoa of 
the Carnival were stopped here.

From the Piazza Venezia the Ripiesa do' Barberi and its uon- 
tinnation the Via di Marforio lead by the N. E. slope of the 
Capitoline to the Forum and tile Arch of Seveiiia (p. 1611). The 
name is derived from Forum Martis (otherwise Forum of Augus- 
tus). The celebrsled statue of Marforio wliich formerly stood in 
this street, opposite the Career HameitlnuB, is now in the Capi- 
toline museum (p. 207). Bejoiid the second tranaverBe street, 
the Via dtlta Pcdaechia , which connects the Piaiza Araeeli with 
the Foram of I'rajan, is situated on the 1. the (loug since built 
over) Jtfonumenl of C. Ptibiicitis Bibulus, to whom tlie ground 
wan granted by tbe senate as a burial-place for himself and his 
family in recognition of his merits ('honoris yiitutisque causa', 
as the liiricrlption records), dating from the latter years of the 
repnblii.'. This point uiiist accordingly liace lain outside the walls 
of Servius, nhich extended Immediately beneath the Capitol. 

From the Piaiu Veneria the broad Via del UeA leads to the 
r., past the Pal. di Venezia: on the r. are Pal. Bonaparte (p. 120j, 
Doria fp. 117), and Grazioli. Then Pal. Altieri with extensive 
fafade, erected in 1670, bounding the N. side of the small Piiata 
del Oab. Tbe Via del Goail ascends past this palace to the Piazza 
detla Minerva (p. 162), a walk of & min. C^posite the chnioh, 
adjoining which is the cloister of the Jesuits where their general 
resides, the busy Via de' Paarini leads to the r. to S. Andrea 
detla Valle (p. 156) and to the bridge of B. Aiigelo (Via PapaCt).

UTsee, butiveeii which thd Vi<i Hi Porta 
Maggiort pUTeiiee a straight direction. Itotnoen the Brst and last 
of these BfD seen considarable reniaiiis of a water-tower of the 
Aqaa Jalia or Clowiia, in the nirhes of whkh the so-«allcd 
trophies of Marlus, now on the balustrade of thu Capitol, were 
formally pUued [p. 16G). The ruin is termed JVo/ei di Mario. 

To tbe t. in mio. the traveller reaches S. BibiaOB (1>1. II, 31), 
consecrated as early a« 470, re-couuttucted Ii< 1G25 ^y Bernini j 
to the 1. by the eutriaae in the stump of a udntun, at whicJi the 
eaint is said to have been scouTged to death.

OppOBile to the churrh , to the r. in the Vigaa iiaynara \% 
(he ao-t^atled Tonple of Minam Xediu (PI. 11, 32} , the pie- 
inresque ruin of an unknown aucicnt ediflce, a decagon with deep 
uichea in the waits, formerly covered with marble Tienosth and 
stucco above. It iDost have appertained to some sumjituous 
estiblr«bment , ss a number of ancient etatnes have been found 
in the viciidty. One of these, the Minerva GlnsUnlanl of the 
Rtacttia Nuovo In (he Vatican fp. 240}, has given Hae 10 the 
ntlietwlBe unfounded appellation of 'Temple of Minerva'. In the 
mMdle ages the ruin waE termed Ijt Terme di Qaltueeio, a name 
conjectured, without the slightest historical authority, lo bo a 
corraption of 'Gains and Lucius Ctesar'. Rut the vanllltig did not 
lan in till 1828. 

The Via di Porta Maggicre leads in 18 min. from the church 
of ». Maria to the 'ForU Kaggiora (PI. II, 89), formed by two 
arehes of the Aqua Claudia, over which the Anlo Nevus flowed 
through a second conduit. The insiTlptions record the conatmc- 
tlon of (he aquednci, 4-') M. in Icnjith , by the Smp. Claudius, 
A. D. 00, and its restoration by Vespasian and Tihia. The gale 
derives its appellation tiom Its imposing dimensiuna. T«a iQaftii 
diverged hence; to the 1. through the now doseOi aii^ ftw 'Vta.

These seven, nr rather nine chambers, running parallel 
with each other, appear tn have served aa resorvoiri lor the 
Thennffl ol' Titna. The celebrated group of the l.aocoon (j) IM'iJ 
was fonnd In the virinity. Other and still more ioiponlng miiiK 
iu the vigna probably I'omied part ol' the bacae bathestah- 
Ifshmeni. 

*5. Ptatro in Tinooli {PI. II, 23), not far from the Thennii 
uf Titus (open before 11 a. m. aiirt after 3 p. m. \ when closed, 
viBitors Tilig at tbe door to the r. adjoining the churchj, was 
Cnundecl by Eudoxla, wile a( Valentinim III., about 443, whence 
also termed liiailiea Euiloxianu, us a receptacle for the chains of 
Sc. Peter wbich had been presented by her to Pope Lea ].. 
and was restured by Pelaglus 1. and Uadilan I. VeBtibBla sub- 
sequently added by Baccio Pintellii the whole new nedernised.

Tbo plaxzA In front nf the churcli Is Bdornod by ■ haadBOioa 
palm-tree. To the 1. (ihea, where Iho atroet diviaea, to the 1. 
again) tlie Thermic oF Titus (p. 176) are leacbed in 5 min. Tha 
street In a strsiglit direutinn dascenda tn (he &uillca of Canstan- 
Etilie (p. ni), whence the abnvu cliiireli is UBtisllj' visited. On 
the r. lies flio church of S. FnincescD dl Paola with the nionsBfery, 
111 lioiit ol it a piistureique view is obtained. 

III. Home on the Tiber. 

That puttiun of the vity which eictQada W. Crom the Cone 

9H<iiientty loiivertod into maguiUceDt gianiids hy the umperoic 
l<'innpvii Mariiuii}, is ilow densely peopled. The chaiaoCei or 1~ ' 
ijuiftcr is essentially mediiEvjd: it consists of a networli of nan 
BJid dirty streets and lanes , Qillvened by the busy ttiMe ol tb6 
lower olassel, and Tarely tiitMsected by gre&t thocougbrswt. 
Although the topography of these poriiuus i» DccaeionliUy pazzliagi 
and Ibeii aspect unattractive, they aiH replete with highly i^le^-' 
eating chiiccheB and palaces, and aie strongly lecammendad ta 
Ihe notice of thoaa who desire an acquaintance with rDed:t>rvri 
Rome, and an insigbt into the characteristics of the citiiens. Tha 
loUowiiig description cijoimeiiceB with the N. side. 

Frum tho Plauji del Popola tlie broad Via di R^etta skiiM 
tiie bank Of the river and the small hathour, where its name H | 
changed to Via deUa Srrafti, and in 16 min. hiads to the Piua 
S, Liiigi de' Franoeai (where the post-ofUce is situated), neit 
which on the r. tho Fiaira Kavoiia, and on the 1. the puuxa ol 
the PauthBon are situated. 

After 4 min. a modern building with nnmenias windows It 
seen on the r. It was ereclad by (jregoiy XVI., aud contains t 
number of studios and a collertion of casts belonging to th^ 
academy of Si. Lues (p, 178), The gate of this edifliie leadl 
to a quiet quay, planted with trees, where tha barges «ll4 I 
steamboats which ascend the river lie. Fli^a^lng view of tl)n 
opposite bank. ' 

Procei>dine hence to the I. , tho traveller reaches in the 3l4 
transverse street, the Via do' Fontelld 57 [r.J, the entrance to tfie * 

KkDioIenm of AagiutBS (H. I. IT; fee 1/2 'rO^ ereeted ^r 
(hat emperor as a b 11 rial-place for himself and his family, ftnd )ft 
which most of his successors down to Neiva were interred, On'ft ' 
huge substrnctore, which contained the mortii at) -chambers, ■lOM 
a mound of earth in the form of terraces, embellished wtth. 
aypresses , surmounted by a statue of the emperor, and envl^ 
poed with a park. In the middle ages it was employed iifth^f 
a fortress. At the presont day a small d&y-tkirtr^] 
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mfrssionilty also used a^

To the 1. iu tbe Vi& ili ItipetU tlio traveller aeU reaches (ha 
ohuich o( 88. Ronco e Afurtino (PI. I, 14), erected in 16&7 by 
dc Hoisi, the f&(ade nitli Its two pairs of Ooiinthiaa columiJH iti 
1834. Immediately boyood it, on the r., is the Barbour of llit 
Ripelta, cniBtructed by Clemmit XI. iu I7QT. The heiRhC attaiiiod 
by the water during innndadons is ind!rsted on the two volunins 
on tho arched wiU. Ferry 1 aoldo. Bathing-cstabliahmeut on thu 
opp. bank in summer. On the 1. the small cliuiuh of S. Oiro- 
Imno degll Schiavotti (PI. 1, 10]. Farther on, to the L, s bath- 
eslablishment, not lecomm ended. 

The Via della Scrofa, as the street is now termsd, ia sooli 
Intersected (ibout 9 miu. I'rom tho Fiaiza dol Popolo) by a, mdn 
street, which ijuittliig the Ciino opposite the Via Condotti leada 
ID the PoiitG S. Aogelo under different names , and forms the 
most direct commnnicstion between the strangers' quarliir (Piazza 
ili Spagni] and the Vatican. The ishur<:h of S. TrinltA de' Monti 
is -Haible the greater pace ol the way, forming the termination of 
tho street. From the Corso to the Piazwi Bnrgheso with the 
celebrated palace of that name (4 min.) it is termed Via deUu 
/VmtmxHa Borghesti thence to the Via della Scrofa, Via del 
CUmeniino, ou the 1. side of which are the Cumma de' VigiU, or 
guard-houBQ of the flremen , and the adjacent hack-buUdlaes of 
the Falaiso di Fireate, formerly the iBBldenoe of the Tuscan 
ambassador, now that of the Minister at Justice. 

The *FaIaMO BorKhesa (PI. I, 16), begun by order of Card. i 
Der.a 111 1590 by the architect Afnrl. Lonff'ii the Etdtr , came ,' 
through Paul V., who caosod it to be completed by Flam, POnwo, 
Idio the posseiiHioli of the Boighese fxnilly. Tbe principal facade 
[with respect to the construction of the conrl) towards the street 
bears the inscription : BonitaUm tl diKlplinam tt ecientiitm da- 
eemfvtjs (he more impoEitig lateral fafade Is towards the Piazza 
Borghese. The •Coirrt is on the basement and first floor mr- 
TOunded by arcades, consisting of arches resting on clnstered 
Eoluinns. Beneath these arc three ancient coktsaal statues (a Muse, 
on Apollo HuBagetes, and a portrait- statuo J ; at tho citremity of 
the I, passage a fraguiuiit of the statue ot ait Amal^on, in tlie 
centre of that to the I. the entrance to the *■ Picture Gallery 
(openMondaya, Wednesdays, and Fridays 9— 23/^ o'clock i fee t/jfr,). 
It is arranged according to the schools, and contains many admi- 
rable works. Catalogues iji each room. The apartmeats are 
artistically decorated.

The portico consists of 16 Corinthian colnmns of granite, upvards 
nC 38 ft. in height; the tympanum formerly contained reliefs, and 
tha roof was cmtiellished by statues. Eight of the columns are 
in front; the Mhels fOrm three cfllonnades, originally vaulted 
ocer, terminating in niches, in which the rolossal statues of 
Augustus and his sou-in-law M. Agrippa stood. The latter, 
acrardiug to the inscription on the frieze (M. Agrippa L. F. Cos. 
tertium Fecit), caoaed the edifice to be erecred B. C. 27. The 
nencrsl colonnade leads to the eutrance, still closed by an ancient 
door strongly secured by bronKe plalea, in order to diminish the 
weight of which the npper portion is replaced by a railing. The 
interioi , illuminated solely by the apettuco in the centre of the 
dome, piodnces so beiutiflil an efPect that eveii in ancient timea 
it gave rise to the belief that the temple derived its appelladon 
of Panlhton (to this day not satisfactorily e:(.plained) from its 
resembtancfl to the Tsult of heaven. The seven large niches in 
the inleriOT contained statnes of Mars, TenuB , Cesar, etc. The 
fretted ceiling of the lault , which consists of concrete, was 
decorated with stucro; the entire roof was covered with gilded 
bronze tiles, which the Emp. Constans 11. caused tu be remOTsd 
to OonstantiTiopIe in 655; under Gregory III. they were replaced 

The temple uas connected with the Thermae of Agrippa, the 
rflins of which lie in thu rear, and was once believed to have 
originally appertained tu them , and to have been converted into 
a temple at t subsequent period. The name Panthmm was how- 
ever used as early as the year bi A. II. It was restored by 
Donitian , Trajan, (kf^tim. Beverus, and Caraiailai the iiamea of 
tlie two last are inscribed on the architrave of the portico. 

In BIO the Pantheon was consecrated by Pope Boniface IV. 
as a Christiau church, under the name of S. Mciriu ud Marlyrtg. 
In rommemaration of this event the festival of All Saints was 
Instituted and celebrated on May 13th, subsequently on Nov. 1st. 
A palace, a catliedral'ihapter. and a cardinal's title were after- 
Hards altaphed to the church of 5. Maria Holondo, or frfi Botonda 
as it is commonly termed. Under Urban YIIl. (Baiberini] the 
two campanili were erected by Bernini, the 'ass's ears' of the 
arohitect as they have been derisively named. The same pope 
removed the braien tubes , on which the roof rested , I^om the 
portico, and caused them to be converted into columns for the 
canopy of the high-altar, and cannons for (.be fke.teuc« lA *&«. uaAXt 
of 5.

The Vii de' fisulliLri, oppoeite the Pal. MsKslmi, leads t6

small, hut tastefully COiistiiicted iidlDcu, the 'I'atiaietio FameM, tbf 
arrbltect or which is said to have been BtMassare Peniixi. 

The next strict tn th<? r. leads to the piazza named after tti^

and one of tliu finest atruetures iii Roma. Within Ha precinqU 
is the Gborch of S. Lorenzo, origiii&Uy erected imar the theaC^ 
of Pompey. The elegant facade (with portal subsequently addat ' 
by Dom. Foniana) vonsibts or hlodis of tiaveitiiie from tb^ Colcut 
seam. Tlie columlia of the double *c«urt, EUrrouiided by aicadMk 
aie aueient; the Kiaueful cspitala are decorated with losus, tbB 
flower being prominent in the armurial hearings of the Soun^M 
Card. Biarlo. Ill this palace iu 1848 Pius 1%. convoked the gmf 
Lament which was to deliberate on the reforms to be undeitaliej^ 
io the States of the Church. Ou Nov. 15th of that year th4 
minister Count Rossi was a<:8(sslnated on the Brut landing of tt||f, 
Btaiioase. This ii the only palace in the interior of the dJV 
which the Italian governiaeiit still permits to he oucupied by tbt 
ecclesiastical authorities. 

To the r. of the palace (entrance to the r. from the eod^ 
is situated the chureh of B. Lorenio in Uamaso (PI, II, 13^ 
whiRh has the above-meiitioiied fsv^de lu coiumoo nith the palace. 
It was also designed by Bramante. (originally ended by Damasns t.X, 
and Is bounded by arcudee on three sides. The pi:itures watf 
dostroyed during the levoiutioa of the previous century, and At 
aichlteuture alone contlnDes to be an object of iolerest.

Ill ■ straight direvtior, from the fountain, near the river, runs 
■he Via del Fcnlanoni!. prolonged by the Via 6'iutia, ronstrncted 
by Julius II,, and leading (in 12 D:in.} Co t1ie Ponte S. Angelo. 
To tbe 1. in tha latter street, opposite the garden of the Pal. 
Farnese, lies the smalt cbnrth of S. Maria dellii Morle, or deli' 
thatione, erected by Fuga about the middle of the previooB cen- 
tury, and belonging to a hurial-soeiety.

Of these the llan^ 
fiomest ii the present so-called palace (principal eiitrancu V. A

by Carlo Mndemo, and one of his finest prodactiona. In the pw^ 
sages of the entrances, the arcades, and the lateral walla of At 
roiirt a great number of ancient reliefs are Immnred; amonl' I 
those in the court, r. Mars with Rhea 8«\ia and Apollo with the I 
Muses; I. the Oalydonian hunt and Itape of Proserpine; In tbt i 
portico, SacriHce of Mithras, Apnllo with Ibe Mnsee, Bacchanalian ' 
procession, all from sarrophagi. The statues In the court and niches 
on the stairs, some ol' them greatly modernised, are of nu great 
value. Tbe decorations of the ceiling on the staircaiies, in stuivn, 
are well executed. 

The picture ' gallery is now greatly reduced in extent ^ the 
frescoes do not merit special mention. 

Then in the Via di S. Caterina de' Punari, on the 1., At 
church of S. CattTina dt' Puaarl (PI. II, 17J, erected in 1564 
by Glac. della Porta, with a singular-looking tower, situated wlthlB 
the area of the ancient tlmtt Flaminitii. The interior cont>liu t 
few unimportant pictures by Nanni, Vonustl, Mu7,tnno, and Agresft 
Tbe adjoining convent of Augustine nuns is an eduCAtionil mtabi 
lishment for girls.

Tbe street iri a straight direction from the pia/zi leads to the

to the Piazza Araceli (p. 104}, r. to Piaiia Montanara (p. IGi). 



From tbe Piazza dl H. Carlo a Catinarl the Via dd Platiln 
leada to the r. to the Puma Giudea or di S. Jlfiiria del PUmio, 
called after a churcb Of that name. Adjoluing this piazza on the 
r. is the Piiata Cenci, where on the 1. in the corner, the Syna- 
gogut, and on the r. the 

Palauo Cenci-BolognttU (PI. li, 17) are situated. In the latter 
oni^e resided the ill'fated Beatrice Cend, executed for the murder 
of her father, a man of execrable fame. Her portrait, which is 
of quehtiunable authcntU-ity , is preserved in the Pal. Barbeiiiii, 
and Is a faTDUiite subject for reproduction with the KoroBu artists. 

From the Piar.za Giud<!a tbe Ptioheria (flsb - market) , which 
presents an animated scene on Friday mornings , leads to ibe 
Colonnade of Octavla. Between the Pescheris and the Tiber lies the 

ebeno (H. 11, IT), the quarter allotted by Paul IV. to the 
Jews, who in aniiient and meiiiatval times occupied a quarter iti 
Trastevere, formerly closed by a gate. It consistB of several streets 
parallel with the river, and rcnnectcd by narrow lanes. The same 
pope enacted ihat the Jewa should wear yellow head -gear, and 
pay unusually heavy taxes; amongst other oppressive exactions, 
thej were eompelled to provide the prizes for the horBB-raoes at 
the Carnival. Tbe traveller may expliire these purlieus for the 
sake of observing the marked oriental type of their ocriipaiita, 
who with their characteristic induKtry seek to counteract the 
disadvantaites of their social iiosltion. The Via de Fiumari, 
the nearest to the river, leads to the Ponte dt' Qaidiro Capi 
(see p. 227). 

Near the Pescherla are situated the Interesting remaius of tlie 
Colonnade of Ootavla, erected by Augustus on the site of a similar 
Htructure of Metellua (11. C. 149) and dedicated Co his slater. 
Under Titns It was destroyed l)j a couflagiaWun ■jrtiwJn i-asfali S>i 
this quarter of the city, aiid was BubseiiUiewfi's Te^^w^eA. \>^ '^m^

Lu, PKKeeding in The dirnrtiaii of Ihe FeBchsiia From the («loiinadA|l| 
l^e street reaches the Theatre of Huvalliii [PI. 11, IT, S), conr^ 
Kjienusd by CieEsr, completed B. C. 13 by Augustas and nunMj 
r after his nephew. The twelve arches still ataniling on the exteivl 
jlal wall of the space for the spectators are now occupied by smitui 
anil other artlzans as wortishopB. The lower story, partly ftllefl 
up, is in the Doric, the second in the Ionic etyle, ahovc 
as in the case of the Coloeseum , a third probably rose 
Corinthian order. It ia said to have accommodated 20,000 specttf 
ton. The stage lay towards the Tiber. In the 11th cent. tlf| 
theatre was employed by Fierleone as a fortress. Eie desceDdanii 
yielded possession to the Savelli, whose palace (opposite the ~ 
(Juattro Capi} stands an a lofty mound of debris within the theairo 
In 1712 it was purchased by the Orsini ; in 1816—1823 1" "* 
histotian Niebuhr, when Prussian ambassador, resided here. 

The external wall adjoins the small and busy Piuzaa Mb 
tanara, a frequent resort of the peasantry of the Campagna. 
the I. a street leads to the Piazza Araceli, to the r. the u 
mated VIn dtUa Bona dttla Vtriti to the piazza of that n« 
(p. 183). Immediately to the r, in the latter street, stuudlng bw 
1b the church of S. HiceaKi in Cartere, recently restored, cc 
taining in the Interior and on the external wall ancient CDlum; 
which appear to have belonged to three different temples, those 
Spu, Juno 8C3pUa, and another. Visitors may deaceni' 
eumiue the foundations of these temples, which have bee 
cavated; sacristan >/j fr. 

IV. Ancient Rome. 

This portion of the deecription comprises the S. part t 
city, oomoionclng with the Capitollne, and extending E. as far 
the Latcraii; i. e. the hiUa of the Capitollne, Palatine, Avcnti^ 
CffiUus, and the S. slope of the Esquiline. The iiupesing n 
ments and ruins of classical antiquity, more of which are 
brought to light by the ,oxcavatioiis , impart to this, the [n 
almost deserted) principal quarter of the Republican and Inq 
rial city, its characteristic aspect. A number of ancient chuccb 
extremely interesting to students of Christian architecture , 
well as the imposing collections of the Capitol and Lataran, i 
attract noroerous visitors. Tho description begins with the Ckplf

The oentral aaphaJt-aUirs lead to tho tar-fanied "PiJWM dal 
CampldOKlio (PI. tl, 20). or square of the Capitol, The design 
of tliB whole is due to Miehaet Ang^, and its execution was 
began in 1536 by Paul 111, ; the paUccs of the Coiiservatori and 
Senators weca already In oiiatence, but their fafades were, alterd. 
At the foot nf the steps ICordotmala) wliiRh lead to tho Capitol an 
two hand Eome, vator-Bpoutiiig Kgyptian lions in basalt; above, the 
celebrated groups of Castor and Pollux, said once to have tforned 
the theatre of Piimpoy. At the sides nf the balustrade are ths 
so-called Trapbiei of flfurjus, flora the water-tower of that nuDB 
of (hn Aqua Jtilia near S, Haria Maggiare (p. Hi], and tha 
atatues of the Emp, Coastauline and his son Con~tans from ths 
I'hormffi of Coiistantine on tbo Quirlual; on the r, the flrat ancient 
milestone of the Via Appia (on the 1. a modern counterpart). 

In the centre of the piazza stands the admirable bronze 
'Equtitrian Statve of Matoit Attrellui (161—181), once gilded, 
und originally plawd in the forum near (be arch of Sept, Sevcrus; 
in 118T i( was erected near the Lsteran, and, as the inscription 
records, transferred hither in 1538. For its excellent state of 
prosorvatioD it has been Indebted to Che popular belief that it 
was a statue of Constantino, the first Christian oroporor. Beyond 
it ia situated the Pol. del Benatore, re-erected by Boniface IX. 
on the Bile of the ancient Tabularlum, and provided with its hand- 
some nights of stops by Michael Angtto, nnder whose directions, 
it is beliovod , the facade was constructed by Oioc, delta Porta; 
the river-gods are those of the (r.) Tiber and (I,) Nile; in tha 
centre a fountain, above which ia a sitting statue of Itome. Tb> 
palace contains a spacious hall for tho solemn meetings of the 
Beuate, the offices of the civic administration, an observatory, and 
dwelllDg-apartments. The campanile was erected by Gregory XJII. 
to replace a formor stnictiirc, which like the four corner-towen 
(one oE them towards the forum, nn the 1., is still recognised) prOi 
hably belonged to the ediSce of Boniface. The roof, embellished b7 
a standing figure of Roma, commands a line view, but the ascent bH 
of late years been prohibited. The great bell is Employed to con- 
voke the senators , to announce the approach of ttie Carnival, and 
the death of a pope. 

The two palaces at the sides were erected in the l?tb cent. 
by Oiac, del Dues with wime deviations from the plans of uncli. 
Anifelo; on the r, the Pal. of Iht Canservnlori (p. 206) (wiA' 
gnai-d-boase belofi), and on the opfosile iido the rnpijoltn* Mtutttm 
Ip. 207). The staircases with thvee-atcW.A \w\\% a^, «&« -A^ia ^' 
'Ai'se palacts were erecteJ by ViynoVi ^ V\iaV ^a ''- ' ■— ■'-' 
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museum leada to tbe cliurch o( S. Marh in Ara.'t'li aiid the 1:0a- 
tigDOUS Fruiiuiai^o mgnaster]!^ that to the r. , on tbe oppusHe 
side, to JUonfe i'aprino, where the An^hiKoIogital liiatitiiCion (p. 85) 
■lid the Protestiuit hospiuil ire Bituited, Desi^ent to the Forum 
on either sitle o( thu Seuatoriat Palace. 

The Capitol, 160 ft. above tbs gea-teiel, fonnod tho cetitial 
aad piiaoipol point of ancient Rome. The depression between 
its two ciilmin&ting points, i. e. the pteaetit piazza of the I'api- 
tol , was oecBpliid by Iha asylum vfhich, according to tradition, 
Romnlus opened for the reception of the exiles oi" the netgh- 
bouiing tribes. On the height to the 1., on (he site of S. Maria 
In Amceli, stood the 7'anple of Juno Monela, and the An, or 
r.itadel in the strict sense, a term commonly employed to dasignate 
the cntirD hill. 

On the TatpeUn Bock, tlie height to the r., best seen from 
the garden of the Caaa Tarpeia fenatodian, Monte Caprino 130} 
or from the Yia Tor da' Specchi (between Noa. 37 and 38), lay 
the Temple of Jupiler CapUotlmis. The precipitous ness of tbe 
ground has howeTei been greatly diminished since ancient times; 
moreover the preciiie situation of the rock from which the con- 
demned vere hurled is still involved iii soma doubt , so that a 
visit la Ibis spot may well bo omitted. 

Of the buildings which in ancient times covered the Capitol, 
some impoaing remains atone are preserved where the Senatorial 
Pal. stands (entrance by the gate in tbe narrow wall to the r., visit- 
ors ring at the ftrst door j if (he custodiau ia not at hand he may ge- 
nerally be round in the iippec story, where the offices of the civic 
administiation are established). This ediSve was the * Tabularlum, 
erected B. C. 78 by the consul A. Lulatlus Catolus Tor the reception 
of (he state archives, and resting on the massive substructures which 
surround the hill. It consisted of a Hve-foid series of vaults, the 
last of which towards (he Forum waa an open hall, long employed 
aa a salt migaiiue , with half-pillars in the Doric style, as seen 
from without. The blocks of stone have been mucli corroded by 
the action of (he salt. From (his point there ia a beautiful *vlew 
of the Forum, the form and situation of which are distinctly 
traced. The cuatodian points out an ancient staircase which 
descended hence to the Forum, where, to the I. of the temple 
of yaspaslan, (he archway where it issued ia recognised. A few 
archltectiiial fragments from the neighbouring temples and other 
buildings are here presoTved. 

Descending from the piazza of the Capitol on the r. by (he 
Senatorial Palace, the traveller enjoys from (lie tower extremity 
anothei good 'survey of the Forum. The excavated portions coual&t.

proueedings, commercial negooiations, and public amusemeuls. Neat 

t tlie temple of Faustina stood an archway, the Aran Fubiimud, 
dedicated in B. C. 133 to Fabius Maximus, conqueror of the 
Allobrogi. This formed the S. boundary of the focnin, which w 
about 690 ft. in leligth. As this limited space became more b. 
more Inadequate to the requirements of the vast city, the entl 
business of which was here concentrated, attempts were made tp 
supply the deficiency by the consiniotion of basilicas and secoit- 
dary fora. Few spots in the world bate a history like this, wliiii 
lias witnessed the legal and politii^l development of every possttile 
phase of public life. Under the emperors it mmu came to bt 
lugarded as a venerable antiquity and an appropriate site for 
honorary atatoes and triumphal arches. To this period most trf 
the extant ruins belong , whether of edifices then e 
^tIlred only. In the middle ages It austalnad many 
during the contests of the nobles , and at length , as Its present 
appellBtion Catnpo Vaceino indkates, became a pastors for cattle. 
The eli-avatinns, begun' early tn the present century, are leaW

The first edifice, of which 8 granite columns are still stand-- 
frig on a basement 16 ft. in height, is the 'Temple of Satncn.

where from the most ancient times the .£rarium Publicum (treo^ 
siiry of state) was established.

Farlher on, to the r., also adjoining the Tahuiarium lu tbe 
[ear, is Om Templo Of Concordifi, founded B. C. 388 by M. Furiua 
Camillns, re'Conatiucted and enlarged by Tiberius, B. C. 7. It 
vas dedicated to Concord to cum mem orate the termtuatlon of the 
protraetad itrogela bttween patricians and plebeians. Ite smaller 
projecting rectangle of the raised BUbstruclure was the t<!mple 
itself, whilst the lai^r edifii;e behind, extending on both sides 
of the templs (ascent to Araretl on one side}, was the seDBlorial 
aHsenibly-hall, the ibreshold of which is still recognised. 

l[i f.ont of the temple of Concordia, OD the opposite side of 
the street (clivus CapitnUnns) , rises Ibe * Triaiaplial Aich of 
Baptimini SeTeni, with three passages. It was erected In honour 
of that emperor and lils sons Caracalla and Gets [Cararalla after- 
wards Bauaed the name of lils brother whom he had murdered to 
be obliterated), A. i). 203, to commemorate his victories over 
(lie Farthians, Arabians, and Adiabeni, and was surmounted by a 
branen ohaTlot with six horses, on which stood Sevema, crowned 
by Viutoty. Above the arch are llgnrea of Victory, at the sides 
c!Cowded representations from tiie nars of the emperor, on the 
haset of the hal[-i!oluniins captive barbarians, all testifying to the 
ilegraded rondttion of the sralpture of that period, lu the middle 
ages the arch was temporarily converted by the ruling powers 
into a species of castle, and va deeply imbedded uniil extrica- 
ted by Pius VU. in 1803. 

The arched wall by the arch of Soverus is the remains of the 
imperial Bottra, or orator's tribune. At its extremity was the 
Lmbilieus urbii Bcmae, or Ideal centre of the city and empire, 
the remnants of whloh are recognisable. At the other extremity, 
below the street, are a few traces of the AfilJiircuTn Aurtum, or 
eentral milestone of the roads diverging from Home. 

From this part of the excayatioris a passage leads from the 
arch of .^everus under the modern street to the second division.

The pillars have 
been reconatruutod in acuirdBDee with the nauertaiued knc^ient 
stylo, and partly fmm the ariginai fragoiBiits. The greateT put 
uf the pavement la dao modern. Those basilica, the drat of 
which (Baalliui Fords] was erected by Cato the Coi 
opposite side near S, AJtIioio, served to draw off a portion of tlie 
tratfli! froni the limited space of the forum, aJid were employed 
as courts of justice, comnierolal meeting-places, etc. Scversl of 
these lay on each side of the forum. 

Iteneatli the Uasilica luas an antique aud still partially vteibia 
ehannel by which the watei from the Focum wks conductod I 
the t'toaca Maxima (p. 183]. 

By the Basilii^a Julia, in the direction of the Palatine, ai 
three columiia frem the 'Temple of Caitor and Follnz, which 
nas erected after the decisive victory over the t.ttins 'at Lake 
Itegillns (n. C. 4%) and subsequently re-erected by Tiberius. 
They are of Parian marble and tlie most perfect of those extant. 
Tho Bubatrnctore of the temple, with its hjfty flight of steps oa 
the E. side, has been hrought to light by recent eioaTatioili 
undertaken by the Cav. Rosa. To tliu r. by this temple once stood 
tho ancient Regia, or royal palace, Bubeei|uenUy the offleial leal- 
deuce of the pontlfex msximus, the site uf the preient ehuttb 
of S. Maria LiberaMi-t; behind it was the TempU of Vesta, 
Caasar's remains were burned by the people iu front of the Kegia. 

We now return to the oicavated portions of tlie (oriim. Passing 
to the 1. of the arch of Severus, the traveller n ' " 
church of S. (liuieppe dt' Falegnami to the I. at 
the Via di Marforio, hy the Etepa asoending to Araceli. Beneath ' 
it, (entrance adjoining the Gtairs, '/l ''''-) '^ "^ * Carosr KunertbnUi 
one of the most ancient structures in Rome. It was oriiiinally 
[ho exi^avation of a well [l\il.lianum , whence traditionally attri- 
buted lo ServlDS TulUus), and subsequently served as a prison, 
where Jugurtha and Catilino'i acconipli cos perished. It coiisiata 
of two chambers, one beneath the other, of TBry ancient cen- 
strnctlon; the vaulting of the lower is formed by the gtadud 
overhanging of the side walla. It contains a spring, whicht ' 
according to the legend, St. Peter, who was imprisoned here nadar 
Neru, miraculously cauaod to flow in nrdei to baptize his J»ilon. 
The buUding is therefore termed 5. neiro in Cureem. 

Nearly apposite stands the chuich of S8. Imoi t MarttHO, ' 
ereeted on the aJfe of an ancient building. Passing il the Vta 
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like the lai^t-meuttoncil, and also oi'capying tlie aite or an annent 
edifice , perhaps the Curia UniUUa, whith was subsequently re- 
eterted under the niioe of Ctaia Julia hy ('a'asi and Augustus, 
and employed aa an aBsembly-hatl by the eenate. , 

The route 1b now coiilliiued oti the 1. f,\Av. of the fnrum, ) 
where humble workshops now occupy the site of Biiraptnous pulaccs j 
and temples. Of the 'lampla of FaiutiiM, withla which the 
church n{ S. LoTtnxo in Miranda lias been ereoterl , the portico I 
fwith 10 columns of dpollino, 6 of which form tho fafsde) and a \ 
portiniL of the cella ace Btill Btaiidiug. It was dedirated by All' | 
toninos in Hi to his wife, the elder Faustina, and re-dedicated 
to that emperor himself after his death.

Adjacent is the church of *SS. Coima e Damiano, erected | 
by Felii IV,, having been incorporated with an ancient ciicalar 1 
temple (possibly of the reiiato.s}, tn the portico of which the two I 
eipolliiie cnlunms halt projecting fram the ground to the t. of [ 
the chtiTcb, in front of tlie Oialoiium della Via Crude, probably 
belonged. The level of the pavement was so much raised by 1 
Urban VIII. on accouDt of the humidity of the soil, that an upper I 
aud lower church were thus formed. The entrance, with the 
columns of porphyry and bronze doors, it ajicient. Behind this 
church were found the remains of an ancient plan of Rome (now 
in the Capitoline Huseutu, p. 20^), fragments of which wore alsodis- 
cofored iu 1667—68.

The three colossal arches of the 'BMilioa, of Oi 
nest reached.

Nearly on the Bame spot Maientius erected a 
baailir^a, which was afterwards altered by his conqueror Constantine.

This street now descends, passing a number of nameless ruins 
na both sides, to tke Colosseum. On the I. is the double apse of 
the Teupla of Tenni and Boma, erected by Hadrian in 135, and 
lestored by Maientius in 307. This was the Urgeat and one of 
Iha most sumptuoDS temples in Kome , with ten colranns at the 
ends, and twenty on each side. There must evidently haie 
been two temples under the same roof, with entrances from Uie 
Colosseum and Capitol and adjacent cellie , ?o that there was a 
nlrhe on each side of the central wall Tor the Image of a god. 
One half is now within tta precincts of the monasteTy of S, Fran- 
i^oaca Bomana (p. 1T2J, the otbor towards the Colosseum is open. 

On the descent hence to the Colosseum the remains of an 
extensive square Basit of masonry are seen to the 1. below. Here 
once stood the gilded bronze ColoMal Staivc of Utro , as god of 
the aun, aononnded with rays, and 117 ft. in height, e!iecated 
\iy /tcnodoroa by order of the emperoi himself, when after the 
cDuBagration [A. D. 64} he erected Ms golden palace »1th lavish 
splendour. The latter fell to decay eoon after the emperor's death 
(in 68), and the statue was removed thence onder Hadrian to ihe 
above-mentioiied basement. In the space occupied by an artificial 
lake in the gardens of Neio, Vespasian founded the AnvphUheattvm 
Flasium, Tihich was completed by TlCus in the year UO, and

An indescribable impression Is produced by the moniilight- 
effects in the Colosseum, or when It is illuminated by torches or 
Bengal lights, a !<«ne which may occasionally be witnessed on win- 
ter-evenings, and is strongly recommended to the traveller's notice 
if an opportunity presents itself. A permesso is not now reqoiied. 
The Flora found among the ruins of the Cqloaauiim once cem- 
prised 420 species, which were collected by an English botanist, 
but most of them bave uii fortunately ilisatpc&te& v\tt^ei 
zealous system of ft iirifi cation.

The arch has three paasages , and is 
adorned vlth admirable sculptures from a triumphal arch of Trajan, 
whloh Btood at the entcauce of Irian's Forum, The age of Con- 
stantfne would have been inoipable of such workman ship. TbR 
following are from the arch of Trajan: the captive Uadans abo'ie 
(7 ancient; one entirely, and tlie heads and bands of the others 
are new); the reliefs (facing the Colosseum), to the 1. : 1. Trajan's 
entry into Rome, to the r. of which ; 2. Prolongatton of the Via 
Appis; 3. Trajan causing poor children tu be educated; 4. Trajan 
condemning a barbarian; on the other side, to the 1.: 5, Trajan 
crowning tha Parthian king Parthatnaspates; 6. Soldiers coDductiug 
two barbarians into Trqan's presence; T. Ttajau addressing the 
urioy; 8. I'rajau sacri&dng; the 8 medallions beneath these reliefs 
represent sacrillces and hunting-scenes; on the narrow sides two 
battles with the Dacians ; beneath the central arch, the vaiiquishuil 
i(uploring pardon, aud Trajan crowned by Tictory. Tlie ojutrsst 
between the condition of art in Trajan'ri and that In CoilBtan tine's 
age is exhibited by the smaller reliefs inserted between the me~ 
dallions , representing the warlike and peaceful achievements uf 
Conetantiiie. ]□ 1804 I^us VII. caused the ground to be lowered 
lo its original level. 

On the opposite side, a few hundred paces from the Colosseum 
Tin the Via Labic^na, 1st door 1., fee 1/3 f'- ; the Yia di^a Pol- 
vcriera here ascends to the I. between walls Id b m!ii, tn S. Pietro 
ill Vinroll, p, U3), are situated on the Esquiiine the 

'Theimse of Titni (PI. II, 36} (>/i fr.). Miecenas once possessed 
a villa here, which was afterwards incorporated with the golden pa- 
lace of nero. On tho site of the latter, in the year SO, Titus has- 
tily erected hU sumptuous Therms, which where greatly altered 
and enlarged by Domitian, Trajan, and others. The ruins oecnpy 
an extensive space, and are scattered over several lineyards. Tho 
switllcr portion only is accBSeible whieh was eicavated in 1813. 
Tie earlior structure of Nero Is eastt^ i>aWQpi\:ihoi fitnb "Co«. ti^

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the Thermae. Tley form togcthor s eemii^iTeular suhatructnrp, iha 
obJBut ol' whkli Is iiol cloarly aicorUiiied. Mobt (if tlio chnmbers 
bcueath, which were flileii up by Titos ill the cgrBlrnclioii of Mb 
bslhs, and re-extiavRtc^) M the beginning of the lOth cent., bu- 
longed to the golden palBCB of Hero. A series of 7 rooms is fliat 

a spriug. Tiaces of the busutiful psiotiiigs , which before the 
discovery ofPumpeii vere the sole specimens of ancient dedonitian 
of this deacripHoD, and eeivod as models for Glov, da Udiue soil 
Raphael in the decoration of the loRgio, are still peri»iTed. 
Colonnades appear to have existed on both sides of these rooms. 
A passage loads hence to a, bath-room. To the 1., at a right angle 
to this suite, are a number of. small and unadorned rooms, pro- 
bably the dwellings of the slaves; to the I. again, opposite the 
first suite, ia a passage oiiko lighted from above, the vaulting of 
whirh was adorned with beautiful frescoes still partially visible. 

On the route returui'ig hence to the forum, In the plain to 
the N.K. of the forum of the republic, were situated the Fora of 
the Emferors, erected by their foundors rather as monuments and 
ornaments to tho city than for practical purposes. The chief ediSee 
in these fora was always a temple. The ForiiBO JuliUJn, the first 
of the kind, was begun by CiesaF and completed by Augustus; 
the second was constructed by Augustus; the Temple of Peace 
(p. 1H9] of Vespasian is oftuii mentioiiod as a third, another was 
founded by Domitian; and filially, the tnoet magniUcent of all 
these structures, was the Vorum of Trajan. They are here ouume- 
rated in order from the Temple of Peace, which probably lay oil 
the site of tho basilica ol' CoDstaatiue, to tho Forum of Tri^aii, 
as they all odjoiuud each other within this area. 

Adjacent to tlie Temple of Peaue lay tlie forum foundad by 
Domitian aJid completed by Nerva, whence called the Fornin of 
Herra, aometimos also forum Tranailorhan from being intersected 
by a principal street. Hero stood a temple of Minerva, taken down 
by Paul V. in order to decorate the Vontaiia Paolina on the Jaui- 
itiilos with the marble, and a small temple of Janus, Bemslns 
of the external walls enist in the «a-called 'ColonoNe, two half- 
bmied Goiinlhiali colunma, with entablatnre richly decorated with 
reliefs (branches of art, weaving, etc,, which wem apecially pn- 
tected by the goddess; casts of them iu tho museum of the Aca- 
<t«mie Ftani;aiso, p. 100); abovu theoi an attic with a Minerva, 
Passing through tho I. aroh of the basilica ol' CouatB.iUA,\v& , '•>s& 
ascending the street (V. AlessandriniCj on Vtti \. , ■&!& Wa.-»^« 
reaebas this ruin at the comer ot t^ie sei»i\4 iMoas-iWeieA. '~ ■■ 
r..

I tiltcationB with tolerable preolaion. The wall appeara to ha*o en- 
idicled the enUie Palatine hill about half-way up ita slrtpRa, uti' 
to have been penetrated by galea at three places only. The ait' 
natloD of two of these, the Purta Magionli or Mugonia, and tte" ' 
Porta Bnmarta or Ilananuta has been ascerUiried by the most re- ' 
uont encavatlona. Tradition plaiiea on thia hill the dwi'llingB of' 
ita heroes Eiander, Fauatulna, anif llamulua, and many celebrated' 
men lealdod here at a subsequent period , such as the Grauchi, ' 
Ciijero, Hark Antony, etc; but tho empemrE at leiiKtb toot pos- 
susBlon of the entire area and ercetcd their private reeidences dri 
It. The chief of theBo are the palaoea of Tihetlus, Caligula, the 
Flavii, and He'erns. the vast ruins of which present a moal hn- 
poaing appearance even at (he present day. The I'llttinn re- 
tained its meeniSc^ciiiHt for a comparatively long period . and was 
Bubaequently the residence of KyEantins generals and GermaD 
kines, hnt was ^t length sutTered to fall to decay.

NotttithBtandIng the grea 
secutlDn of llie works , such ae tbe removal of rubbish 20 ft. 
fn depth, Tery important dlscoreriee have been made here. The 
character of the ruins brought to light has not yet been precisely 
aw^BT'ained in every case, but they convey a striking Idea of the 
itructuies with which the Palatine was once covered. M. Kosa, 
on whose researches the follouiiig description is based, has drawn a 
map of the entire region, which is reproduced photographically and 
cxpD&ed to view at different points (It may be purchased at I.>6scher's 
bookahop, Corso 346, for S'/j fr.). The streets, temples, houses, and 
palaces are everywhere furnished with notices of the most important 
passages in ancient literature sepposed to relate t» them. The 
succesB of these attempts at ideutification is, however, necessarily 
doubtful In many cases, and a number of the names mast be 
regarded as uiero matter of conjoctnro. 

After BSi'ending the tlrst stair to a point below the dwelling

If tbe traveller descend the CUyhh Victorise to the r. to the Fo- 
rum, he will perceive nbove him, about 45 pacoa to tbo I., 
beginning of the bridge which Calignla caused to bo thrown i 
tbc Fonim to the Capitol, in order to facilitate his intercourae with 
tbo Gapitolino Jupiter, whoao image on earth ho pretended to be.

In ftODt 
nf the temple nf the Dioscnri risoa the church of S. lUatia Lfbt' 
ratfire with extensive walls adjoinlni* it, nocupying the site of 
tbe temple of Testa and tbe Begia. Farther distant is the •ii' 
<:lcnt circular chnci;h of S. Tcodora, also erected on the fmui- 
datioris of an ancient structure (perhaps s temple nf KomulttBl. 

The remains of opus reticiilatum on the 1. belong to the p«- 
latical edlUccB of Tiberius, which extended to the W. nf Uie pa- 
lace of Caligula. At the extremity of the last slope the tfavellet 
roaches a wooden stair by the inscription 'Domus Titeriana', 
descends past the /tutiuralQrium, a lofty siTuare platform on i 
r. where the auapiros wore consulted, and the back of the pii 
of Tiberius on the 1,, to a privito 'dwalllng excavated Id 1869, 
which appears to havo survived the destruction of all the other 
houses of the kind. Jt is believed to have been tbe hmiee (~ 
Tiberius Claudius Nero, tbo father nf Tlborius. to whioh bia mi 
ther Llvia also retired after tho death of Augustus, in oid«t to ' 
marry whom aho had boon divorced from her flrst husband. Tba 
passago on tho 1., once built over by tbe structures ot Tlbttihi*, 
ileseeada to the bouse.

Retarnlng throa^li the vestibule to the passage and following 
it to tho T. to thu end, wbere a well-prescrvod head of Venas in 
marble stands upon a Coritithfaii capital, the Tisitor wiU potcoive 
tlio aontinuation of tbe piissage to the I., leading to the residence 
of the diToctoT. At tbe bcginaing of the ciicular vaulting consi- 
derable lomalnB of llio sluwostltig is still seen. Beyond these ftcat 
arches n second subterranean passage is reached on the r., with 
vstilting and pavement in mosaic [fragments only estant), leading 
(finally by stops) to tlie Faloca ol the Flavii, the nioaf important 
part of the excavations of the Palatine. Aboot twenty paces in ■ 
straight diiGction from the mouth of the passage the spacious Ta- 
blituim la ccaehod, the ancient imperial rosidencu properly so call- 
ed. Domitlan, by whoso father Ycspasian the palace vas erected, 
constituted It the chief scat of the Roman government, and mado 
those arrangements which are still traceable in tho ruing. Thu 
disposition of tho apartments ia that of an ordinary Itoman dwell- 
ing (Atrium, Tablinum, Pociatyllum, etc.), biit on a much larger 
seolc and without ofHces. Crossing the tablinum and proceeding tu 
tho E. verge of the plateau (in the directioti of the basilica of 
Constantino) we reach an oblong anterior court with three reetan- 
jjulu pToJectioUB, the sito of the '^trrorn, and once surrounded 
with columns. This was the station of the guards of the palace, 
and also aervod as an aiitec^Lamber for audleni«s etc. — From tho 
central projection a vlow is obtained In a straight direction of the 
scanty remains of tho temple of Jt^tter Stator, the foundation of 
which tradition ascribes to liomulus, and which was situated near 
the Porta Magiania.

Turning to th« I, on tlie fit" 
tsan pa»t > wooden balustrade towards the white hat of the c 
todian ne resEh a second and more eiteaiiie space in the (orm 
ot s stadium, i. e. of oblong shape witli a rounded estreroitj 
towards the W. Oppoiite us lies the convent of S. BonaventDrK 
with its palms Cowering over the wall; on ouc r. are remuaa 
of later imperial structiirea erected above the lower lying bnild* 
ingB, and on our t. rise the white rJ)n>eut walls or the Villa 
Mills. Thia plateau waa originally enolosed by a colonnsdo, con- 
aigtiug of pillars of masonry (covered with marble, with half^ 
oolumns in front of them. To the I. as the plateau is entered 
the remaiiiB of these pillars together with the semiciicular wate 
basin in front of the apsis are visible below. Other relics of tl 
I'olonnade are also obEerved farther on. The colonnade waa m 
joined by three apartnient^ , uovered by the imposing apses of 
subsequent structure. The third of these still possesses traces of 
mural paintings aud a portion of its mosaic payemeot. lu lb( 
large antral chamber the point of divergence of the vaulted ceil- 
ing is distinctly traceable. Several more fragments of the pilUn 
of the coloimade are seen beyond this, on both sides of the path, 
and we at length reach the E. side of the stntdure at the i 
tremity of the plateau. The variegated marble covering of the 
hait'-eolumns la here particularly observable. To the r. in front 
of the wooden door ia an ancient stair which descended through 
a painted passage to the colonnade. Taming hence towards the 
S.W. and passing the back of the apsis (the lofty proportions and 
fretted vaulting of which should be obseited), wa enjoy a beau- 
tifol view to the S. and proceed between insignificant remalnc 
of buildings and (keeping to the r.) across a paved bridge 10 * 
plateau cuinmanding a most admirable 'view in every direction.

Quitting ibese cooms by the gate , tbe viaitor proceeds fn a 
straight direction for about 200 pare; to an altar of travertine with 
an aaeient inauriptlan ('lei dea sti dilvat aaerum' etc.), dedicated 
to the unknown God. Some 60 paces beyond it Is seen the most 
considerable fragment extant ot the ancient wall of Roma Qtia- 
drofa constmeted of blocks of tofa without moitar, placed alter' 
nataly length and breadth-ways, .\dJoiniiig this is a grotto, mp- 
posed to be the Lupereof to which the she-wolf is said to have 
sought lefuge when driven from the twins by the shepherds. A 
stair ascended ftom this grotto to the plateau of the hill, termi- 
nating at the point indirated by the inscription 'SuperciUtan sca- 
(arutn Caef. About 250 paces farther the slsitor passes the chnieh 
of 8. Teodaro and reaches the PotUi Romana and the Clivvs Vlelo- 
rSac, As an appropriate termination to the esciitalon the visitor 
is recommended to ascend the terrace by the director's boose, 
whenre a I'haruiing survey of the chaos of mine, the city, the 
Oampagna, and the distant monntiins is enjoyed. 

From the Monaitery of 8. Bonavrnturn fapproached by the 
street in the valley, adjoining the arch of Titus) the Oieltus and 
the Ciilossenm may be well surveyed. The palms of the monas- 
tery-garden are celebrated. 

Quitting the Forum , skirting the slope of the Paluttae past 
the church of S. Maria Liberairice , which stands on the site of 
the temple of Vesta, and traversing the Via di S. Teodoro, the 
traveller HrsI reaches (1.) the church of S. Teodoro, lylni^ low, 
and somewhat removed from the sti«et.

A short diatanre hence up the etteaiu, iiutuediately to the r., 
is a second amall and well preaerved *TempIe (convertiid in 8SU 
into the church of S. MurUi Kiiitiaea} , with 4 Ionic columns at 
each end, and 7 on one side; the once open portiuo has been 
rioaed by a Wall. It has been known by a variety of different 
appellations (e. g. Temple of Fortuna Virilis), but was probably 
dedicated to Pudicitia I'atrii^ia. The interior contains nothing 
«orlhy of note. On the other aide of the transverse atrect is 
situated the picturesque mediroval 'Hoiut of OeseenJius (lOlh 
rent.], couimoiily known as the Cam di Hleiwi or di PUala, con- 
structed principally of ancient fragments. The long inscription 
whioh it bears haa given rise to a great yarfety of interpretations. 

Here the Fontc KoUo oroases to Trsatevere (p. 22S), where in 
anf^lent times the Font jEmiliat stood , having been constructed 
B. C. IHl. After frequent cestorations the two archea (p In all) 
ueareat the 1. bank fell, and the bridge was neter reconstructed, 
whence Ita present appellation. Within the taat few yeara, however, 
an Iron ehaln-brldge has been thrown across the gap (1 soldo), 
and alTordH a pictuiesqne view: on the. r. ihc Island of tlie Ti- 
ber, in form reaembling a ship; 1. the Aventine; beneath, tln- 
inlhis of the (lloaca Mailma, and citensive embankments which 
protect the banka against the violence of the current.

The Aventine, anciently tho principal residence of the Boon 
fitiba and subsequently densely peopled, is now entirely deserted, 
being uccnpied by monasteries and vineyards only. At its btns 
Ilea tlie Arta S. Pnolo, leading te the celebrated Basilic* ll, 
that name , adjoining which is the Pyramid of Ccsting with tlJK< 
Pcolcatant Bnrlal-graund and the enigmaticAi Honte TesUcol^'

In 1825 tho present area, since donbled In oitont , was sot 
apart Cor this purpose. It la a retired spot, risinR Rently te- 
mrds the city-wall, affording pleasing views, and shaded by lofty 
cypresses, where tiDmerous strangers, English, American, German, 
RnSElan, etc., ato interred. Amongst many lUngtriona namca the 
eye will fall with interest upon that of (he poet ShtUey (d. 1822), 
'cor cordiDm'. His heart only was buried here; his remains were 
bnnod In tho bay of Spczla, where they were washed on shore. 
The ■Pyramid of CeitiiiB, otleinally Bitnatcd In the Vis 
Ostlensis , was enrlosed by Anrelian within the rity-waD. It is 
the tomb of Oalus Cestlus , who died within the last thirty years 
before Christ, and, aMonilng to the Inscriptions on the E. and W. 
sides f'C. CeatiuB L. F. Poh. Epulo. Pr. Tr. PI. Tn. vir Epu- 
ionum'}, was printer, trihuno of the people, and member of the 
rollcge of Scptemvlri Epnlnnnin , or priests whose ofHne was tn 
mudnot the soleuin sacrlfldal banqneta. The Inscription on the 
W. side boneatli records that tlio monument was erected in 330 
days under the supervision of L. Fontlus Mela and the freedman 
Pothns. Alexander VII. caused the sociGwhat deeply imbedded 
luonument to be extricated in 16G3, on which occasion, besides 
the two columns of white marble, tho colossal bronze foot, now 
in the Capltulluo Museum, was found. According to the tn- 
aciipUon on (he basement, it appear! to have belonged to a colossal 
«tatue of Ceatius. 

The Egyptian pyramidal form was not unfreqnently omployod 
by the Romans In the conatinction of their tombs. That of 
Cestini is censtrDcted of brick and covered with marble bloollB; 
height 117 ft., width of oai^ side of tho base 63 ft. Tho interior 
(17 ft. in lungtli , 14 ft. in width) was originally acceasible by 
ladders only; the present entrance was made by order of Alexan- 
der VH. (key kept by (he custodian of tho FiDteataut cemetery). 
The vaulting exhibits tracus of painting.

M. TeEtacdo, 170 It. in height, is, as its name signifluE, 
entirely composed of the remalus of biokeii potlery. Whuii and 
huw this hill was formed is still an unsolvetl myateiy. Th^ popnUr 
boliet was that tha vessels in which sobJagated nations paid their 
Iribute-money were here brokun, whilst the leaiued have assumed 
that potteries onve existed in the vii;iuity, and that Uie broken 
Ilagoients together witb other rnhbish were here uillei^ed to be 
naeci for building purposes. Othera have eoniiectud this resiuk- 
able hill wiih (he Nerouian conQsgratlon , or with the maguhiM 
altniled ht'ie on the Tiber near the harbour (emporisiii^ U 
ex.istetl prior to the Aurelian wall, and remnants of temples tmMl 
there dato trom the llrst centuries of the Chrlstiau era. It Is mnr 
honey-iombed witb cellars , in some of whlrh wine ia parvvyal, 
and atlriiita pleasure-seeking crowds on holidays.

S. Prluta (H. IIJ, 21*), usnally dosed, founded at a very [Emote 
period, but in the 17th cent, entirely modeniised. The ancient 
celnmiM have been incorporated with the modem masonry. 

The Vijina Maenaranl, opposite the church (the vlgna is tra- 
versed In a straight direi'tion as far as the eitremity, whence the 
msln path to the I. is followed}, coataias a fragment of the vene- 
rable Senlaa Wo/i, excavated on the slopi: of the Aventlue. It 
conslata of lar^e blocks of tutfstone; Ihe arch seen here belongs 
to a mDCb later period.

the finest and most remarkable nhurch at Home. It was a baBili«^>- 
with double alaloa oiid open roof; and BO coluDinti of pavonaietW 
aud Parian marble, adorned with busts of Ilie popes, Buppwiedi 
the architrave. It moreover rnntained numerous annleiit muaaioUi 
and fruBCOUS , and in the Coiifeasio tlie sarvophagus of Hi. Paulu 
who, according to tradition, wan interred by a I'ertain Lunittu' 
on her property here. The front towards thu Tiber »aa spprDauhi 
ed by a colonnade, aiid In the niidiUe agee an arcadad paaaagt

Immediately after the Hre , I.eo XII. commeuL'ed the louOfmyt

The piazza in front of the church Is adorned with an anfdent 
enlumn. Here the Via di Porto Latlmi, the ancient Via Lattna, 
which traveraed the valley of the Sacco and terminated at Gapna, 
dlieiges to the 1. The old B>rtu Latina is now closed. Near 
it to t^e 1. (5 min. walk tram S. Ceaareo), beyond the former 
monastery, is the chnroh of S. Giovanni a Porta Lailna (PI, 111, 
29), erct^d by Celestine III. in ilitO, and etfectuaily moderniaed 
by reatorationa in 151*6 , 1633 , and finally by Card. Baapnni in 
1686. The 4 antique columns in the portico and 10 in Ihe in- 
terior are now the only objects of interest It possesaea. 

To the r., nearer the gate, an octagonal chapel of the ISth 
cent. , occupies the spot where the saint eufiured martyrdom. 
The adjoinioK vlgna (formerly Vigna SasBi] (key kept hy cueto- 
dian of the rhurrh) contains. Immediately to the 1., a columbarlnm 
(see p. 194}, interoEtlug on account of its decorations in stacdo 
and colours , the so-called Tamb of the Frtedrnta of Oclmla. A. 
Stall, partly modern, descends to ■ niche decorated with plaster, 
below which Is a cinerary urn with sbellg and mosaic. Beneath \t 
the vaulted tomb , r. an apsis with painted Tine-wreaths and Yicto' 
Ties. Here and by the wall are several xdiculs, or cinerary 
urns in the form of temples, with in^4criptions and representitlous. 

The vigtia commands a pleasing tiev of the city. It may be 
traversed, and quitted by an egress to the Via di Porta 8.

297, the eldea* 
member of the tamil; bailed here. The bones of tbe hero, 
which had been foond in a good state of pieservation , weie tn^ 
terred at Padua byQuliiuI, a Venetlaa. and aie tbeiefori! nlth- 
drawQ from the gaze of the curious. Here, too, ware interred 
the eon of tlio latter, Consul in 269, many ct the younger 
Scipioa , the poet Enoias, as wall as membeia of other famlliea 
and freedmen. The tomb was odglually above the suifaca of the 
earth, with a lofty threshold; the interior wu supported by walll 
hewn. In the solid tufa-rock. It was probably injured, or at least - 
altered during the imperial age, when fceadmea were inteired here. 
Over the entrancC'aTch in the lnt«dor traces of a cornice are ob- 
served, and above are Doric half-columna. 

The adjacent Vigna Codinl, No. 14, contains three ailntirably 
preserved * CrAumbaria. These were tombs iiapabie of containing 
a large number of cinerary urns, and derive their appaliaiioti from 
their resemblance to pigeoii-holes (columbarial. They were usually 
constructed by several persons in common, oi as a matter at 
speculation, and the single recestes could be [yurahased, oi iu* 
herited. The names of the deceased were Insoribed on maibla 
tablets over the niches , on whioh their mode of acquisition at 
the spot was occasionally also recorded. Two of tliese structurel 
are very similar : a steep stair descends into a square vault, aup^ 
potted by a central buttress, which as well, as the eitoinai walla 
contains a number of niches. The third, discovered la ISaa, 
consists of three vaulted paasages , in the niches of which sidt- 
auliE and small , sarcophagus'like monuments are immpred. The 
cdjoining darh pt^anges were destined for the interment of slaves. 

The gate is 2d min. walk from the arch of Uonstantine. Imi- 
mediately before it is the Aroh of Druiu ; for it is probable Uat 
this now much mutilated monument Is the arch erected In bonaiur 
of Claudius IlrusDs Oermanicas , B. C. 8. It is constructed at 
travertine-blocks, partially covered with marble, and still posaessea 
two marble columns on the side towards the gate. It termluued 
in a pediment, until Caracalla conducted over it an squedact to 
supply hia baths with water, the brick temaiaa of which aerlousij 
mar the eBoct. 

The marble blocks of the i'orta iS. Sebaatiano, formerly Porta 
Appiu, ap|>ear to have been taken from ancient buildings; tt Is 
surmounted by medieval towers and pinnacles. With tegiid Hr 
tbt, Via Appit wllboul the city, see p. 261.

Somewhat farther, on the r., ia the portal, amlffilliahed with 
mosaic, of a formffi' hospital, which belonged t'l the inaigniflcsiit 
church of S. Tommtuo m Formii f?l. HI, 24) sitnsted behind it. ■ 
The Interesting mosaic, representing Christ between a Ghriatlui 
and a Moor, was executed in the 13th cent, by two masters of 
the Cosmaa family. 

To the 1. is the descent tO the Colosseum , r. is tha Piaeta 
tUUa Naviedla, so called from the small marble ship which. 
Leo X. oansed to be made from the model of the ancient original 
formerly in the portico of the church. The church of 8. KstIa' 
ia BomnicBi, or delta HnviceUa (visitors knoeh), one of the ma«t

If [he latter be selected it leads in 5 min. to a Small piazza, 
where on the 1. is sitnaled 

a. Clemanta (PI. II, 27) (side entrance from the street nsnill; 
open: if not, vlsiiors ring at the principal door ander the por- 
ticoj. which 111 its original form is one of the bosi-preseived 
basilicas of Rome, and has received additional attractlans in coniie- 
qnence of recent importanc excavations. Beneath the piesent 
cbnrck ibe original structnre, xhlch St. Jerome menCtona in 39i 
■s Dccapying this site, has thus be ti brought to light, Hadrian I. 
decorated it with paintings, still partially preserved. It was almost 
entirely deatrojed in 10B4 on the entry of Robert Giiisoard, aod 
in 1108 Paschalls II, erected oti Its ruins the present (upper) 
church, for which he made use of all the available portions (e, k- 
the choir and ambos) of the lower. It was afterwards hB~ 
■qnently restored, finally with consiiJerable taste by Clement XI,, 
who however unfortunately added the unsnitable reiliiig. 

An anterior court surrounded by a colonnade and paved with 
fragments of marble (giatio and verde antico), is UrsC entered 
from the principal gate in Ihe Via di S. Cleniente, beyond which 
the visitor resohes the church. The latter consists of nave and 
aisles, but, like all genuine basilicas, is destltnle of transept. 
The nave with its flat ceiliii| is separated from the aisles by 
antique columus, and contains the 'screen of the choir and the 
■inboa from the lower chnrch, with the monogram of Pope John Vlll. 
(key kept by the sacristan). The canopy with 4 coiumna of pa- 
Tonazetto dales from the time o( Paschalis II; In the i.-A'oM.vife w. 
ancient episcopal throne, restored in \VQ&. lAosawa tA 'Ai&'uc^wjwa 
cf tbe 12tb cent. On the atc.t. \n *e tCTWe-. *'«-^'^ 'A ^ tiSJ 
ritb tie symbols of the 4 evangeVista, \. S%. "?i«^ a.w)i V-^-t-sv™-^ 
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beneath them Isaiah, lowei duwo the ticy of Bethlehem , 
Peler and Clemeut, beneath them Jeiemiah, lower down Che city 
of Jerusalem. On the Taolting : Cbriet on the Cross, with John 
and Mary surronnded by loiuriant wreaths , beneath which the 
13 lambs. Od the wall of the apse Christ and the apostles 
restored by means of painting only. On the walls by the tribune 
luonnments of the close of the luth. cent. In the chapel at the 
eitremlly of the r. aisle a statue of John the Hapt. by Donatello'* 
brother SImone. L. of the principal entiuice the Cappella della. 
Pasaione with 'frescoes by Masaecio, unfortunately retouched, 
one of the llnest eitant works of this master. On the arch o 
the entrance the Annunciation. To the 1. near the entrance 
Chrlstophorus. On the wall behind the altar a Cniciflxion, on 
1, scenes from the life of St. Catliarine,: above, she refuses to 
worship a heathen idol; she leaches tlie king's dtughters in 
prison; beloiv , she disputes before Maieutius with the doctors; 
an angel breaks the wheels on which Bhs wab to be broken; her 
nxecutioi]. The paintings on the window-wall, gtoatly damagsd, 
probably refered to St. Clement, 

The Ijower Church has been excavated within the last fev 
years (saeriatan , who attends visitors with a light, '/^ li-]- 
In order, however, in obtain a distinct idea of the original struc- 
ture, which has been ooiisiderably marred by stibaequent alter- 
ations, the visitor should repair to the church on Nov. 23rd, w 
on Feb. 3nd, on which d&ys the lower church ii completely iiln- 
minated. The entrance is from the sacristy |^iu the r. aisle}, i 
the waDs of which hang copies of the frescoes in the lower 
church, and plans comparing the upper with the lower part of 
the edifice. 

A broad marble stair (with inscriptions on the walla from the 
time of Pope Damasus) descends to the vestibule in which the 
nace and aisles of the lower church terminate. The aisles alone 
have remained iu their original condition, while in the nave ad- 
ditions of three distinct periods are observable. The oewe 
the buttresses constructed during the recent eicavatloiu (i 
support of the upper church , and recognisable by their whiter 
wash. The older additions conalal of the wall between the co- 
Inmns of the i. alile, and the lateral wall on the r., both built 
on the occasion of the erection of the opper church, the former 
for the support of the external waL above , the latter to bd*' 
tain the r. row of columns above. The most ancient alterations 
were made at a period when the lower church was still in ate, 
and consist of masonry bnilt round the columns of the I. alile, 
and (like the outer walls) adorned with 'frescoes, some of which 
" la excellent perservntion. Apait then from the subsequent 

id'ons the cJiurch was a basilica -wUli iiavt wii ifc*\«t 
'iJreuIai apse correspondiBE wiih t^iW a\ioNa-, 'iia ' 
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conesponded with the 1. aisle of the upper chnrch , while the 
nsve ^as is wide us the nuTe and r. aisle of the upper chuirh 
together. The ceiling was borne by 16 ancient columas ot gra- 
nite and marble. Seven ot those in the r. aisle are still in 
their pUces, while those in the 1. lisle are etill partially coneealed 
by the masonry. 

The Frescoes date from diiTerent periods, between which 
aboQt five ceutnriea intervene. We begin with the vealibnle. 
IimnediaWy to the 1. by the stair is a female head with nim- 
bus, believed by De Kossi to dale from the 5th cent. Farther 
on, under the first arch on the 1., 'Christ blessing in the Greek 
mode, with Qrst, middle, and little linger extended (as in tbe old 
moasica of S. Paolo fncri le Mura, p. 191;), between the aich- 
Biigeli Michael and Gabriel and SS. Andrew (l.J and Clement 
(r,). Before him kneel SS. Cyril and Methodina. The flgnres 
in this, as well aa in the following scenes, hace their names 
attached. Opposite (on the r.), a Uothei llnda at the altar of 
St. Clement her child who had been swallowed Dp by the sea 
and thrown on nhote a year later. Under it the family of flie 
donor grouped round the medallion portrait of St. Clement. To 
the r. is the dedication : In nomine Somlnj Ego Beno <U Bapita 
pro amnre baiii Clementia ti redtmpiione nnime pingere ftfl. 
On the T., farther on, the Transference ol the relics of St. Cyril 
from the Vatican to S. Clemenie in the reign of Pope Nicholas, 
with the dedication : Ega Maria Macellaria pro ((more 7)«i et r«- 
tncdio anime mee haec pingere fed. At the end of the veetlbnle 
on the r. is the entrance to the I. aisle. Over the door of Qie 
latter are three badly piesBrved frescoes, of which that in the 
centre appears to represent the ceauecitation of a child. Two 
only of the fieacoes U the end of this aisle are diatingnisbable : 
on the posterior wall in the I. comer St. Cyril before the Kmp. 
Michael; on the lateral wall a Yoath baptised by St. Hethodiua. 
The nave is now entered through the arch in the r. wall. Bere, 
immediately to the I. , is a 'fresco in three sections, one above 
the other. Half of the uppermost, the Enthronement of St. Cle- 
ment , is desiroyed. That in the centre represents St. Clement 
celebrating mass; on the i, Theodora converted to Christianity 
and her husband Sisinlus struck with blindness; the smaller 
ligurea on the 1. are those of the donor Beno and his wife. Be- 
low it is the dedicatory inscription. The lowest represenlB Sisl- 
niue causing a column to be boiind instead of St, Clement (lltb 
cent.}. The literal surfaces of this pillar are also adorned with 
frescees (1. St. Antony, Daniel in the lions' den ; r. St. Egidlus, 
St. Biasing), bat the adjoining wall precludes thelt (ieti^\v^ 
spected. Farther on lowarda the ve»l\bn\tt, an "ftia ftssftt ■»«S^^ 
IS another and larger 'fresco in fliree *eEtv!it\6. T-^^ Vx'i^'t'J 
now half nhliienteil, represents CttUl >iwweet^ "^^'■^^*-'^ * 
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Clement (i.) and Qabriel and MiJiolaa Ij.). Id the ceutre are 
three sceuea from tbe lite of St. Aleasius, pUced oim above Ibe 
other as ia the «ate of scenes on Bomui ssicophagi: a. AIbs- 
aius letuins uarecognised to Rome as a beimiti b. Pope Boni- 
fa<!a I, blesses the dyiug man; c. The betrothed of the dead 
man cei^oguiseB his torpse. Tha lowest of the three frescoes is 
of a deoorative desoriptioii with flowers and birds. At the end 
of this wall are three scenes from the life of Chriet. Next to 
them, ou the wall of the vestibule, on the r. tbe Crucillxion, on 
Ibe 1. the Afsumptiou. Over the latter Christ borne by foui 
BUgel^i at the camera St. Vitus (r.) and Leo IV. (1.) with the 
inscription S. Dom. Leo IV. P. P. Ro , and the square halo 
with which living persons were osually represented (9th cent.). 
The frescoes of the external wall of the r. aisle are almost enti- 
rely oblilerated. k. niche in this aisle contains a scone of Mary 
with Jesns. On the aich aboie Christ [beardless), with flgures 
of angels and saints on either side. 

Beneath this church ancient chambers and subatractutes of 
toflstonb have been discovered, the latter probably of (he repab- 
Ijcan period. The descent into these chambers is at the end 
of the r. aisle, where an altar of Mithras has been fonnd. S. Cle- 
mente gives a title to a caidlual, and belongs to Irish Uominicaiia. 
A transverse street opposite to S. Clementn leads lo the Via 
de' Quattro Coronati, and to the (on the 1. side) church of 

8S. Qnsttto Corouti (PL II, 27], dedicated to the saints 
Severus. ijeverianus, Carpopbaius, and Vicloriuus, who suffered 
mart)rdom under Domitian for refusing to make Images of hea- 
then gods. The date of the foundation is very remote; the ma- 
terials were probably partially derived from some ancient slructare. 
After its destruction by Robert Guiscard it was rebuilt by Pa- 
Echalls n. in 1111, restored under Mariin V. by Card. Alph. 
Carillo, and subsequently partially modernised. 

The church now posseisGes two eiitrance-cnurts (when doeed, 
visitors apply for sdmissiDn to the r. under the entrance of tbe 
Brst court, 'j% tr.J. On the r. . beneath the hall in front of the 
entrance to tbe second coort, is the Cujj. di 8. Silvtstro, conas- 
crated under Innocent IV, in 12413, containing valuable, althoagh 
somewhat unstiractive ancient paintings from the life of Can- 
staiitine and a still more remote period. Tbe second coart BIlU 
contains ancient columns and traces of the entablature. The tri- 
bune is decorated with baroque frescoes by Giou. da S. Qunanni. 
The nunnery comprises an establishme ntlor tbeedncatiun of oTphana. 
To the r.. t'aithei on In the Via di S. Qiavanni, U the VUla 
CumjHiiui, which formerly contained a valaable collection of intl- 
gaitiee, aow in Paris and St. Petersburg. 
^■■dR tbo r. . at the entrance of l.\ie s5i.c\0M^ mvS i^xAiA ¥V».«j 
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accommodating about 600 patients [obitetdc deputment connected 
with tha SspUnzaJ- The Vis id Meruliuia then dlvergea tu the 1. 
tu S. Mids MaggioTe (p. 137). Opposite 1b the octagonal baptUteiy 
of B. Giovanni in Fonte; farther on, the thutch, and before it 
the pilace with tbti museuia. In the uautcB U the Obeliik erected 
here in i688 by Sixius V, , once pUced by King Tuthmoflie in 
front of the temple of the sun at Deliiqiolis, and brought to Rome 
by ConatantlnB. 

The gato to the 1, opposite the pruj acting palace U tlie 
entrance to tte Villa Massimo (p. 20-1). Facing the spectator is 
ihe Scala Santa, !2& marble ^teps from the palace of Pilate at 
Jerusalem, brought to Rome in 326 by the Empress lielena, and 
which may only be ascended on the knees. The two adjoiaine 
nighfi are for the descent. The clupel at the summit containa 
a picture of the ^aciour, trailitlooslly attributed to St. Lnbe. 
Beneath are two groups in marble by Giurnmetli, Chrlit and Judas, 
and ChiUt before Pontius Pilate. 

In the corner to ibe 1. the street divergBS to the Villa Wol- 
konsliy (p. 20d). The Piaaa di Porta S. Oivvanni is now entered, 
where, especially in front of the church and to the r. by the 
city-wall , a cttarming prospect of the mountains and Campagna 
is enjoyed. To the I. by the Scala Santa is a tribune erected 
by Benedict XIT. with copies of the ancient mosaics in the tri- 
cliuiuni of Leo III. — Beyond this a sui-rey is obtained of the 
row of ariibes of the Aqua Clandla. An avenue leads hence in 
5 rain, to S. Croce (p. HI). The Porta S Giovanni, named 
after Ifae church, tvas erected in 1574 (hence to the Campagna 
see p. 263], snpersedlng the ancient and now closed Porla Ati- 
naria [a short distance to the r,]. 

*S. Oiovanni In Laterajia (PI. Ill, 30], •omnaim urbii et tirbli 
eedeaiarum mater tt eapuV, was , after the time of Constantine 
the Great, the priuc^ai church of Home. It was overthrown by 
an aarthqnake in 8B6, re-erected by Sergiui III. (90i— 911), , 
and dedicated to John the Baptist, In 1306 it was burned down, | 
but was restored by Clemtjit V., and decorated by Giotto; again ' 
altered under Martin V. (1430), Eugene IV., and Alexander VI., 
and modemi-ed by Pius JV. (1660J, by the alterations of Borro- 
m n 1650 nd by the facade of Galilei (1734).

The rBEidenre of the popes from the. time of Conatantine 
until the migration to Aiignon adjoined the Church of S. Gio- 
vanni. Under Clement V, the palace was burned down, and not 
re-eiected till iilbH under Clement Y, , from designs of Dom. 
Fontana. As it remained unoccupied, it was oODTerled by Innft- 
cent XII. inio an orphan-asylum la iG03, Id 1843 Gregory XVI. 
here established a collection of the heathen and Christian anti- 
quities for which the Vatican and Capitolijie museDms no louder 
afforded space. This Kawum Qragoriasum LatenaenM bos 
since then steadily initeaaed in eitent and importance. On the 
basemen t-floOT are 16 rooms containing ancient sculptures; the 
first Qoor is principally occupied by Christian antiquities. 

The collections are accessible daily 9 — 4 o'clock. The entrance 
is by ihe portal In the piazza with the obelisk; visitors ring on 
the r. in the passage , when the custodian ia not on the spot. 
There are neither calalngues nor numbers, but the custodian 
(1 fr.] is well informed . A good scientific German catalogue was

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The river is troased by the Hie arches of the Foute B. Angalc, 
erected by Hadrian in order to connect his toinb with the city, 
A. D. 136, and nimed after hiiu Poni ^lois. The bridge com- 
muids a pleuiog view of the Pinvio with the Viila Medici. 

At The approach to the bridge Ciement Vil, erected sta- 
tues of Peter by Lorenselto, and Paul by Paolo Bomimo, on the 
site of two chapels formerly hers. The 10 colossal statnes of 
angeb, formerly much admired, were executed from Bemiafi dO' 
Bigiu In 1666, and testify ta the low ebb of plastic taale at thM 
period. One angel (fourth on the r. . with the cross) is errone- 
oualy ascribed to Bernini himselfj the tiro executed by him for 
this bridge are now In S. Andrea delle Fi&tte [p. Lii). 

From the bridge co St. Feier's 19 a walk of S min. The bridge 
leads diiert to the Otutello 8. AsK^lo (PI. I, 10), the hoge mo- 
numental tcunb erected by Hadrian for himself and bis family (MoU- 
HadTumi), after the eismple of the maasoleam of Augn^tns, the 
tomb (if Ciecllia Metella, etc. It wa^ completed in 140 by Antoninus 
Pine. Ou a square substructure arose a cylinder of truTertine, 
externally coTsred with marble, of which no trace now remains^ 
on the verge of the attmmit itaoA numerous statues In marble. 
The cylinder was probably surmounted by another of smaller 
dlmenalona, on which a colossal statue of Badrian was placed. 
The head in the Sata Rotonda of the Vatican is supposed to have 
belonged to this statue. According to others the pine-apple in 
the Giardino della Pigna of the Vatican (p. HilJ formed the 
calniinating-point of the stnicture. The ancient entrance is seen 
in the court opposite the bridge. A passage gradually ascended 
tbence, winding round the building in the Interior, and then 
diverging to the central tomb-chamber, which is now reached partly 
by Dther approaches. This vaa the lait resting-place of Hsdrian 
and hia family, where the now empty niches for the reception 
of the nms are still seen. A sarcophagus of porphyry Is said to 
have been fcnnd here, the cover of which is employed as a font 
in S. Petec'9, Many of the following emperors also reposed herei 
but, when the Goths under Vitiges besieged Some, the tomb was 
converted into a fortress , and the statues on the summit hurled 
down on the besiegers.

The **Piazia di S. Fietro is a square «ith an elliptical apace 
in front. encloGed by the imposing colonnades of Bernini. Its 
length as far as the portico of the church is 1098 ft., greatest 
breadth 625 ft. The colonnades, erected by Alexaoder Til., conaiat 
of four series of columns in each, of the Doric order. Thiee 
WJ'ereil passages are formed by 284 colninnl and 88 buttrBBSBS, 
on the roofs of which are placed 126 statues of aaints in the 
style of Bernini. Tbe cost of the construction amounted to 
850,000 scudi : the pavement, laid down under Benedict Xm., 
alone cost 88,000 scudi. The whole presents a sttihingly imposliis 
aspect, and forms an appropciata adjunct to the largest church in 
the world. The great Obelisk in tbe centre of the piazza, brought to 
Rome by Caligula and placed in Che Vatican Circus, is the sole 
monument of the description which has neYSi been overthrown.

ni.; vUitors apply at the sacristy. Eight Qigbta of broad iteps 
(143 in allj ascend to the roof. The (calls bear memorial-tablets 
of royal personages who have performed the ascent. On the roof 
a number of domes and small structures are seen, some of which 
serve as dweUings lor the workmen and custodians. One of the 
octagonal chambers in the pillars which support the dome con- 
tains a "model of tlie church by JUiehael Angelc and his prede- 
cessor Ani. da S. Gullo, for admission to which a separate per- 
mlGsian must be obtained through an ambasgador otcohsdI; here, 
too, a model of the ancient throne of St, Peter is preserved. The 
dome rises 318 ft, above the roof, and Is 652 ft. in ciroum- 
fereoce. The huge hoops of iron are here seen, by which the 
dome was strengthened in the 17th cent. . being then considered 
in a dangeroQS condition. The gallery within the dome affOida 
a striking «le« of the Interior. An eaay sta'rca^^e ascends be- 
tween the esternal and Internal walla of the dome to the 'Lan- 
tern, whence a view of the entire chorob and its environs, and 
in favourable weather of the Campagna from the moantaius to 
the distant sea, is obtained, A narrow iron staircase, admitting 
one person only at a time, ascends to the copper ball on the 
summit, ithlch can contain 16 persons, but affords no view. 

The coronation of the new pope, as well as the canonisation 
of a new saint, always takes place at St. Peter's. At Christoas, 
Easier, and on the festival of SS. Peter and Paul (June SSth), 
the Pope used to celebrate high mass here in person, bnt baa not 
officiated since the Italian occupation. The most important of 
the other feativals have already been enomerated (p. 88), the 
remainder will be found in the Roman calendar. On Easter-day 
and June 28th the dome, the facade, and the colonnades were 
under the papal regime illnminated in the evening by 44D0 
lamps, throwing the lines of the architecture into alngalarly pro- 
minent relief; and I'/j hr. after sunset this illuminatioo. -vift 
exchanged with great rapidity by 4W) ■wort.roen im *• V*m. ^ 
toreb-Ugbt.

It comprises fin 8 Toom^l a number 
of MRS. and printed irorfas of great sslue, and a ColUetlon of 
Engravlngi. one of the largest !n the world. 

The spiciOQS and beBntifol 'Oarden eitends l>ehind the palaie 
on the slopes of tbe Janiculns. The heights command an admi- 
rable 'riew of Rome. 

A short v/iy beyond these palaces the Via della Longara is 
terminated hy the Poria Settimiana fPl. II, llj, a gate in the 
older wall of Traalevere, preaerring by its name a ieiii(iw«o.w.

This quarter of the city is inhabited almost eiiJusively by 
working clasBes. among vbom well-built and handsome IndiTldnato 
of both sexes are often enconntcTed. The iuhabituitE of Traat^vem 
maintain that they are the most diiect deac^ndants of the uicieDt 
Romans, and their nharar.ler differa in many respects from 
of the citizeoa of other qnartere, 

Ttastevere is connected with the city by three bridgsa, 
most K. of which is the Fontt Siste (PI. II, llj. conetmcled bj- 
Baccio Pinttili under Siitus IT., in 1473, and uanted after tfart 
pope. It occupies the site of the Font Aarelitis, destroyed ik 
the 8th cent., and commands an ioterEsting ^ew. 

To the r the Via di Fontt Siato leads in 3 min. to the Porta 
Settimiaua |see abo^e) , outside of which the broad Via deOt 
Fomact nSLends to the 1. The latter leads in f> min. to th» 
point where the ascent becomes more rapid, and whence a cairl»g<>- 
toad wtndb np to S. Pietro in Montorio, the Acqna Paola, PorU 
S FanoraEio and Villa PamSli.

The balwny of tbis 
room affords s plesEant snrvey of the flower-garden. In the cireidar 
billiard-room the elatiie of ta Amazon etc. 

The luomB of the Ist floor contain views of Venine by Htin- 
tuit, of the t7lh cent. The ataircABe ascends to the platform of 
the vUla. where » flue 'panoraniB is enjoyed of the grounds and 
environs. The sea is said to be visible in clear weather. 

From the Daslno the visitor proreeils to Inspect the *(^'a(uni- 
baria {j., ■morig the trees), iliacoverad in 183b, and situated no 
^e aneieiil fin Aurelia, One ol them la weU-pre served, and mn- 
tains some interesting paintings j^Promethena delivered by Herru- 
leti. Death of tlie childreB of Mioba, etc.) 

The stair by the Casino descends to the ttower-garden, where 
the camellias are particularly llite; peimiBsioo to visit it must be 
obtained of the Prijicipe (Pal. Doria, in the Gorso). 

The road by which the Casino hiu been reached turns to the 
1. skirting a meadow, t-'arpeted in spring with anemones. In its 
ventre stands an ara, with representations of the gods, and Ant. 
Pins sacrillcing to the Penates. After 5 min., where It Inclines 
to the r. , a beautiful *vlcw is obtained of the Albaii Hts. and 
the Gampagna ; it then proceeds in numerous windings, at first 
skirting the celebrated grove of pines, to a pond with swam 
ClU mill.), and alotin; the bank to the fountain by widch it is 
supplied (6 mio.).

The Oatacombi of St. Priaeilla, 2 M, beyond the Porta Salara 
(PI. I. 37]. of yery early constrtiction , coutaiu interesting paint- 
ings, among them a •Madonna and Child, probably of the be- 
ginning cif the '3nd <'ent. They ace also interesting in other re- 
speots, and well-preserved. 

The Oatuombi of 8. Agnels, outside the Porta Pla, on the 
I. side of the Via NomenCaDa (p. 131), '/t ^- beyond the uboich 
of 8. Agneie foori, are interesting in their consfrnction. One of 
the ckunbeis furnished with several seats, was, according to the 
most recent assamptions , probably employed for purposes of in- 
BtiDction. Several others contain moral paintings deviating from 
the usual style: Christ between two packets of scrolls, the men 
in the fler; farnace, el<;. Then in the sides of the passage two 
oorrespooding recesses which served aa a place for divine worship, 
in one of them a seat for the bishop and benches tor the clergy. 
Another chapel contains a Madonna of the latter part of the 3rd 
cent. An ancient sand-pit connected with these catacombs 
distinctly proves by its character that the burial places and are- 
narta originally possessed nothing in common, 

Tbo OfttaeoMbt of B. BebnttiMio, beneath the church of ihu 
name (p. 262), the only ones which bave never been consigned 
to oblivion, are now accessible without permesso. 

The Oatacombt of 8. Aleiundzo, sitoated on the Via Momen- 
lana. 7 M. from the Porta Pla (PI. I, 30), are beyond the circle 
of the Koman catacombs , and probably appertained to the small 
town of Nomentum (now Mentana). They have been discovered 
within the last few years only. Their chief interest arises &om 
the rains which they comprise of an originally half-subterranean 
oratocium, tlie traces of whioh are BtUl distinctly recognised. They 
Bire believed to date from the 5th cent. The apsis contains the 
episcopal throne, in front of it the altar, beneath which, as an 
insciiption records, the tomb of Pope Alexander once lay. This 
space is separated from the rest of the church by marble barriers; 
the adjacent ambos are probably of somewhat later date. This 
oratory is adjoined by chapels with the tombs of martyrs, and 
with these are connected other passages with tombs, some of 
which are in a more undisturbed state of preservation than those 
in the other catacombs. The construction appears to betoken haste, 
and poverty, the remains of earlier sttMM.n\iis \ia.ii.ii*,>«icw ■iiiai-'

They are of smaU extent i ' ' 
remarkably primitive i^onstruclion , but are in excelletit [ 
vatioii and merit a visit. 

Hngliaiui, Near the sUtion of that name (p. il} is sltuabA 
the dilapidated hunting chateau La .Hagliima, the property of tin 
rsnient of St. Cecilia, unce a farourite residence of Innocent VIU., 
Julius n., Leo X., and several other popes. The building, vhicb 
ia iBst«fully decorated in the Kenaissance style, once contaloel 
fresfioea attributed to Raphael, but now removed. 

From the Porta S. Paolo (PI. 11, 16). 
Tre Tontuia. The route as far n the gate , the FrDtestanfe 
Cemetery, the Pyramid of Cestlus, and the Church of S. PaoU 
fuoti le MuTa is described at pp. 1UT and 190, and may cod'' 
venlently be combined with this excursion.

deatina Haova. The latter lesd^ in l/i hi. to the Abbay dalle tie 
TontMLB (ad aquas Salviat), almost entirely abandoned on account 
-of the nnheaithine^e of the Bilnation. A. monk who generally 
leniains here till the evening will be found to act as guide. The 
appellation is derived from thtee springs which are said 1o buve 
welled foitb when the apostle Paul was executed here , and his 
head was observed ta make three distinct leaps. The three ilhtiichea 
are approached by an archway bearing tracee^ of painting, which 
is believed to have pertained to an earlier charch of John the 
Baptist. *88.

A short distance beyond the chnrch a fleld-road diverges to 
the 1., by a small circular chapel, to the Caffarella VaUey (p. 265).

I'/t M. from the gate, is tbe ear 
trance to the Catacombi of St. Cnlitlia (f. 3dB), I'umished wflfa 
BD inscription and shaded with cypresses.

Garioci, The gecaiid chipel un tlie 1. aoiiUitis 
a good «ta<De of S. Sebastian, designed by Bernini and executed 
by Oioigtnj. A stair on the 1, by the egress descends to the 
MtMombB (1 ft.), which hotvecer are aninleiesting cotDpared 
wltt those of Callxlua. 

A short distance fsrlhec, all tbe opposite aide of the road, 
lies the 'dTDM of lI«i«lLtiii« , constiacted in 31j. It is mfO- 
clently excavated and we 11 -pre served to exhibit the arrangement 
of the struclnre, which was destined Km chariot'iaces. Length 
157 J rt., breadth 269 ft. Facing the Via Appia was once an es- 
teOiive colonnade, behind it a grand enttarice, opposite to which 
was another in Che seonicircle which terminated tbe etiuctare (on 
the above-mentioned road, which to the 1. leads to S. Urbino). 
At the Bides were other gates, ol' which the first on the i. Is sup- 
posed to be the Forla Libiliaa, by which the dead were canjed out. 
On either side of the first-mentioned main entrance were the eat^ 
ct7te, or barriers. The chariot? starting hence bad seven limes to 
perform the circuit of tbe course, which was formed by the seats 
of the spectators and the Spina, a wall erected longitDdinally in the 
centre of the arena , and embellished with statues and obelisks 
(one of these now stands in the Piawa Navona, p. 154), At the ei- 
tremities of this wall stood the tmtae. or goals. The direction of 
the spina was somewhat oblique, with a view to equalise the disad- 
Tsntages of those starting Id difterent positions; for the same rea- 
son the caieeres are in a curved lioe. The spectators sat on 10 
tier* of stops aronnd. on which about 13.000 could be accom- 
modated. — Tbe ruins of a circular building near the circni, on 
the Via Appia , are snpposed to be those of a (empte of Romu- 
laa, the son of MaxenCius. who died at an early age. and to whose 
honour the drcns was perhaps also constructed. 

The traveller now ascends in fj min, to the ■ Tomb of Onoilift 
KMellk, wbich forms so conspicuous an object in the views of 
Bome and the Campagna, a circular stiuctnre, upwards of 60 ft. 
in diameler, on a square basement, both of which were originally 
covered with travertine. The frieze above is adorned with wreaths 
of Bowers and almlU of oxen, from which latter the tomb derives 
its appellation of Capo di ISove. On a marble tablet facing the road 
is Inscribed: CaiciUae Q. Creticl FlUat MettlUu Craaai. i. e. to 
tbe manes of the daughter of MeteUus Cr«ticuB, wife of tbe trium- 
vir Crassua. who was interred here. The iuiarior, now almost 
entirely filled up. contained the tomb-chamber of the deoeased. In 
tbe 13lh cent, the (raL-tsni cojiveited the edifice into tbe tower of a 
stronghold, and furnished it with pinnacles. To this eitensive 
castle, which subsequoiilly passed through various hands, and was 
destroyed under Siitus V., belong ftie ^y*"^*'^'^'^ -kS^ia ■*. *. 
ptltoe idj»ceat to the tower, and a iAh\te\i ii¥^qsv\».

anciejit road. The more interesting portion of Che Vi« now begtait 
the aiiciGnC pivemeaC ia in most pUcee Tisible , on both ddw 
cODtinuous row8 of tomba Bkirt the rond, moat of them , boirever, 
in a ruined btate, and the view becomes more ett 
Btep. On tlie 1, the adjacent arches of the Aqim Mucia and 
Clandii are perceived, the latter now partially converted i. 
modera Aeqna Felice. The road gradaally ce&BSG to be bordeied 
by boneej, and 3'/4 M. from the city-gale the ( 
excavated portion of the Via Appia , flanked be>'ond this point, 
by a dense auccHBsion of tombs , is attained. Many of the btieta 
fontain reliefs and inscriptions worthy of inHe. The acener 
cantinoes to be of tbe most sublime deEcription. On the t. 
I'/t M. from the entrance, a 'uaaale' ha^ been built witblB) 
tbe waUa of an ancient church , the totalled 5. Maria NwmmU, 
Beyond it lie [he ei.teasive ruins koown as Homa VtccUa,, 
which appear to have belonged to a spadooa villa of the Qulntllli. 
Several of tbe chambers were employed as baths. 

A large lomb on tbe 1., tbe site of nhicb is now ocrupiedi, 
by a small farm, V( M. from Koma VecFliia , is termed Cosat>i 
Roiondo. It lies by the 6th milestone, and. according to tianin^' 
was erected for Messala L'orvinua , a stateaman and poet of o 
siderable repatation under Augustus. This couJecCure, howev 
is not borne out by auf&cieat evidence. It may be ascended tat 
the Bake of the fine view It commands. The lofty a 
on the ].. T min. farther, on the same side, is an ancle 
on which the Arabians and Normans subseqnently erected % 
tower, named Tor di Selee (tower of basalt). 

The prolongation of the V<a Appla hence to Albano (7Vt H.} 
is leas interesting. Among the tiimbs may be mentioned, on tl 
1., 2 H. beyond Tor di Selce, the circular Torraccio, or Paloinior^ 
name of deceased unknown. Pedestrians may by crossing tbeOtUi 
to the 1. from Tor di Selce [or by a fleld-road 1 M. farther, leadlni 
to the Via Appia Nuova), and intersecting the Via Appia NnoTl 
I at a point about 6 M. from the city-gatel, reach stat. datnphu 
Ipp. 271, 376) in 1 hr., and return by one of the trains from 
Albano ojFrascati (tares Ifr.fiO, 1fr,,T0c.). At the 1 1 th mlleslMW 
the road is intersected by the railway, a short distance beyoiv' 
which is tbe Oatetia delle Fratocchle; hence to Albano see p- 2Ti

Retuming benEe to the road, the traietler uiay nest itcend 
the Talley of Ihe Atmo or Caffarelia. The tarriage-road is followed 
ju a etraight direction; after b min. a gate (cancello) 1^ pasaed 
through, immediately beyond which a rotd diverges to the Tenuis 
on the 1.; 2 min. farther, after a second cancello is passed, the 
carriage-road, whicli should be quitted in order to follow the path 
by the brook, aaeeiids to the r. to S. Urbatio. Thla leads to the 
ao-called Orotto of EBerio, which -naa here sought for, owing to 
an erroneous interpretation of a passage of Juvenal. It is a Nym- 
fh»nm, the shrine of the brook Almo which llotrs past it, ori- 
ginally covered with marble , and erected at a somewhat late 
period. A niche in the posterior wall contfllns the mutilated 
statue of the river-god; the niches in the lateral walls were also 
once occupied by statues. 

The footpath now passes a small, but formerly more extensive 
TTOod on the hill, where, according to the account of the ciceroni, 
T4uma is said to have held his interviews vich the nymph Egeria, 
.and ascends to 8. VTbauo , a Komaii torob of the time of the 
Antonmei, long regarded is a temple of Bacchus, an abject 
Tecognieed from a distance by its red hrick walls. It seems to 
have been converted into a church in the Itth cent., from which 
peiioil the paintings date. The edlUce was provided with a portico 
home by four Corinthian columns, which was probably walled up 
during the restoration in 1634 . on which occasion the Sying 
buttresses were also added. The interior (a soldl^ is adorned 
with paintings between the Corinthian pilasters, restored under 
Urban VIU., but interesting on accotint of their origin. They 
were executed, according to an inscilptian on the Criielflxlon 
over the door, by a certain Bonizo in the year 1011. On the 
posterior wall Is Christ on a throne imparting blessings; also 
scenes from the lives of Christ, St. Urban, and St. Ceullla. A 
stair, now walled up, is said to lead to the catacombs. From the 
small wood on the neighbouring hill there is a magniflceut pro- 
spect of the Campagna and Alban Mis. 

The path, partially shaded by trees, and commanding charming 
views, leads from S, Urbano in 3 min, to the high road, which 
to the I, leads to the Via Appia, above the catacombs of Callxtns. 
in 9 min. |>. 262). Or if the higb road he followed to the I., 
it leads in 1 min, to the Circns of Maxentlus . which may be 
traversed, and the traveller thus reaches the Via Appla below 
the Tomb of Cecilia Metella. Those who prefer it may drive »%. 
far as S, Urbano. and descend thence to V\ift GttAWi iiVt^'^'a.. 

In the other direction the pedestrtan tuvj ttows 'Oo.e -^ifi-KS ' 
Ihe Aloii: leaping a few small ditches. atvA WKvetifc ■Co.fc ^«>-*^ 
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to reBch the Via Appia Noovj. (I/4 hr.)- The lombs oa tha W* 
itina, a I'isit to nliich may be conveniently combined with tbif, 
' near tbe Qnd mileetone, near whicb the pedeitrian urivM; 
e direction la be followed ioctineG towards the city. 

From Ifte Porta S. Giovanni (PI. U, 33). 

Tombl on the Tia Latina, The anaient Via Lalina dlTergod 
from the Via Appia oaleide tlie Porta Capena; tbe now oloiad 
Porta LaClna in the wall of Aurelian was deEtlned for its point of 
iBfiUH. Like the Via Appia and the other roads emerging from 
Roma, it was bordered by lonibs on both aidei, eeTetal of whick, 
interesting especially on account of their decorations, ireis sl- 
cavated in 1862. Tbe route thither is in a straight diraotion b7 
the Via Appia Nuova leading to Albano, isauing froai the PotU 
S, Giovanni, and commanding beautiful views. At the Trattort* 
of Baldinotti the road 10 the 1. leads to Frascati (p. 271). The 
high road is followed as far as the second mileslane of the present 
route, immediately beyond which it is quitted by t, mad leading 
to tbe 1. to the anc ent Via l.alina, passing the ismnanta of the 
ancient road , where two interesting Tombt are situated (whieh 
may be reached by carriagej. The custodian [fee '/a fr- • for » P»rtT 
1 — ll/f fr.) is to be found on (he spot in winter. That on the 
r.. with the two recently leiitared Roman pilaslere , coniisted of 
an anterior court and subterranean tomb, over which the now 
re-erected sacellnm with two columns arose. The interior of the 
chamber Is decorated with interesting reliefs in stncTO. sea-mon- 
sters, nymphs, and genii.

The Aqua fiarcia. constmcted 
by the PrEBtoT Q. Martins Rei, B. C. US, extends as far aa the 
Sabine Mtg., 56 M. In length; Its water waa uonaidered tlie 
purest in Rome, Oybc it flows here the Aipia Claudia, erected 
A. D. 50 by the Emp. Claudius, extending from the vidnity of 
Subiaco , a distance of Sft'/s M. — To the r. a view of the Via 
Appia oith the tomb of Cicdlia Metella. 2 M. fcom the gate the 
^Portu Fwrba' is reached, being an arch Of the Acqoa Felite, he- 
aeatb which the road leads. An eiquiaite 'prospect is here en- 
joyed of the Campagna and the Alban Mis., beyond which rise 
the more distant Sabine Mt». Below runs the railway to Naples 
and Frascati. About 2 min. from the Porta Furba, the 'Osteria 
del Pino stands by the pine on the i, 

Frtim iht Porta IdavgloTe fPI. 11, 35). 

Two high roads issue hence : r, the Via t'Sbicana, I. the Via 
Frieneatina. On the ancient Via JMbicana, which leads to Pales- 
triua (comp. p. 287), 3 M. distant, are situated the remains of 
the octagonal Afonumral of the Emprtaa Heltna, whose sarcophagos 
fonnd here is now preserved in the Vatican. The strufiture ia 
termed Tom Fignattara from the earthenware vessels Ipignatte] 
immnred in the vaulting on account of their lighter weight, aa 
was customary during the period of the empire. It oontains little 
to arrest the traveller's attention. 

Tor ds' BohiBvi. Ontalde the Porta Maggiore the ancient Via 
Pratntititia is followed to the 1,, a little frequented route, hot, 
as the dty is left behind, oommanding beautiful views of the 
mnnntaiiis. About 1 M, from the gate tlie vineyard-walls ceaae. 
Numerous ruins of Mmbs on the r. indicate the direction of the 
ancient route, which affords a more unobstructed slew than the 
lower level of the road, and may be reached by crossing the 
fields. About 2 M. from the city-gate the ruins termed Tor 
de Sehiavi are attained. They probably belonged to an aitensive 
villa of the Gordians. First, to the 1. of the load, is a basagonal 
structure, almost entirely fallen to decay. A column in the centre 
and the additional erection on the summit, buth mediieval, impart 
a grotesque aspect to the place. Farther on ia a circular building

ImmediaCel) co the r. outside the gate is the entrance to the 
ViUa Borglitu (p. 122). After Vl M. Che Casino ili Papa G'uilk> 
is reached on the r., whence a Aeld-ioad leads to Acqua Acetosa 
(I'/jM-). This road passes the ViUa di Papa Ghilio , eretted hy 
Vignola for Julius III. (on the groundfloor 'two rooms with richly 
decorated ceilings, worthy of a Tisit ^ handsome court with fountain ; 
Ve fr.), formerly celebrated for its splendour, but now deserted. 

Farther on, rollowlng the high road, is S. Andrea on the r., 
founded by Julius JII. in ir)27 in commeiBOration of his delive- 
rance oat of the hands of the Germans, erected by Vignola in 
the finest style of the Renaissance. Shortly before the bridge is 
reached is a second chapel of St. Andrew on the r. (comp. p. 41). 

Beyond the Ponte Molle is a popular osteila. The present rouM,

Imniediately to the 1, of the bridge a carriage-road , at tlret 
skirting the river, leads (a Porta Angelica; after 3/( M. a road 
ascends thence to the r. to the Villa Madama (see below). 

From the Porta Anpeliea (PI. I, 8). 
Konte Horio. Two principal routes issue from this gate : r. 
that in the plain, finally skirting the river, to Ponle Molla. 2 M.. 

This monnttin is the N. emi- 
nence of the range of bills which form the Janiruitii; in annient 
times It was termed Cljuui Cmnue , in the middle ages MonU 
Malo; its preseut name is derived from Mario Melliui, the pro- 
prietor in the time of Siitus JV. of the villa mentioned below. 
After passing several osterie, which are favourite resorts of the 
lower classes in October, the base of the bill is reached (I M.);

The town itself, oninteresting and 
of CDDiparatively modein origin, arose, after the ancient rusCDlom 
bad been destioyed by the Kaoians in 1191, on the rains of in 
ancient ^^IIb. oveigronn with underwood (fmselit), whence iu 
appellation. The older cathedral of S. Roeeo was erected In 1309, 
that of S, PittTO in 1700 under Innocent Xn.

It contains puntinge by the Cavaliere d'Arpino, The grounds tti I 
adorned with cascades and beautiful oaks, and the vleva tie tm^ J 
eitensiie , especially from the roof of the semicircttlu bntldinf. \ 
V. Mtmlalto, erected by the Perettl, came into the posseuieo 
of the Propaganda in 1835. 'ViUa Ruffimlla (or Tmcuiajw), of 
the 16th rent., formerly the property of Lncian Buonaparte, tnb- 
seqnerilly of Maria Christina, Queen of Sardinia, now belongs to 
King Victor Emmanuel, Here in November, 1618, Lucian was 
attacked acid plundered by robbers, an tvent admirably described 
in Washington Irving's 'Adventure of (he Artist'.

Boooa dl Fapa, aitnaled on the brink of the great cuter of 
Campo d'Arinlbale [see below], In the miilat of beautiful torest- 
acenery , in a small town with 2ri00 inbab. , well adapted for a 
annimer-reiidBnce on ai'eoiint of ita altitude. It (joutaiiiE no inn. 
The two TruttorU are acaic«ly tnlerable. Apartments, howevBr 
(even for one night), may be heard of at the Caffr del Oenlo, 
in the upper part of tlie towu. 

From the CalTfi the nairovf Via dl Monte Cavo a'icenda to ttie 
T. ; at its extremity the turn to the J. is taken, and after a few 
minntea a footpath aticeiided on the r. Here to the 1. \s eituated 
the great crater of Ciimpa d' AnnSialt, a name derived from the 
Dorouuded tradition th;it Hannibal Onre piti^hed hia camp here 
during bla i^mpn'gu against Konie. It is mure probable that the 
Romans were encamped here at that period, to repel the attai^ki 
of the Carthaginians. 

The wooded summit of Honta Cava ie anon attained by means 
of the well-pieserved ajid shady Via Triiimjihali), in anileiit ruad, 
paved with basalt, by which the generals to nhoni the senate 
ternsed a triumph at Rome , asnendcd this height and celebrated 
one on their own respanstbllity. From two open spaMs , about 
threa-quattErs of the way op, a better •yIow tli&ii ftooi tlie top 
is obtaiiiud of Marino on t1ie i., the Lago d'Albano, Ariecia with 
the viadai't, Genxaiio. the Lago di Nemi, and Nemi lUelC. 

On the summit of the mounfain , the Mons AWanua of onti- 
qiiity, nearly 3200 ft. above tho liea-level, stooLl the venerat^le 
sanctuary of the Latin f.eague, the 'Temple of JttplUr Latiarlt, 
^here the sacriUcial festival of the Faiat Latinae was annually 
Mlubtated. Its rniii.i, "iiiA ft, in leiigth, 127 ft. in breailth, with 
eolumns of white aiid yellow marble , were iu a state of tolerable 
piWBorvation till 17H3, when Cardinal York, 'the last of the 
Stuarts', converted them into a I'asslo[iiat monastery. A portion 
only of the ancient lonndations is preserved on the S. K. side 
of the garden-wall. The 'view from several dllTeteut points is 
iucomparsblu. It embraces the sea, the coast fcoui Tucracina to 
CIviti Vacdiia, the Volscian and Sabine Mts. , Uome and the 
Campagna with a number of towns and villages, and below the 
spectator the beautiful Albaii Mts. [comp, p. 271). The distalil

Lake and tLe plain is enjoyed. From Monte Csvo to Albano '2,

PalafiQola and the Alban Lake. The latter, about 6 M. In 
ciiuinnference , fs the crater of an extinct valraiio, presenting a 
somowhat sombre and roelaniholy aspect, althougb its banks ate 
well cultivated. It is fed by abundant subterroneoua gpriogs, and 
drained by an outlet of very ancient constiuctiun betow Carlcl 
Oandolfo fp. 273), 

On the K. bank of the lake stands the Franciscan nioiiastsry 
of Patnsaiola, dating from the 13th cent. The garden vuDtaiiis 
a remarkaMe rovk-toiub in the Rlinscsn etyle, respecting which 
liltle is known. 

Above the monastery, on the narrow ridge between tlie base 
of Monte Caver and the Alban take , onra lay in a prolonged 
line, as its name Indicates, the city uf Alba Lcmga, ef wbicb 
no trares now remain. It may be observed, however, bow the 
roi'ks towards Palazzuola have been huwn purpcndlc4ilarly, In orilci 
to render the town more imprp.gnab1e. Tlie foundation of Alba 
Longa belongs to a pre-hlstoric perioil . allhough traiiitiOQ has 
attributed it to Aecanins, the son of jfineas. It "'as the ancient 
capital of tlio Latiu League, of which it constituted the politi- 
cal and religions centre. At an early period, however, it was de- 
stroyed by its younger rival on the banks of the Tiber, after wblch 
the ancient festivals of the League on tlie .\lbau Mt. alone c 
tinned to bo celebrated.

of Kome. In B. 0. 380 CamiUoa aobjagated Tibor and Prxaeate, 
after vhich it formed a member of the league of the Latin tonus 
allied with itome. Hercules and Testa were here etpecially revered. 
During the reign of A.ngustus the emperor himself and man; of tbe 
Roman nobiea fe. g. MierenaaJ foanded beantlful villas here ; under 
Hadrian the splendour of the place attained Ita c'imiix; and diu^ 
tng the Diiddle ages it participated in Ibe fate of Kame. In 
1460 Plus 11. founded the ciladel on the ruins of the amphi- 
theatre. The modem town (7000 inhib.), with iU narrow streets, 
offers fen attractions beyond its charming situation. It is more- 
over somewhat damp am! windy, especially iu spring.

(Donkey 
for tbe exclusion (o the falls i—i'Ji ''■' Rnide 1 — I'/g fr., but 
not Deceasary; they often demand 3 — 4 fr.) The eireUeot path, 
affording pictureaqae glimpses uf the great fall, was uonetructed 
by the French general Mollis. Fallowing this path to the i., the 
iraTellcr crosses a wooden bridge, and reaches the grotto itself in 
9 miu. Ue non roturns (o the gallery hewn in the rorJi, and 
passes through il, Next a descent to the lowest point to wbicb 
tho path leads, and finally up the stone steps, constantly mois- 
tened by tbe tpray, to the fantastically shaped *fi/rent' Urotto. 
Then bark to the path which ascends to the r. to a small tnrrace, 
vblch on one side rommands a striking *<iew Of the ttmple of 
tbe Sibyl , and on tbe other a fine survey of the new waterhll 
below. The path , which aftocds a Eiiccessiou of glimpses of tbe 
temple, now astends past an ancient wail, Mnjecturod to ha^e 
belonged to a Villa of Yopiieus, in 6 min. more to (he primtipal 
stream by Monlt (.'atUio, the innnot of which (372 paces in length ; 
fee for opening the gate 2 s.) may be trayersed , as far as the 
influi of the riTer. Visitors usually quit the ravine by a gate

A ' ViWi of 
Jloraee' [who nesor poaseased oiia xt Tibnr) is also pointail oul 
by the guiiJee. From S, Mi.ri.1 the tratHllei bears to the I., anil 
croGxes the valley by tlie (1 M.) I'rmle deW AejtKtrta, and a^ilii 
a^wnds the hiU of Tlbiir (i;iWa3 TibTirtinna] to the faalU of tliu 
so-railed Villa of Matcmaa^ and an enpient rirMilar buildiOE 
known by the singular appellntion of Ttmpio dtlla Tom ('teaiple 
nf the coQgh'; probably a tomb of the Ttircia or Ttaria faaiily).

■TiUa d' Bate, at the entrance to the town, near Porta S.

Jppolito d'Gate, was presented by the Duke of 
Moilena to Mons^. Rohejilohe. Though eadly neglecied , it etlll 
retains Irenes of lis former splendour: in the fs^ino, (rescoeB by 
Ftderlgo Zuceieri and AfusiuTio [damaged); In the garden are ter- 
tiriM (boiit seen from the rypress plateau with the four fonntilns). 
grottoes with casi'adeB, deneely shaded srenaes, magnlfli'ent groups 
of trees of the most varied hues, and charming points of view. 

Villa Braiclii, founded by Pins VI., and the Terrare of the 
Jeraiti' ColUge near Porta S. Ornca also afford magniflrent «iew> 
of the Campagna and Itome.

Monit CompnlTi, with a ohitean of the Borghese, the ancient 
Labicum.

'*view from this Inn ia singularly beautiful. To the r. are visitde 
the barren summits of the Sabine Mts., with Civitella, S. Vita, 
Capraiitca, and Kocca dl Cave; then the narrow plain, bounded by 
the Alban and .Sabine Hta. In Ibe distance Velletri is seen. 
Nearer U Valmontonc with its chateau, sitimteil on ft mnimtaiii- 
sumuiit; then ltoc«a Massima, Segni, and Paliauo. Towards the 
t^, exterids tbe volley of tbe Sacco. until lost to the view. The 
tnwn with its ruined caatle fortiis tbe moat cbarniing foreground. 
The inn ehouid if pDsiible be reached an hour before suiiisot. It 
!h well adapted for a prolonged stay. The eiivicons are replete 
with beautiful aeenery.

Tbe 
town appears to hive been surrounded by difTereillly situated Wilis 
at difFeient peiio<ls, 

A deep raiiiie oulaidii the Porta JVin/Vsina is spaiiued by the 
"Ponte dtlla Caltna , s bridge constructed of blocks or tuftstone, 
in the style of the Cloavji Maxima at Rome. In order Chat the 
atrnctnro aud its great solidity j^an an^h with double layers ot 
masouryj may be appreciated, the survey must be mside from thx 
raTine below. 

The trivellur's attention, however, will be principally arrested 
by the colonnade of the eo-nalled 'Tm^tt of HtreuUn (pcrhnpH 
uf Uiiiervaj. Gtaiiding on the highest ground in the lawn. The 
celU of tbu temple is iucorpotated with the uhnrch of S, PitlTO; 
the 8 rolnniiis of the Uorie colonnade, with frieze of travertine 
bearing traces of etucuo-decoralion, are preserved. The iiiscrip- 
tiun, recording thE erection uf tbe edifice by the duuinciri , gr 
chief magistrates of the place, dates from the time of SuUa. The 
'view hence over the town towards the sea, and of Ihe plain 
with the Isolated M. CIrcelo la remarkably flue. 

8. Oliva is also erected on the foundations of an ancient 
temple, and possesses antique colunms. In the street of S. 8iil- 
villOTt once stood a temple uf Castor and Pollux, as the Inscrip- 
tion, still preserved, records, but it la now incorporated with other 
buildings. The frieze and 2 columns of the (Jorinthian order, of 
admirable workmanship, are still to be seen. Other relins of an- 
tiquity, inscriptions, columns, reliefs, fragments of marble, etc. 
BTS distributed Ihrougbont the whole town; also large masses of 
BjHi» (vlitutalum of the imperial epoch.

A walk iif Is;, hr. brings tbe 
tr»»Bller lu IbE ririns uf Jlorta, which bnutne a LuIId colony a. C. 492, eiul 
waa cunqucTfid and destrtnod by the troops of Sulla during Ibe d^i wars. 
The wall In Ihn polygonal style, well preaerved, was 1i|^ IL In clreunifc- 
reiKV; anveral gateways are still distinctly traceable. Tbe imterinr contains 
variant obscure relics.

Isold Famtit, a poor Tillage, tiiiinbcrliig earcely 100 Inhnb., and 
harassed by fever In summer, is the property of the liospigUoBi. 
It was a place of some consequence In the middle ages, having 
been fomiiled on »i;ooiint of the natural sucurity of ita aito. A 
guide is here engaged (1 — I'/a '■'-> bargaining necessary) to oon- 
duct the traveller to the site of Veil, Imposing ruins inuat not 
be loohod for here, hut the landscape is interesting and pictu- 
resque. For the keys of the Grotta Campana (p. 296), although 
the property of the state, tbe farmer uf the soil makes the exat- 
bftaut demand of 5 fr., whicb lie can seldom be persuaded tu 
reduco. A minute Inapoctlon of the relics of the ancient city 
1b Interesting to the acchaiologlst only. Tlio following are the 
principal points, a visit to whlrh occupies 2 — 3 hrs. The brook 
la Qrat descended to the mill (mlilino), irhere there Is a picturesque 
watorfalt, not far from which the brouk is crossed by tho antique 
FonU deW hola. Fatlhei on is the Ponlt Sodo , huwn in tba 
rock, beneath which the brook is conducted. Then the Forla 
Spezieria with remains of a columbarium , the recesses of which 
gave rise to the name. In the vicinity Is the Qrotta Campana, 
Hence by the banks of the CTemtra to the Piiata SAma, the 
ancient citadel , commanding a fine view. Then back Co Isola. 
I'edeetrlans , hy descending the valley of the stream from tbe 
Piazza d'Armi, may reach the Via Flaniliila In 3 hrs. 

Teil, one of the most powerful Ktruscan cities, after oontesia 
protracted for centuries [at flrst centred rmind Fidaiae (Coitet Oiu- 
hUeo), the outwork of the Etruscans on the S. bank of the Tiber], 
and after maoifotd viclsaitudes and a long siege, wa« at length 
captnred by Camilliia, B. C. 39(J. The circumference of the town, 
which may still be traced , is S'/j H. After the conqnest it fell 
to decay . and was subsequently re-peopled by CFcaar with a 
Roman colony, which however scarcely ofcupied one-tlilrd of Ibe 
focnier area. Excasations here have led to the discovery of In- 
scrlpliuua, statues, etc., and the columoa wMcti aAu\w >S\«, >:>^«&- 
nsdc-s of the military vasUm ill the Pimia. Crt<iM\a. 

Veil stsiidB <jii a (ahle-iaiid , arounil *\\V\k Qw ttst t\. aiv\ "^. 
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flows tlie micieiit Crrmtta, now fono di FormiUn, on tlie W.

It Btandt 
on an abrupt tufa-rock, around whii'h the limine, the oollet M 
the lake of Kracclano, Rows, The walls are of the f4tb and lOrk 
centuries; two churches with their towers, the palace nt tbe 
Orsinl, and many houses are reuognisahle , all densely uvergrowu 
with ivy and creepers. The ^surrounding wooded ravine enhances 
the romantic appearance of the spot.

Aboot 3 M. heSore 
Biacciatio ia reauhi^d , ike lake liecoDieB visible, with ^Vevignano 
and Boeca Bonuma, the highest point (2336 ft.) ur tlie Bumiind- 
tug lange or hills. The lake (Laeut Bnbatlmu o! antiquity) Is 
20 H. in cir<:unifereni'i: , and lies upwards of 500 ft, above the 
sea-level. Its fartii aiid the heights eiiriteliug it indicate that it 
was once a cmter. It ahounds in ilsh (eels eelebrated), and the 
slopes are well cultivated , the upper parts being clothud with 
wood, but malaria is prevalent. 

Near Ilraui:iajio the road divides , the upper L leads to tbe 
Capuchin monastery, tbe other r. to the town. 

Braaiano (*Locaiida I'iva, igripretending), a small modern town 
with 2000 iuhab., possesses a pictnresquo castle of the l[)lh cent., 
and In the vicinity several lion-works. The town itsiilf has no 
attraction except its situation. The * Caalle, kowever. erected by 
the Orsini, now the property of Prince Odescalchl, is very Iriler- 
estiiig, and with its lowcra anil fortiflcations serves to coiivay an 
acuurate idea ol' a mediaeval stronghold. It ig said on thle ac- 
count to have aneated tlie attention o! Sir Walter Scott far more 
poweifully than the more imposing lulns of antiqnity. The inte- 
rior, which Is still iiihabitud , contains nothing worthy of note. 
The *vii!w tram the lower, extending over the beautiful lake 
to Trevignano and Anguilkra, with Soracte and the Sabine Uts.

A num- 
ber of them, it is uncerts.!!) when, afterwards returned tu CiMa 
Vetera, whence ibe name rervdrj. The present Ullage, the p 
perty of Cho Ruspolt, with aboat 200 inhab. , standi on the site 
of the ancient city, which was ^^f^ M. in circumference, 
luterust of this locality was grMtly increased by tbe discovery Of 
numerouB tnmbs in 1S2!), and the excavations am still prosecut- 
ed, (Apcommodarion at the house of the vctturlno Paeifleii Botatf! 
keys of tbe tombs at PasstgUrCi.) 

The tombs are cither diistored together and hewn in the rMk, 
ot stand alone in conies! mnonda or tumuli. On the whole their 
stale of preservation U far inferior to that of the tombs ot Coc- 
neto; hardly a trace of painting remains. The more important 
may be visited in 3—4 hrs. Moat of them lie on the hill oppo- 
sitQ the viUago, and suparatod from It by a gorge.

The beautiful rliureh of 8. Anna, designed by llacnio Pintalli, 
was elected under Julius II. The tAiireat EfiMopal Palaet con- 
talits numeroDS inscriptions and ntlier relics, discovered dariiig the 
exeaTatiuiiB. These works, ruuimeiiced in tha last reiitary, have 
been BuftesafoUy proseciitad. under the auperintendein'a of M. 
Vismnti sitice 1655. Two or three hours suffice for a vlah bi 
the principal objects. 

The Oalia of antiquity, founded by Anrua Martins , fourth 
king of Rome , eitended along the left arm of the Tiber, l/j M, 
from the present village, as far as forrc di Itoaeeiano. it waa a 
large commetcial town , and continued to Dtainlain ite position 
even aflei the founilation of Tortus. Among the numeroua na- 
tionalities of wMoh the population couBieteil , various foreign re* 
llgions were professed ; thus Christianity also was introduced 
here at an early period. The bishopric of Ofltia, arcording lo some 
arrounts, !s said to have l;een established by the apnstlei them- 
selves, and is still regarded with great veneration by the Ramisk 
clergy. Monica, the mother of l^t. Augustine, died here. 

At the entrance to the town (r.) is an osteria, which afflndf 
very poor fare. The custodian, whose services are not absolatelf 
necessary, is generally to be found here, and is recognised by kta 
metal-badge ffee for the whole distance 2 — 3 fi.]. The tomba. 
which extend in a line teyond the Ports Uomana of the anciBtll 
town, are reached in 5 min. from the gate. Most of the relleA 
found here are now to the Lateiaii (p. 2UI> In B min. tb* 
gate of the old town Is reached; on an eminence to the r., ftr- 
ther on, are seen the ruins uf the theatre (not yet excavated], 
the stage of which faced the river. Then, after passing sSTCnl 
streets and half-excavated edldces, the visitor arrives at a temple, 
with a well-preserved cells (with threshold consisting of ■ singit 
blout of African marble, 18 ft. in length) and raiaed basement, 
adjoining which is the atoro'room for the sacred vessels ffoBttiaty, 
The road In a straight direction from the rella leads in 5 mill. 
to the shrine of the Uagrui Muter, excavated in ISOi), m ii*^ 
gntar quadrangular structure with a colonnade on earJi sidii

They 
are of considenbie alze, but unfortunately not sufBaieuUy exrn- 
vated to be deseribed here; the situation of the furnace, a liwlin- 
mlng-baain, hol-balli (calidaritan), etc. may, however, bo dialin- 
gultfhed. 

Proceeding toKards the road o[i the bank of Tiber, the vigitoi 
■rrivea in b min. at a s'ore-uhaniber. «ilh 30 earthen Jais im- 
bedded in thu floor, foi the piirpoaa of keeping wine, oil, and 
grain. Then, 2 min. farther are macb more eitentive baihs with 
a palBltn etn., probaMy erer.ted by Antoninuii Fins (targe mosaic 
p«TGment iti the prinoijtal haU, rcpreBentlug the ititrieailea of the 
Ubjrrinth), adjaoont to which ia a smaU lemple of Mithraa, wiOi 
an inacription un the moiaic-pivemeut. On the road-side, inl- 
mediately beyond the baths, arc remains of arched of Cuflbtono 
■nd travertine of the republican era, aapposed to have lielonged 
to a harbour. Abonl »/« M. hence (by the street aklrtilig the F.. 
side of the tonnj is haurcidiim , where a noniber of graves and 
columbaria were discovered in 1867; the pictures (nnud iu Ihem 
are now in the 16tli room of the Latcr^in (p, 20:i). 

A canjage-road leads from Ostta to i^i M.) Caalel Fviano (to 
wM«h the driver ahoald be expressly desired to convey the tra- 
veller}, situated in the midst ot a beautifal forest of piuee. It 
was erected by the Msrcbege Sauvhetti in the 16th cent., and 
fortifled against pira*es; it is now the property of Che Cbigi fa- 
mily. A modern road , wilh ancient pavement of basalt, leads 
heuco to the sea, I'/j M. distant, the view of which however ia 
excluded by a lofty sandbank: a vary pleaaant walk. Similar 
sand-hillsi, exleniling to the S. beyond the Pcntine Matshea, hound 
the entire loasit.

Porto now consiets of a Calktdnd, dedicated to S. KnDna, in 
episropal l^iUiee, with inarrlptionfl anil antiquities, and a VUla of 
Frinee Torlonla, who has caused eiravations tn be made here. 
The traveller flrst rear.hea the wall* of the town, then, passing 
the farm-buildingB, the harbour of Trajan, a large octagonal ba- 
ain, surrounded by magazines, now a shallow lake only. In the 
meadows to the N. of this, the extent of the harbunr nfClaudtiD

Another vetturlno I'rom Rome (Via IIOHl 
di Leone HG) on Wednesdays and Saturdays at 5. 30 a. m., fan 
6 fr. Aecuinmodalloli at the Laeandii dl Anibroglo PuUiulrJni, In 
private apartnients , and also at tbe Palazzo Dorla in the nelft- 
bouritig vQlagu of Ncttniio. A stay at Porto d'AnzIo is pleasani 
in the early summer, but fevers begin to prevail In July, often 
setting iu with great suitdenneas.
